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GENTLEMEN OF THE Crry CouNncIL: — 

In accepting the duties which devolve upon us in 
the government of this city during the ensuing year, 
we have assumed responsibilities of a more important 
character than have fallen to the lot of any of our 
predecessors. ‘To discharge the great trusts reposed 
in us by our fellow-citizens in a manner which the 
exigencies of the times demand, calls for our best 
energies, our highest efforts. We are not here to do 
thework of any party or any class, but to promote, 
so far as properly comes within the scope of the mu- 
nicipal powers, the interests of all the citizens, in 
their relations, as individuals, with each other, and in 
their relations, as a body, with other corporations. 
The powers under which we act are limited 
by statute. Their extent has been clearly defined 
by approved usage and by the decisions of the 
Courts. Our duty lies in the exercise of those pow- 
ers upon sound business principles. In no other way 
can we perform our part in restoring, upon a perma- 


nent basis, the prosperity of the city. 
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THE FIRE. 


On the ninth of November last—less than two 


months ago —a fire broke out, about seven o’clock in 
the evening, in a large four-story granite store on 
the corner of Summer and Kingston streets. ‘The 
part of the building in which the fire originated, 
and the cause of the fire, have not been ascertained. 
With one exception, the circumstances were more 
than usually favorable for its immediate suppression. 
The sickness of the horses belonging to the fire de- 
partment occasioned some delay in getting the en- 
gines and other apparatus on the ground and into 
working order. The fire spread with unaccountable 
rapidity. It burst forth in different places, and in a 
manner which would indicate the work of incendia- 
ries. ‘The high buildings filled with combustible ma- 
terials, and crowned with ornamental wooden roofs, 
the open hoistways, the narrow streets, the insuffi- 
ciency of the water supply, all tended to baffle the 
efforts of the firemen; and the fire soon attained 
proportions which seemed to make it irresistible. 
In this emergency the destruction of buildings by 
gunpowder was resorted to, but with only partial 
success. In the mean time, the fire organizations 
from other cities and towns, near and remote, responded | 
to the appeal for assistance with noble alacrity, 


Before many hours had elapsed the engineers wer, 
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enabled to concentrate an immense force of engines 
and men at certain points, and in that way the fire 
was at length brought under control. 

Considering the small extent of territory covered, — 
about sixty-five acres, — and the short time that the 
fire had been burning, the amount of property de- 
stroyed was unparalleled. The whole number of build- 
ings destroyed (exclusive of those slightly damaged) 
was 776, of which 709 were of brick and stone, and 
67 of wood. The Assessors’ valuation of these build- 
ings amounts to $13,591,300, and it is estimated 
that to replace them would cost at least, $18,000,000. 
The value of personal property destroyed was 
about $60,000,000. The number of estates 
within the district covered by the fire was 
about 550. The loss of life was comparatively 
small, owing to the fact that but few dwelling- . 
houses were burned, and that those employed in 
mercantile or manufacturing pursuits in the buildings 
which were destroyed had retired before the fire broke 
out. Only fourteen persons are known to have lost 
their lives; and of this number seven were firemen. 

The gallant manner in which the members of the 
fire department of this city, and the members of or- 
ganizations from other cities and towns, performed the 
heroic services required of them, is worthy of the 


highest commendation. The universal expressions 
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of sympathy and gratitude, and the generous contri- 
butions for the relief of those who were injured, are 
the best evidence of the estimation in which their 
services are held. The arduous duties performed by 
the members of the police department, and by the 
military organizations, in preserving order and pro- 
tecting property, during and after the fire, entitles 
them to the public gratitude. And in this connection 
I cannot forbear mentioning the valuable and disin- 
terested services of those gentlemen who came to the 
aid and support of the municipal authorities on the 
night of the fire. While the flames were still spread- 
ing, they instituted measures of relief and restoration 
which prevented distress and preserved the credit of 
the city. Upon the petition of the City Council the 
Governor ordered a special session of the Legislature, 
and certain acts were passed for the relief of suffer- 
ers by the fire, and to prevent the recurrence of a 
similar disaster. I shall allude more particularly to 
this legislation in treating of the departments which 
it concerns. 

I have made this brief record of our great calamity 
for the purpose of bringing before you as clearly as 
possible the present condition of the city. An im- 
mense amount of property —the result of the labor - 
of thousands of men and women, and of the operation 


of avast amount of ingenious machinery — has been 
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swept out of existence in a few hours. A. very large 
proportion of that property was owned by persons 
living or doing business in this city. The loss 1s 
severe, but it is not irreparable. 

The great fire which occurred in London in 1666 
covered 373 acres within the walls, burned 89 
churches and 13,200 houses, and destroyed property 
estimated at about £11,000,000, representing in our 
present currency at least $100,000,000. That was 
the day of small things, in the mechanical arts, 
as compared with ours; and yet in four years’ 
time London was rebuilt “with so much_ beauty 
and magnificence,’ says a chronicler of the 
time, “that they who saw it in both states, before 
and after the fire, could not reflect on it without won- 
dering where the wealth could be found to bear so 
vast a loss as was made by the fire, and so prodig- 
ious an expense as was laid out in the rebuilding.” 
The fire that occurred in Chicago only fifteen months 
ago destroyed more property than the great fire in 
London; and it caused far greater temporary distress, — 
on account of the number of dwelling-houses de- 
stroyed, than the fire in this city; but the indomitable 
energy of her citizens has already carried the work 
of restoration far towards completion. The Lon- 
doners, to commemorate their great calamity, es- 


tablished a monument on the spot where the fire origi-

nated. The best form in which we can commemorate 
the great disaster which has overtaken us is by es- 
tablishing wider streets in the district covered by fire, 
and improved methods in-the construction of build- 


ings throughout the city. 


THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE CITY. 


The credit of our city stands high in the commer- 
cial world, and, as an illustration of this fact, it 
affords me pleasure to allude to the successful nego- 
tiation made by the Committee on Finance of the 
last City Council, by which the original sterling water 
loan of £400,000, bearing four anda half per cent. 
interest, which became due Oct. 1, 1872, in London, was 
renewed as a sterling loan for a term of thirty years 
from that date bearing five per cent. interest. Both 
the principal and interest are payable in London, in 
gold, at 93% per cent. equal, in our currency, at the 
time of the negotiation, to 105$, leaving the item of 
exchange out of the question. 

The City of Boston has not been in the market as 
a borrower, — with the exception of the renewal of the 
sterling loan above mentioned, — for two years, its 
Sinking Fund Commissioners having been enabled to 
tuke up the loan authorized from time to time by the 
City Council with the revenue received by them from 


betterments and interest on their investments. ‘This 
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resource cannot be made available during the present 
year. Under an act passed at the special session of 
the Legislature of 1872, “to enabie the City of Boston 
to make and issue its bonds for certain purposes,” the 
Commissioners (William Gray, Otis Norcross and J. 
G. Abbott) have authority to loan, upon first mortgage, 
to the owners of land,—the buildings upon which 
were burnt by the great fire in this city Nov.9 and 10, 
1872,—to an amount not exceeding $20,000,000. 
T’o what extent loans will be required for this object 
cannot now be anticipated. 

The last City Council authorized the borrowing of 
a million dollars for the street improvements already 
authorized within the “ burnt district.” This loan has 
not yet been negotiated. 

There also remain, at this date, loans to the amount 
of $2,526,000, authorized by the last City Council, but 
not yet negotiated, for works already undertaken. 

It will be perceived by this statement that we shall 
be large borrowers outside of what our Sinking Fund 
Commissioners will be able to supply. It is, therefore, 
incumbent upon us for the present year not to sanc- 
tion any street improvement which can be postponed 
without detriment to the public interests in sections 
of our city outside of the “ burnt district.” 

In relation to the annual appropriations to be raised 


by taxation, no more should be asked for by the 
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several departments of the government than is 
actually needed to carry them on wisely and pru- 
dently. The policy, which has been pursued for 
several years past, of taxing for the current expenses 
of the city should be strictly adhered to. 

I have no doubt that with the provision which has 
been made for the payment of our debt, and the fact, 
that of the present debt $11,331,675 is held by the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Funds, we shall be 
able to command in this, our hour of emergency, any 
reasonable amount of money without detriment to our 
credit. 

The following is an exhibit of the total funded 
and unfunded debt of the city as it stood December 
31, 1872, compared with the close of the year 1871.

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THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Under the ordinance passed near the close of the 
last municipal year, provision was made for the ap- 
pointment of a Board of Health, consisting of three 
persons, with authority to carry into execution all the 
powers vested by law in the City Council or in the 
Board of Aldermen relative to the public health and 
the quarantine of vessels. The members of that 
Board have not yet been appointed. Prompt action 
is urgently demanded, and I shall take the earliest 
opportunity to make nominations for your approval. 

The office is one of great importance and respon- 
sibility at all times; but it is especially so at this time 
on account of the prevalence of small-pox. The ef- 
forts made during the past year for the suppression 
of this dangerous epidemic have been entirely inade- 
quate tothe emergency. It has now assumed serious 
proportions, and I trust the citizens will recognize, 
and submit cheerfully to, the necessity of using more 
stringent measures than have yet been adopted. ‘The 
action taken for the suppression of the disease in 
Lowell, during the latter part of 1871, furnishes an 
excellent basis for proceeding here. ‘The consulting 
physicians state, in their report upon the subject, that 
vaccination was found less effective than isolation. 


As soon as the policy of removing all cases to the 
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hospital was acted upon and the isolation rendered 
complete, there was a remarkable decline in the 
number of cases and in the death-rate. In the 
third week in September there were, in that 
city, seventy-eight cases; in the third week 
in October, twelve; and in the second week 
after that, only one. The removals were not 
fully made until the last of September. In 
that month there were fifty-five deaths; in Octo- 
ber, twenty-three; and in the first twenty-seven days 
in November (the date of the report), only one. By 
this means an epidemic, attacking over two hundred 
persons in one month, and causing fifty-five deaths in 
the same time, was almost entirely eradicated in a little 
more than six weeks. 3 

The hospital which has just been constructed 
in this city is not large enough to _ furnish 
the accommodations required at this time. It is 
necessary that steps should be taken immediately 
to provide an additional hespital for temporary use. 
The first section of the new health ordinance pro- 
vides that the Mayor shall be vigilant and active in 
protecting the public health, and shall see that the 
laws and ordinances in relation to the same are en- 
forced. Acting upon this general authority, I shall 
consider it my duty to aid and assist in every proper 


way those who are especially charged with the pres- 
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ervation of the public health; and in cases of emer- 
gency to exercise the paramount authority conferred 
by the charter upon the chief executive oflicer of the 


city. 


STREETS. 


The most important projects for street improve- 
ments which require your attention at this time are 
those affecting the streets within the district recently 
covered by fire. It is estimated that the first cost of 
widening, straightening and extending these streets, 
according to the plan proposed by the last City Gov- 
ernment, will amount to four or five million dollars. 
The old streets were so irregular that there was a 
general expression of opinion at first in favor of lay- 
ing out the territory upon an entirely new plan; but 
it was found, upon examination, that the adoption of 
such a plan would not only involve enormous expense, 
but seriously interfere with the business interests of 
the city. In making these improvements upon the- 
basis of the old system, the importance of connecting 
the northerly and southerly portions of the city by 
wider and more direct thoroughfares than now exist, 
should be kept constantly in view. Any plan which 
fails to do this will, in my judgment, fall short of the 
public requirements. As the owners of estates on 


these streets desire to begin the work of rebuilding as 
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soon as possible, it is important that the new lines 
should be given without delay, and I commend the 
subject to the early attention of the City Government 
and of the Board of Street Commissioners. Wash- 
ington street was extended by the last City Govern- 
ment from Cornhill to Haymarket square. The 
opening of this thoroughfare will, I believe, when com- 
pleted, fully justify the great expenditure incurred, 
and will greatly facilitate the means of travel to and 
from the northern section of the city. The extension 
of Devonshire street from State street to Dock square 
will undoubtedly be found a valuable improvement in 
itself as well as greatly relieving the lower end of 
Washington street. 

There are several other important street improve- 
ments proposed in various portions of the city, which 
will undoubtedly receive your attention during the 


year, but which I will not now enumerate. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


In view of recent events it is evident that measures 
should be taken, without delay, to increase the effi- 
ciency of the Fire Department. Several additional 
steam engines, with all the improved appliances, 
should be located in the business portion of the city. 
Larger water-pipes should be laid in the streets of 
the city proper and in Hast Boston, and portions of 
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South Boston; and improved hydrants, for use in case 
of fire, connected with them. A body of men should 
be specially instructed in the art of blowing up build- 
ings, so that when an emergency arises, the work, if 
done at all, shall be done effectively. It may be found 
necessary to make other changes in the organization 
of this department when the report of the commission 
upon the great fire is submitted. 

In this connection, I desire to call your atten- 
tion to the importance of providing additional safe- 
guards against the loss of life by fire in buildings 
used for public purposes, and in tenement houses 
and manufactories. The loss of human life by 
the recent burning of a hotel in the city of New 
York has shown the insufficiency of the means of 
escape now provided in such buildings. In the up- 
per portions of many of the large warehouses, the 
manufacture of clothing and other articles is carried 
‘on quite extensively; and in case of fire in the base- 
ment of one of these buildings, cutting off the means 
of escape by the one narrow stairway, there would be 
a terrible loss of life. If the present laws upon the 
subject are inadequate, there should be no delay in 


applying for additional legislation. 


THE POLICE. 


The duties required of the Police Department dur- 


ing the past year have been more than usually oner- 
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ous; and [believe they have been performed in such 
a manner as to give general satisfaction. But in 
order to afford adequate protection to persons and 
property, it is necessary that there should be a consid- 
erable increase of the force. There are at the present 
time 533 officers of all grades in the department. 
The number of men now absent from duty on account 
of sickness is much larger than usual, owing to the 
severity of the service required during and after the 
fire. The whole number of patrolmen on duty 
is about 400. Of this number only one-third are 
patrolling the streets at any one time. The city 
covers an area of 9,902 square acres, including 320 
miles of streets. ‘There is no other commercial city 
in this country of equal extent in which the police 


service is performed by such a small number of men. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The attention of the government has been called 
many times during the past ten years to the necessity 
of providing additional accommodations for the poor, 
the insane, and those committed to the correctional 
and reformatory institutions in this city. The build- 
ings at present occupied were erected many years 
ago. ‘The accommodations which they afford are in- 
sufficient and unsuitable. This has long been admit- 


ted. But differences of opinion in regard to the 
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extent and character of the changes which should be 
made, have thus far prevented the adoption of any 
decided policy. I am clearly of opinion that the State 
should provide a hospital for the care of the insane 
near this city; and with that view would recommend 
that the subject be urged upon the attention of the 
General Court now in session. ‘There is no reason 
why the City of Boston should pay a large portion of 
the expense of erecting and maintaining hospitals 
where the insane poor of other cities and towns are 
supported at small expense, and at the same time bear 
the whole expense of supporting a separate establish- 
ment for its own insane poor. Under the manage- 
ment of a State Board, specially organized for that 
purpose, the work ought to be performed more efii- 
ciently and economically, and produce_better results, 
than under a local board not specially organized for 
that work. 

The location now occupied by the House of Cor- 
rection at South Boston is becoming too valuable 
for business and manufacturing purposes to per- 
mit its continued use for such an institution. The 
subject of providing a new location demands immedi- 
ate consideration, for the reason that the cells in the 
old prison-house are unfit for occupation, and have 
been repeatedly condemned by the Inspectors. It is 


believed, by those who have given the subject a good 
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deal of attention, that ample accommodations can be 
afforded-at Deer Island for the new institution, when 
the changes proposed in relation to the establishments 
now located there are carried into effect. 

The proposition to provide a Home for the Poor, 
apart from the penal and reformatory establishments, 
meets my hearty approval. Paupers and criminals 
should not be brought together under the same roof, 
or on the same plot of ground, or placed in such re- 
lations to each other that by any possibility they can 
be classed together. The present system is discredit- 
able, and should not be tolerated beyond the time ab- 
solutely required to make different provisions. In 
selecting a new location for the Home, it would not, 
in my opinion, be a measure of economy to do so with 
a view of carrying on extensive farming operations. 
Its management belongs properly to the Overseers of 
the Poor. 

The accommodations for the House of Industry at 
Deer Island will, I believe, be sufficient when the in- 
mates of the Almshouse and the House of Reforma- 
tion for Juvenile Offenders are provided for else- 
where. There are reasons calling for a change in the 
location of this last-named institution as urgent as 
those which relate to the poor. 

In establishing these new institutions, I would sug- 


gest the importance of constructing the buildings 
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upon such a plan that they can be enlarged from time 
to time, as the increasing wants of the city demand, 
without involving the expense of an entire recon- 


struction. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The following is a brief sammary of the statistics 
of our system of public instruction for the last year: 
‘The whole number of children in the city between 
five and fifteen years of age, as reported in May last, 
was forty-six thousand one hundred and forty-four; 
and the average whole number of pupils belonging to 
the day and evening schools of all grades was thirty- 
eight thousand six hundred and eighty-eight. These 
pupils were taught by one thousand and one teachers. 
The schools maintained were five high schools, thirty- 
seven grammar schools, three hundred and thirty-five 
primary schools, eleven evening schools, two schools 
for licensed minors, one for deaf mutes, and one Kin- 
dergarten school. 

The current expenses for school purposes during 
the financial year of 1871-72 amounted to $1,216,- 
579.65; the salaries of teachers being $863,653.81, 
-and the incidental expenses $352,920.84. The total 
amount of expenditures for all school purposes during 
the same period was $1,314,380.33, showing a de- 


crease as compared with the preceding year of $260,-

898.74. This decrease is due to the fact that the 
amount expended for the purchase of lots and the 
erection of school-houses was only 97,800.68, against 
$443,679.71 for the preceding year. During the 
eight months already past of the present financial 
year, the appropriation for school sites and buildings 
has been larger than ever before in any one year in 
our municipal history.— For the completion of the 
projects for school accommodations already begun 
large additional appropriations will be called for. | 
When the contemplated buildings for the Latin and 
English High Schools shall have been erected on the 
lot which has been purchased for the purpose, the 
three estates. now occupied by those schools, and 
estimated to be worth for business purposes 
$400,000, can be sold. 

To the School Committee belongs the responsible 
duty of superintending and managing our school 
system, while the City Council is responsible for all 
the appropriations for the support of the schools, and 
for providing school accommodations. While you 
will, no doubt, in accordance with the prevailing sen- 
timent of your constituents, be ready to furnish all 
needed means to maintain and increase the efficiency 
of our system of public instruction, it will be your 
duty to examine carefully all requests for extraor- 


dinary expenditures, and to satisfy yourselves fully 
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of the reasonableness and necessity of every such re- 
quest before it is granted. Where additional accom- 
modations are needed in some of the school districts, 
to a limited extent only, it may be found more 
economical to hire such accommodations for a time, 
instead of erecting large and costly structures while 
building materials and labor command the present 
high prices. 
THE HARBOR. 

Our commercial position depends so largely upon 
the condition of the harbor that any measures cal- 
culated to preserve it from deterioration or in- 
crease its great natural advantages should receive 
the encouragement and support of the municipal 
authorities. 

The Commonwealth has shown its appreciation 
of the importance of protecting navigable waters 
from injurious encroachment by establishing an 
efficient bureau for that purpose, and investing it, 
among other powers, with authority to bring to the 
attention of Congress the neccssary measures for 
preserving and improving the harbors of the State. 
In response to its appeals, much has been done in 
Boston Harbor during the past six years in con- 
structing sea-walls for the protection of the head- 
lands, in widening the main ship channel, and in 


removing shoals and rocks which obstructed the 
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entrance of vessels of the largest class. But little 
remains to be done to give the full benefit of a 
widening of the main channel off the south-west point 
of Lovell’s Island, from three hundred and sixty-five 
feet to six hundred and twenty-five feet. A consid- 
erable part of the work of dredging a channel six 
hundred feet wide and twenty-three feet deep at mean 
low water through the upper Middle Bar has been 
done. Gallop’s Island and the North Head of Long 
Island have been protected by sea-walls, and some 
progress has been made in giving a like security to 
Point Allerton. During the same period the sea-walls 
on the windward side of Deer Island and the Great 
Brewster have been finished. About $800,000 have 
been expended upon this work, some of which was 
needed to adapt the harbor to the deep draught of 
ocean steamers; but the greater portion of which was 
necessary to save the harbor from rapid deterioration. 

The Harbor Commissioners are now pressing upon 
the attention of the United States the necessity of 
completing the work, already begun, of removing 
Nash’s Rock, at the entrance of the port, the rock at 
the shoulder of the Lower Middle recently struck by 
the steamship Norman, and also of removing the 
recent growth of the Great Brewster Spit, which is 
moving into the main channel in a line directly 
across it. In these efforts I feel safe in pledging the 


earnest support of the City Government. 
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A good deal of time was expended by the last City 
Government in adjusting a comprehensive plan for 
uniting the Commonwealth, the Boston and Albany 
Railroad Company, the Boston Wharf Company and 
the City of Boston in the work, already too long 
delayed, of improving the South Boston Flats. The 
occupation of these flats is incidental to a great 
harbor improvement which the Commonwealth has 
undertaken, the first instalment of which will secure 
the removal of Anchorage Shoal, and add some two 
hundred acres to the deep water of the upper harbor 
of Boston. 

In view, also, of the uses to which this territory 1s 
to be put as terminal grounds at deep water of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad Company, and without 
doubt of the new Boston, Hartford and Erie Railroad 
Company, soon to be organized, it cannot fail to be 
seen that the prosecution of this enterprise has vital 
relations to the future development of the city. It 
was supposed that all interests had been reconciled in 
the indenture of four parts which the City Council in 
November last authorized the Mayor to execute. It 
failed, however, to settle the terms on which the 
Boston and Albany Railroad Company might use its 
land for railroad purposes, and the city maintain over 
the same territory highways safe and convenient fer 
travel. The last vear closed before the negotiations 
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on this point were concluded. I recommend that the 
consideration of this subject be resumed at an early 
day, in order that this great improvement may be en- 
tered upon by the parties in interest during the com- 
ing season. 


THE WATER WORKS. 


The condition of our water supply as compared 
with last year is a subject of congratulation. On 
the first day of January, 1872, the measurement 
at the Lake indicated four feet three and a half 
inches above the bottom of the conduit. The meas- 
urement daily decreased until the twenty-ninth day 
of March, when the supply was reduced to nine and 
a half inches. On the first day of January, 1873, 
the supply was twelve feet one inch, which is only 
a foot and three inches below the extreme capacity 
of the Lake. Application was made to the last 
Legislature for an Act giving authority to obtain 
an additional water-supply from Sudbury River, 
which was promptly granted, and a temporary con- 
nection between the Sudbury River and Lake Co- 
chituate, via Farm Pond, was established, which was 
used for a few weeks with great satisfaction. The 
importance of a permanent connection between Sud- 
bury River and Chestnut Hill Reservoir is beyond 
question. The route for a conduit of liberal dimen- 
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sions has been surveyed by the present City Engineer; 
and his plans and estimates will soon be laid before 
you, and an early appropriation to commence this work 
will be required. During the year, alterations have 
been made, by means of which we have large-sized 
pipes connecting the Beacon -Hill Reservoir or High 
Service with the Charlestown Water Works. In 
case of accident, this arrangement will be of great 
value to both cities. The net cost of the Water 
Works to May 1, 1872, was $9,602,950.74. The 
total number of water-takers, Dec. 30, 1872 (after 
deducting 2,500 on the fire district), was 36,111. 
The total receipts of water-rates from Jan. 1, 1872, 
to December 30, 1872, was $861,730.06. The esti- 
mated income from the sales of water during the 


year 1873 is $900,000. 


DRAINAGE. 


At the special session of the Legislature an act was 
passed providing for the appointment of commis- 
sioners by the Governor of the Commonwealth, to 
make the necessary surveys, and devise a system of 
drainage and water supply for the territory covering 
an area of ten miles around this city. This area 
embraces, in whole or in part, thirty-three cities and 
towns, but the City of Boston was required to pay 


the entire expense of the work. For this and other 
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reasons, the City Council of last year exercised the 
right which had been given to it, of refusing to 
accept the act. The subject is one of great impor- 
tance, and I trust that legislation will be obtained to 
enable the cities and towns interested in the matter 
to co-operate upon an equitable basis, and secure the 
adoption of a comprehensive plan for the drainage of 
the low territory in and around Boston, the estab- 
lishment of suitable grades for streets and cellars, 
and a uniform system of thoroughfares for the safety 
and convenience of the inhabitants. 

The act passed on the 18th of December last, 
authorizing the Board of Aldermen of this city to 
establish a grade for cellars, not less than twelve feet 
above mean low water, will, if properly enforced, 
save the city from great expenses in the future. 
During the past year the improvement upon the 
Suffolk Street District has been completed ; and 
it is worthy of ‘special mention that the actual expen- 
ditures were nearly a million dollars less than the 
original estimates. The city is authorized, under an 
act of the Legislature passed last year, to take the 
territory lying between Tremont, Ruggles, Parker 
and Prentiss streets, containing about twenty-cight 
acres, for the purpose of abating the nuisance caused 
by impaired drainage. The surveys have been near- 


ly completed, and the question of exercising the 
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authority conferred by the statute will soon be pre- 


sented for your consideration. 


REVISION OF THE CITY CHARTER. 


I feel called upon to direct your attention to 
the City Charter and the modes of municipal admin- 
istration which have been evolved from it. The 
charter was drawn by the late Chief Justice Shaw, 
and has justly been regarded as a monument of the 
wisdom for which he was distinguished at home and 
abroad. It served its purposes well through many 
years, and has been a model after which city gov- 
ernments in our own Commonwealth and elsewhere 
have been fashioned. But it is the work of fifty 
years ago, when the territory, population and inter- 
ests in which it operated were small in comparison 
with those of to-day. It remains now as it was 
originally adopted, with the exception of the altera- 
tions made in the year 1854, and subsequently, which 
have not changed its general features, or enlarged its 
capacity, in any considerable degree. It must be obvi- 
ous to all who are conversant with its provisions and 

the practical administration of city affairs, that if we 
have not already outgrown its proportions, it must 
soon fail to meet the requirements of our rapidly in-_ 
creasing population and multiplying interests. I com- 


mend, therefore, to your consideration, the expediency 
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of a revision of the City Charter, with a view to its 
better adaptation to our present and future wants. If 
these views meet with your favor, [ recommend that 
a commission be constituted, to be composed of able 
and discreet persons, familiar with the operations of 
the existing city institutions, whose duty it shall be, 
after mature consideration of the whole subject, to 
report a draft of a charter for your examination and 


action. 


Under an order of the last City Council a petition 
has been sent to the Legislature, asking for the pas- 
sage of an act to change the mode of preparing the 
voting lists and registering voters. It must be 
evident to every one that something more than a 
change in these respects is needed. In _ order 
to preserve the purity of the ballot-box, and _ se- 
cure a reasonable degree of accuracy in the returns 
from the wards, it 1s necessary that radical changes 
should be made in the manner of conducting elec- 
tions. The subject is one of great importance, and 
I trust that the form of the act to be submitted will 
receive your careful consideration. 

An order was passed by the last City Council, re- 
questing the Mayor to appoint a commission to con- 


sider and report upon the subject of annexing cer- 
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tain cities and towns to the City of Boston. This 
order was based upon the notices which have been 
given by the citizens of several cities and towns ad- 
joining Boston, that they intend to apply to the 
Legislature now in session for acts of annexation. 
It has been the policy of the city to meet such 
applications by the appointment of a commission to 
consider the subject in all its relations, and furnish 
information to the City Council upon which it can 
act understandingly. . Under the circumstances it 
would be improper for me to express any opinion 
upon the subject, until the report of the commissioners 
is presented for your consideration. 

The alterations upon the Public Library building, 
begun in the year 1870, for the purpose of giving 
increased light, shelf-room, and better accommodations 
for the books both in the Bates and Lower Hall, are 
substantially completed. The library now ranks 
second in the country in point of the number of the 
volumes contained in it, but is inferior to none in 
usefulness and value. 

The prompt measures taken by the City Council 
and by the Citizens’ Committee, for the relief of suf- 
ferers by the late fire, have been entirely successful 
in preventing distress among those who were depend- 
ent upon their daily earnings. The generous con- 


tributions from our-own citizens and from others have 
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been sufficient thus far to meet all the applications 
for temporary aid on this account. The total amount 
of subscriptions, up to the present time, including 
those specially made for the benefit of the firemen, is 
about $325,000. Of this sum $150,000 have been 
expended in general rehef and in furnishing employ- 
ment to men and women. There have been 8,300 
applicants (of which 4,800 were women), represent- 
ing about 25,000 persons, who have been aided di- 
rectly or indirectly by the different committees. The 
noble work performed by the Women’s Committee, 
in providing temporary aid or employment to those 
of their sex who need assistance in consequence of 
the fire, is especially worthy of public recognition. 
The applications to the Overseers of the Poor for 
relief have not been much increased by the fire, but 
it is probable that a larger appropriation will be re- 
quired next year than has been necessary during the 


present financial year. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CouNCcIL: — 


I have thus endeavored to present, as briefly as 


possible, some of the most important matters upon 


which you will be called to act during the ensuing 


year. The short time allowed for the preparation 


of this address has prevented me from considering 
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some of the questions as fully as their importance 
demands. But even this imperfect statement cannot 
fail to impress you with the variety and magnitude 
of the work upon which you have entered, and the 
influence which it must exercise upon the future 
prosperity of the city. 

Since the settlement of those great national ques- 
tions which absorbed the public attention during, 
and for a number of years following, the civil war, 
the people are beginning to recognize the necessity 
of looking more carefully after the management of 
their local affairs. It is in the government of our 
large cities that republican institutions are being put 
to the severest test. The results in many respects 
have not thus far been encouraging. It must not be 
in the metropolis of New England that local self- 
government shall be stamped as a failure. 

Let us now enter upon the sacred trust confided 
to us with cheerfulness and courage, and let us in- 
voke the protecting care of Divine Providence, with- 
out which we cannot hope that success will crown 


our labors.

THE CITY CHARTER.

DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT.

He shall call the members to order; and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, shall proceed to 
business, unless the reading of the minutes of the 
preceding meeting shall be called for by some mem- 
ber.

Norule or order of the Council shall 
be dispensed with, altered or repealed, unless two- 
thirds of the members present consent thereto. 


PETITIONS, MEMORIALS, ETC. 


Sect. 387. All papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or a member in 
his place; and shall be read by the President, Clerk, 
or such other person as the President may request; 
and shall be taken up in the order in which they are 
presented, except when the Council shall otherwise 
determine.

No meeting of any Committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Sect. 45. It shall be the duty of all Standing 
Committees to keep a record of their doings in books 
provided by the city for that purpose. 

Seor. 46. Committees of the Council, to whom 
any matter is specially referred, may be required to 
report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 
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ELECTIONS, ORDINANCES, ORDERS, ETC. 


Sect. 47. All nominations of officers to be elected 
by ballot shall lie over for one week after being re- 
ported, before action is taken thereon. All Ordi- 
nances, Orders and Resolutions shall have two sev- 
eral readings before they are finally passed; and no 
Ordinance, Order or Resolution imposing penalties, 
or authorizing the expenditure of money, — whether 
the same may have been appropriated or not, — and 
no Order or Resolution authorizing a loan shall have 
more than one reading on the same day; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the passage of an order at any meeting of the Coun- 
cil, to authorize the printing of any document relat- 
ing to the affairs of the city. 

Sect. 48. In all elections by ballot, on the part of 
the Council, the number of blanks and ballots for 
ineligible persons shall be reported, but shall not be 
counted in the returns. 

Snot. 49. All salaried officers shall be voted for 
by written ballots.

All the bath-houses will be closed by the Superintendents 
at 10 o’clock P. M., on week days, and at 93 o’clock A.M.

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Each bather shall provide his own towels and soap. 
Female bathers shall be required to furnish suitable bathing 
dresses. Those desiring towels can obtain them of the 
Superintendent at three cents each. 

Boys and girls under fifteen years of age shall not be ad- 
mitted to the bathing-houses after 6 o’clock P.M., and the 
decision of the Superintendent against admission shall be 
final. 

Each Superintendent shall have full charge of his premises, 
and authority to withhold the facilities from all not conform- 
ing to these rules; and he will be required to render every 
assistance to applicants for baths, who, in*case of insult or 
deprivation of privileges otherwise than as provided for in 
these rules, can appeal to the Chairman of the Bathing Com- 
mittee. 

No smoking, profanity, or noisy conversation will be 
allowed on the premises; and any person guilty of defacing 
the dressing-rooms, fences, or tanks, by writing, marking or 
cutting, will be excluded from the baths, or arrested, accord- 
ing to the nature of the offence. 

All questions of priority in bathing, or of use of dressing- 
rooms, must be‘referred to the Superintendent, whose de- 
cision shall be final. 

A police officer will be in constant attendance, for the pur- 
pose of preserving order and enforcing these regulations, in 
concurrence with the Superintendent.

BUILDINGS. 
SURVEY AND INSPECTION.

thence around the northerly portion of the “City Proper,” by 
the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on Charles 
river, opposite the centre line of Parker street, or cross dam ; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam to a 
point opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through 
the centre of Ruggles street to the centre of Washington 
street; thence through the centre of Washington street to a 
point opposite the centre of Palmer street; thence through 
the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the centre of 
Hampden street ; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning.

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night ave 
day, by the operators. Each operator serves two alternate 
terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same as as- 
sistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the office, 
out of every twenty-four, is required from each operator. 
No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless 
expressly relieved by some one else, and by consent of the 
Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. | 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Sig- 
nal Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the Box. The 
police officers, and one other person resident near each sta- 
tion, have keys to the Boxes. 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm Gells, and epg the Gongs in the Engine- 
Houses. 

ExampLes: To announce the existence of a fire near Box 
No. 41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make 
a pause of a few seconds, then strike one, thus 4—1. This 
will be repeated at intervals of about one-half minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the 
bells will strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another 
pause, then strike five, thus: 1 —4— 5.

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Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows. Zhird 
Alarms are sounded by striking twelve blows twice, thus:

In cases where the entire department are required, alarms 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12

In cases where Hook & Ladder Companies only are wanted, 
signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with the num- 
ber of the Company struck twice, thus; Hook & Ladder No.

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the first 
alarm has been given), without an order from an Engineer ;

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the 
time the Box is operated. 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 

1. Ifa fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the nearest 
Box. 

2. Pull the slide down once and let go. Waitat the Box, 
and direct the firemen to the fire. 

3. Ifyou hear no reply on the bells, pull again. If still 
no reply, go to the nearest Box. 

4, The police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their 
rattles and call the number of the station. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be sure your Box is locked before leaving it. 
2. Never open the Box, except in cases of fire. 
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3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless 
called for by the Superintendent.

CITY HOSPITAL. 


[Ord. p. 359. ] 

The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 1851 ; 
and consists of three pavilions connected with a central struc- 
ture. This Hospital is intended for the use and comfort of 
poor patients, to whom medical care will be provided at the 
expense of the city; and it is also intended to provide accom- 
modations and medical treatment to others who do not wish 
to be regarded as dependent on public charity. 

The Hospital was suggested many years ago by ELisua 
Goopnow, who, by his will, dated July 12, 1849, gave prop- 
erty to the city, valued at $25,000, for the establishment of a 
Free City Hospital in Ward Eleven or Twelve. 

Another benefactor to the Hospital was the late LAWRENCE 
Nicnots, who bequeathed to the city, for the use of the City 
Hospital, the sum of $1,000. 

Hon. Oris Norcross has given to the city a fund of $2,000, 
to which has been added a bequest of $1,000 by the late Jo- 
NAS Batt, the interest of which is expended annually in fur- 
nishing clothing to indigent patients when leaving the Hos- 
pital. 

Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, be- 


tween 9 and 11 oclock, A.M. 
15 
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Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will be visited by some physician 
designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

On each day of the week, Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
o'clock, P.M., friends may be permitted to visit patients; 
though no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the 
same day. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent.

Although the need of a public library had been for a con- 
siderable time felt and acknowledged, and a small number of 
volumes, of a miscellaneous character, had been sent to the 

_City Hall with a view to the future formation of such an in- 
stitution, nothing definite in relation thereto was done until 
the fifth of August, 1850, when the Hon. Jonn P. BicEtow, 
then Mayor of the city, contributed the sum of one thousand 
dollars for the purpose of establishing a Public Library. 
This donation, being the first money that was given for the 
object, was received joyfully, and funded by the City Coun- 
cil; and the Committee on the Library were directed to 

_ “proceed, with as little delay as possible, to carry into effect 
the establishment of a free Public Library.” 

JosHua Bares, Esq., of London, whose early life was 
passed in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent 
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sum of fifty thousand dollars, towards the purchase of books 
for the Public Library of the city, if the city would erect a 
suitable building for that purpose, on the 24th of February, 
1858, an order was passed by the City Council, authorizing 
the Committee on the Library, in conference with the Board 
of Trustees, to purchase a suitable site for the erection of a 
building, which should be fully adapted for the purpose of 
the library, including Mr. Bates’s donation. Accordingly, 
said committee purchased 23,380 feet of land on Boylston 
street, opposite the Common, upon which an edifice was 
erected, at a cost to the city, for land and building, of 
about $365,000. 

This building was finished and delivered into the custody 
of the City Council, and by the City Council was transmitted 
to the care of the Trustees of the Public Library, with appro- 
priate ceremonies, on January 1, 1858. 

During 1871-2 extensive changes have been made in the 
building, thereby increasing its capacity by nearly one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand volumes. 

Besides the above-mentioned donations in money, the sum 
of ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. 
JONATHAN Puiurps, who, by his will, bequeathed an addi- 
tional sum of twenty thousand dollars. Another sum of ten 
thousand dollars was bequeathed by the late Hon. ABBorr 
Lawrence. The executors under the will of the late Mary 
P. TownsEND devoted to the library four thousand dollars 
of asum to be appropriated at their discretion. The FRANK- 
LIN Cius, at its dissolution, gave one thousand dollars. The 
late GrorGE Ticknor bequeathed four thousand dollars. 

All of these sums have been funded by the City Council, 
and the annual proceeds are expended for the purchase of 
books of permanent value, in accordance with the special 
directions of the donors. — 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late 
SAMUEL APPLETON, Esq., and the same amount by Mrs. 
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Satty I. K. Sumparp, for the purpose of procuring books 
for the immediate use of the public. 

Very valuable donations of books have been made by the 
late JosHua Bares (in addition to his gift of money), the 
late Rev. THreopore Parker, the heirs of the Hon. NatHan- 
IEL Bowpitcu, GeorGE Ticknor, and others. 

By the munificence of THomas G. AppLeton, Esq., of 
Boston, the very rich and valuable collection of engravings, 
formerly belonging to Cardinal Tosti, of Rome, now de- 
ceased, was purchased and presented to the Public Library. 
The collection contains nearly eight thousand prints, six _ 
hundred of which are framed.

Hetent of the Collections. —'The Bates Hall has about 150,- 
000 volumes ; the Lower Hall, 34,000 volumes; the East Bos- 
ton Branch, 7,300 volumes; the South Boston Branch, 5,100 
volumes; the Roxbury Branch (to be opened in the summer 
of 1873), 6,000 volumes ; —a total (including 7,900 sale 
duplicates) of about 210,000 volumes, besides 110,000 pam- 
phlets. 

The Central Reading Room has over 400 different period- 

16 
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icals ; the East Boston Branch Reading Room has 319; the 
South Boston Branch Reading Room has 27; the Roxbury 
Branch Reading Room will have about 40. These reading 
rooms are open on Sunday afternoons and evenings. 


Persons admitted to use the Libraries. 


I. To use periodicals or books in the buildings. Any per- 
son above the age of 14 years may use the Reading Room for 
periodicals, and, if above 16, may make use of the books 
within the buildings, without previous registration. 

II. To take books away from the buildings. All citizens 
and residents of Boston above the age of 16 years; all non- 
resident Clergymen and Teachers having regular professional 
occupation in the city; all inhabitants, even if under 16, who 
have received certificates of graduation, medals, or Lawrence 
prizes, from the Public Schools; and all pupils attending the 
Girls’ High and Normal Schools, are entitled to a full use of 
the Library. All these must sign the application card, and 
give the name of a citizen, who may be consulted, if neces- 
sary. The registration takes place in the Lower Delivery 
Hall of the Central Library, and at the several Branches. 

III. Non-residents. Non-resident members of educational 
institutions in the city and other non-residents (when spe- 
cially permitted, in consideration of the advancement of the 
public interests), may take books for home use, in accordance 
with the conditions imposed in each case by the Trustees. 


EAST BOSTON BRANCH LIBRARY. 


This Branch comprises two distinct collections of books, 
one begun by the East Boston Library Association in 1852, 
and merged in the Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to 
the City of Boston and made to form a portion of the East 
Boston Branch Library; and the other of books taken from 
the Central Library, with additions by purchase, so as to 
give completeness and harmony to the whole. 
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This Branch Library (in the old Lyman School-house, on 
Meridian street) was opened to the public in November, 


1870, and was formally dedicated by appropriate services on 
March 22, 1871. 


SOUTH BOSTON BRANCH. 


By a vote of the Mattapan Literary Association, its Li- 
brary of about 1,500 volumes was made the nucleus of this 
branch, and to these bhave:been added books either with- 
drawn from the Central Library, or procured by purchase. 
In this way a collection of about 5,000 volumes were ready 
for use, and this branch was opened on May Ist, 1872. The 
rooms for the branch have been hired in the new Savings 
Bank Building on the corner of Broadway and E street. 


ROXBURY BRANCH. 


Under the will of the late Caleb Fellowes, the Rev. George 
Putnam, D. D., S. C. Thwing, Esq., William Whiting 
senior, and others to be joined with them by an act of incor- 
poration, were invested with a trust, whose purpose is to 
establish a library, and erect a building for it, within half a 
mile of the meeting-house of the First Religious Society 
in Roxbury, on Eliot syuare. The will provides that $40,000 
shall be spent in the purchase of land and in the erection of 
.the said building. The available fund now amounts to about 
$54,000, and the excess over the sum appropriated for the land 
and building, the Trustees are required to invest as a fund, 
the income of which shall be used for the purchase of books ; 
and to this will be added, when the building is completed, 
a further sum of about $30,000, which will then be paid to 
them by the executors under the will of the late Mrs. Fel- — 
lowes. As it was deemed for the interest of all concerned 
that the advantages of these funds should be joined, with such 
others as may accrue from the provisions made by the City 


Council for the benefit of the District of Roxbury, in the 
way of a Branch of the Public Library, the Mayor, authorized 
by the City Council, signed an indenture with the Trustees 
of the Fellowes Atheneum, by which that institution is 
united with the Branch Library for the Highlands. The 
agreement (to be found in the Report of the library for 1872) 
in effect gives the citizens of the Highlands a library, the same 
in kind with the Bates Hall collection, though on a smaller 
scale, to be increased by the Fellowes funds, while the city 
maintains a popular library in connection therewith, to be of 
the character of the Lower Hall of the Central Library and of 
the branches at East and South Boston. The building on the 
corner of Millmont street and Lambert avenue will be com- 
pleted, and the library opened in the summer of 1873. 
The Trustees of the Fellowes Athenzeum contribute $3,000 
towards supplying the books with which it will be opened. 
The present trustees of the Fellowes Atheneum are George 
Putnam, D. D., President; Nathaniel J. Bradlee; W. C. 
Collar ; Samuel C. Cobb; Charles K. Dillaway ; Rev. Edward 
E. Hale; John F. Osgood, Secretary; Joseph S. Ropes; 
Supply C. Thwing, Treasurer; William Whiting, senior.

The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested p 


than in any former year. There were not less than eight several 
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ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. . 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the first Mayor who has died in oflice 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as chair- 
man of the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis 
and the election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
Alderman of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for 
said year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 


_ he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor.’ - 


The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
mean time, the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election in 1872, William Gaston was certified 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the — 


city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 


and made, and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 
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John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organiza- 
tion. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
* one of the Principal Assessors. 

In 1858 Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an 
Alderman, died before his qualification. 

In 1856 Levi B. Merriam, Esq., died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards 
appointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner, Esq., resigned on account of ill- 
ness, and soon afterwards died. 

At the municipal election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but in accordance with the statute the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see 
City Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 16, for 
1862. . 
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William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer How- 
ward, Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828 ; 
also, Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the 
organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 
1830. 
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Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted in 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, resigned in May, 1861, and was elected a 
Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 18, died in office September, 
1872. 

There have been fifteen successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by .taking the 
highest number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket ; 
adjournment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, 
and other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 18380, vacated the seats,of three mem-. 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can-- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)* 


* This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereoy prevent- 
ing the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the said 
four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared elected, 
leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two mem- 
bers from Ward 8, on the ground that they were chosen at 
an adjourned meeting which was illegally held. At the subse- 
quent trial the same members were again returned to the Common 
Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Leport 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bona fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
- Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 38, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that Ward. Before a decision was reached on 
this point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire dele- 
gation from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were reurned 
than there were persons who voted in that Ward at the municipal 
election,— occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of 
the ballots,— the variation being so great as to affect the election 
of the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same mem- 
bers were again returned to the Common Council. — 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls, at said adjourned meeting, were not kept open the

same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12, for 1867. ] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber returned for Ward 10, because, by the count of the original 
ballots cast in said Ward, it appeared that another person was 
chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth, occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871, Frederic S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared, by the Com‘mon Council of 1872, to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one 
of the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his for- 
mer seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18.]

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The Board of Street Commissioners have given hearings 
during the past year, either on petitions or orders of notice, * 
upon most of the improvements referred to in the table here- 
with transmitted. 

The important and long sought for improvement, the ex- 
tension of Washington street to Haymarket square, urged by 
our most energetic business men and largest tax-payers, fur- 
nishes a direct, nearly straight, and for the most part very 
commodious street from one end of the city to the other, from 
the Charles River to the West Roxbury line; and by the 
widening of Warren street from Dudley to Washington street, 
in the Highland district, which may be called an extension of 
Washington street, providesa direct avenue from the Charles to 
Neponset river. The building of the extension of Washington 
street northwardly from Cornhill will, in consequence of the 
recent fire, be delayed beyond the time originally contem- 
plated, because it was deemed inadvisable for the present 
to dispossess the occupants of ‘stores on the line of the ex- 
tension until the rebuilding of the burnt district shall, in 
some degree, be completed. } 

The widening of South Market street and its extension to 
Atlantic avenue, at an expense of $282,453.50, seemed to be 
absolutely demanded for the greatly increased business in 
that locality. This Improvement was previously submitted 
to the Council by resolve and order, but did not receive its 
sanction, nor did the contemplated extension of Commerce 
street. : 

The widening of Wilson’s lane to a width of fifty feet. for 
the extension of Devonshire street, which had been rejected 
by the Council, was again submitted to it and sustained by 
great unanimity. ‘This extension of Devonshire street will 
afford great relief to Washington street, furnishing, as it does, 
a parallel roadway, from Dock square to the extreme south 
end of the city, on a nearly level grade, generally sought for 
by heavily laden teams. A resolve and order for the widen-

ing of Beach street on the southerly side, was sent to the Coun- 
cil and rejected, with a request to furnish an estimate of the 
cost of widening the street on the northerly side, which was 
promptly furnished by the Commissioners; but.the Council 
tool no further action in the premises. It is admitted by 
all that the public necessity imperatively requires the widen- 
ing of this street, being now scarcely thirty feet wide, while all 
the horse-cars coming from South Boston pass through it, 
together with great local travel, the only question at issue 
being where the widening should be made. 

The widening of Emerson street, and extending it westerly 
to Second street, effectually makes the latter a continuous 
and level street from Federal street to the ‘‘ Point,” affording 
much needed facilities for heavily loaded teams from the city 
proper to South Boston Point. 

The widening of Cottage street, in the Dorchester district, 
has been called for by every consideration of public safety for 
years, being, as it was, dangerously narrow at points where it 
curved, and where at times it was considerable of a thorough- 
fare. 

The County Commissioners of Norfolk, and the selectmen 
of Dorchester, had this widening under advisement, with a 
settled determination to make it at the time of the annexation 
of Dorchester to Boston. 

The pressure has been great upon the Board to widen and 
straighten streets on the “burnt district,” some persons con- 
tending that the streets should be made very much wider than 
formerly ; while others contend equally strong that these 
streets were sufficiently wide for all the purposes for which 
they were or are likely to be used. ‘The Board has pursued 
a conservative course, widening where an exigency seemed 
to exist, and straightening when necessary, keeping in view 
the future wants of the public, endeavoring to furnish the requi- 
site facilities demanded by increasing business and travel, with 
the least possible injury or inconvenience to the abuttors. 
Thus Washington street has been widened on the burnt dis- 
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trict toa width of sixty feet. Summer street has been made 
a nearly uniform width of sixty feet from Washington street 
to Broad street, it being somewhat wider at what was “ Church 
Green.” High street has been widened to a width of fifty 
feet between Congress and Pearl street, to make it to conform 
to the width at other points, and the widening of Purchase 
street, commenced prior to the fire at its southerly end, has 
been continued northwardly to Oliver street, making the 
street a uniform width ail the way. | 

All the street improvements contemplated for the devas- — 
tated territory have been already made by this Board, as far 
as the surveyor has furnished the necessary plans.

ROXBURY DISTRICT. 


The survey of the Roxbury District commenced in July, 
1869, was completed early in the fall of the past year, its 
duration having been almost three years ; in which time from 
one to four parties, of three persons each, have been employed. 
Since the completion of the survey the office at Roxbury 
has been continued as a branch of the City Surveyor’s office. 
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The total cost of the survey has been $18,620.00, of which. 
$15,683.87 was for salaries, and the balance for materials, 
repairs, instruments and incidental expenses. 

It was originally estimated that one hundred and thirty 
sectional plans, 4052 inches, —.the scale being twenty feet 
to an inch, — would be sufficient to cover all the ground to 
be surveyed. This estimate was afterwards found to be too 
small, in consequence of the laying out of new streets through 
land which was vacant at the time the estimate was made, 
together with the change in the boundary line between 
Brookline and Boston, by which more territory requiring a 
survey was added,—#increasing the number of sectional 
plans from one hundred and thirty to one hundred and sixty- 
three, the number actually completed. 

Upon the completion of the survey the force was reduced 
to two parties, of three persons each. These have been em- 
ployed on surveys of streets which have been laid out and 
built upon in those sections of Roxbury which were first 
surveyed: in giving lines -for the Superintendent of 
Streets, and to parties erecting buildings or, walls upon 
or near the street lines; and in making special plans for 
street extensions and widenings. For the use of the Board 
of Street Commissioners, a large plan of Roxbury, 6x7 feet, 
on ascale of two hundred feet to the inch, has been made; 
and others will probably be required for the City Surveyor’s 
and the Roxbury office. 

When not employed upon some of the foregoing anes 
the force in this department has given its attention to surveys 
‘of interior lot lines, backs of buildings, and buildings which 
were omitted in the original survey; that survey showing 
only objects on the lines of the streets, such as buildings, 
walls, fences, and the fronts of buildings which stand back 
from, but are near the street line. The usefulness of such a — 
plan consists in its presenting at once all the obstacles which 
come in the way of any proposed street improvement, and 
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also in the saving of future work. Its utility would be 
further increased by the addition of “ contour lines ” showing 
the topography of the Roxbury District. | 
This would require considerable time and labor, but would 
amply pay for all it would cost in the end. 

To complete this work will require the uninterrupted labor 
of two parties, of three persons each, probably for about a 
year; but it is proposed to do it from time to time as the 
current work will allow. 

The determining and fixing of street lines is a work which 
shsuld be attended to as soon as possible, since the correct 
establishment of such lines grows more difficult every year, 
by changes in the present lines, and the loss of information 
bearing upon the subject. The system thus far pursued is to 
leave such determination until lines have been called for by 
parties proposing to build. 

Stone monuments should be placed at the intersection and 
angles of the streets, where permanent buildings do not stand 
on the street lines. 

Profiles of all the streets in this district, not already made, 
should be prepared with proposed grades shown upon them, 
preparatory to being adopted as may be required from time 
to time by the Paving Department. 


DORCHESTER DISTRICT. 


The survey of the Dorchester District was begun in No- 
vember, 1869, just previous to the annexation of the town, 
by order of the selectmen, and finished about the first of 
September, 1872, at a total cost, including that expended by 
the town, of $15,190.21. Since the completion of the sur- 
vey the office at Fields’ Corner has been continued as a branch 
office. 

During the greater part of the year the force employed 
has averaged about seven persons, consisting of two survey- | 

Re 
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ing parties and a draughtsman, and for about four months of 
two draughtsmen. 

On the completion of the survey the force was reduced to 
one party of surveyors, the draughtsmen being continued to 
copy an extra set of plans for the use of that office. : 

The survey is shown on one hundred and sixteen sectional 
plans, 3 feet x 4 feet in size, on ascale of 40 feet to an inch. 
During the past year the out-door work of the survey has 
been finished, and about ninety sectional plans have been 
completed, two sets of copies being made, one for the use of 
the Street Commissioners, the other for the Dorchester office. 

A large plan, about 6 feet x 4 feet in size, showing the 
whole territory’embraced in the survey, ona scale of 400 feet 
to the inch, is nearly finished. 

A considerable amount of miscellaneous work has also 
been done for the Street Commissioners and other depart- 
ments of the City Government. 

A large amount of perplexing work will be required in 
defining and decidmg upon the street lines, which are in a 
very uncertain and unsatisfactory condition. The plans show 
the. lines only, as existing on the ground, except where 
streets have recently been laid out or widened. The lines as 
thus defined by rough walls and fences are often very irreg- 
ular and uncertain, and are sometimes known to be encroach- 
ments on the streets: The streets, in many cases, are 
inconveniently crooked and narrow, and of varying widths. 
Many of the older streets of the district have never been 
Jaid out with any accuracy; on others, all monuments and 
records of the lines, if ever existing, have become obliterated 
and lost, so that nothing is left by which the exact lines can 
be found. 

As new buildings are being rapidly erected in all parts of 
the district, and there are frequent demands for the City 
Surveyor to give the lines of such streets, it is important 
that a system of lines for all streets where they are not well- 
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defined should be, as soon as possible, determined and estab- 
lished. This alone would provide work to keep one party con- 
stantly employed during the ensuing year; which it will be 
impossible to do on account of the current work required ; but 
will be done as the other work in this department will allow. 

A large number of new streets which have been laid out 
and built by private owners during the past few years have 
not been included in the regular survey. These, so far as 
the exact lines can be ascertained, will now be added to the 
sectional plans as rapidly as the other work of the office will 
permit. | . 

As a general rule the fronts only of the buildings standing 
in the immediate vicinity of the streets have been shown on, 
the plans. Itis now proposed to put on all the buildings, and 
to some extent, the division lines of estates, as they will be 
of use in laying out any proposed system of new streets. 
Work on these additions has been commenced. 

The usual amount of current work — giving street lines, 
laying out -public lands and buildings, surveying street 
widenings, etc., — will be required, so that there will be work 
enough to keep two parties employed at the branch office, 
during the coming year, in this district, exclusive of the force 
employed for the Paving Department. 

That department has required a party of three persons to 
do the current work in the Dorchester District, making plans 
and profiles, giving grades and making estimates of work 
done under the direction of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The party employed for the Paving Department has also 
during the latter part of the year commenced a system of 
levels for the purpose of showing “ contour lines” ten feet 
apart, vertically, on the general plan of the Dorchester Dis- 
trict. When completed this will be a valuable topographical 
plan. 
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HALLECK-STREET DISTRICT. 


This low territory in Roxbury, lying between Tremont, 
Ruggles, Parker and Prentiss streets, contains about twenty- 
eight acres, being nearly as large as the Suffolk-street Dis- 
trict. The city was authorized, by an act of the Legislature of 

1872, to take the estates within this territory, and raise the © 
gerade of the streets and lots in a similar manner to the im- 
provements made in the Church and Suffolk street districts. 
The general grade of the interior portion of the territory not 
built upon, which is mostly marsh, is at grade of about ten 
feet above mean low water. It is proposed to fill the cellars 
and yards to grade 14, — two feet higher than those of the 
Church and Suffolk street districts, in order to insure a 
proper fall in the sewers to tide-water, — this territory being 
much farther from the outlet of the sewers than either of 
those districts. The grades of the streets will be fixed 
according to circumstances, but nowhere below “ 18.” 

_ The City Surveyor was directed by the Committee on 
Drainage of Low Districts, early in the year, to make sur- 
veys and plans of the entire district, showing all the estates 
and buildings ; and also profiles with proposed grades, show- 
ing the height each building is to be raised. 

This survey was commenced, and a great amount of time 
and labor spent upon it; but the work was delayed on 
account of the difficulty found in determining the boundary 
lines of estates, as many of the landmarks were obliterated 
by the filling of the creek, and there being many disputed. 
lines of ownership. 

The survey would have been completed, however, before 
the close of the year, had it not been for the Great Fire of the 
9th of November, since which time the City Surveyor has 
been obliged to take off the force employed on this district 
and transfer them to surveys on the Burnt District. This 
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will postpone the completion of the plans until the coming 
spring. | 


é 
THE BURNT DISTRICT. 


The great fire occurred on the 9th and 10th of November, 
1872, burning over a territory of about sixty-five acres. 

Immediately after the fire, this department was called upon 
for a plan of the whole district, for the use of the Street 
Commissioners and City Government, showing the streets, 
estates, and owners’ names. 

Such a plan was soon made, by compiling information 
already in this department ; it being, however, only approx- 
imately correct, as no accurate survey of the whole district 
had been made. 

As .it was soon decided that the entire erernitony could not 
be taken by the city and relaid out into a new system of 
streets and avenues, the City Surveyor was called upon to 
propose a schenie of improving the existing streets by widen- 
ing, straightening, and extending them. 

These proposed street improvements were drawn without 
sufficient time being allowed for careful consideration of the 
subject, as there was a great desire to have something pro- 
posed at once; and the lines as proposed on this plan were 
shown more as a suggestion than as a plan to be finally 
adopted. The result has been that several of the proposed ' 
lines have been considerably modified, although some of them 
have been adopted as originally drawn. 

Great difficulty has been met with in the surveys, in deter- 
mining the old lines of the streets, as in many cases the front 
foundation walls were entirely demolished and the sidewalks 
broken down by the falling of buildings, leaving no vestige of 
where the former fronts of the buildings existed. Also the 
division-walls between estates were so buried up by the 
debris of buildings destroyed by the fire, as to cause consid- 
erable additional time and labor in making the surveys. 
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The following streets were surveyed, the takings accu- 
rately measured previous to the first of January, and the 
orders widening them have since passed .the City Govern- 
ment, viz.: Washington, Summer, High, Purchase, and 
Lindall street. | 

Surveys of several other streets within the district have 
been partially completed, and will soon be ready for action 
by the Street Commissioners. 


THE TRUE MERIDIAN LINE. 


Hight entries have been made in the record book during 
the year; and the average of the variation recorded is 11° 
09’ 47” west of north. The average for 1871 was 10° 53/ 
37”, showing a difference of 16’ 10”. This being much 


larger than the increase should be from one year to another, 


is undoubtedly owing to imperfections in the instruments 
tested. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The foregoing statement of surveys, plans, etc., shows 
only a portion of the work performed during the year in this 
department. As much of the work is of a miscellaneous 
nature, it cannot be classified, such as the giving of grades 
and lines of streets, surveys and levels, and plans for the 
Paving, Public Buildings, Public Lands, and other depart- 
ments, measurement of contractors’ work for the Paving De- 
partment, drawing plans, and writing descriptions of land for 
the City Solicitor, ete. 

Besides, the City Surveyor still acts as Secretary of the 


“Committee on Streets of the Board of Aldermen, as required 


by ordinance. As this duty requires a considerable portion 
of his time, it does not allow him to devote so much of his 
attention as should be given to the legitimate work and 
details of his department. 
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As must be evident from. the great growth of the city, the 
current work of this department is increasing largely from 
year to year.

buildings, fences, and other structures, with offset distances 
indicating their exact position by figures, in relation to the 
true line of the streets; the widths of all the streets; the 
dimensions of all the blocks; the wharves, docks, and the 
location of the harbor lines as at present established. These 
plans, and the surveys required to prepare them, were made 
by John Noble, of East Boston. <A similar set of plans 
of the streets of South Boston, forty in number, and drawn 
upon the same scale, were prepared by H. W. Wilson, 
of South Boston, under the direction of the Commis- 
sioners on South Boston Streets. These plans, like those of 
East Boston, indicate the lines of the streets — except the 
twenty-foot ways—as determined and agreed upon by the 
said Commissioners, and the encroachments, and the location 
of granite monuments or bounds, put down by order of the 
Commissioners to*preserve and indicate the lines, and facili- 
tate the labor of giving them. In addition to these sectional 
_ plans of South Boston is a general plan of the whole, ona 
scale of two hundred feet to an inch, drawn in this office, 
which is the official plan of the streets, signed by the Com- 
missioners, and referred to in their report and.description of 
the lines of the streets. There are also large plans, on roll- 
ers, of South Boston, made from surveys by Mr. Wilson. 
These are on a scale of forty feet to an inch, were authorized 
by an order of the Board of Aldermen, passed March, 1858, 
and served as a basis for the subsequent plans above referred 
to. 

There are also plans of the twenty-foot streets in South 
Boston, made from surveys in 1869, by order of the Com- 
mittee on Laying out and Widening Streets. 

The number of bound volumes of plans and profiles has 
been much increased by the addition of copies of official plans, 
and by the annexation of Roxbury and Dorchester. The 
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number of volumes at present in the custody of this department 


may be divided into two classes, old and new, and are as

‘This department has charge of a lot of land situated on 
- Dartmouth street and Warren avenue, containing 67,050 
feet, purchased as a site for a High School-house. 
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Lamp Department,’ Boston, January 13, 1873. 
To the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN: ‘The Annual Report of this department for 
the past municipal year is herewith respectfully submitted, in 
accordance with the ordinance of the city. 

It contains a table showing in detail the expenses of the 
past municipal year, a table showing the comparative .expen- 
ditures for six years, tables showing the number of lamps 
and comparative increase during the same period, together 
with such general information and suggestions as may be of 
interest. 

The department has been one of great activity the past 
season, consequent upon the large increase of street mains in 
the various sections of the city by the Gas Companies. 

The street lamps removed from the Suffolk-street District 
have been replaced; Dorchester avenue, from Fields’ Cor 
ner to Lower Mills; Beacon street, from Hereford to St. 
Mary’s street; Brighton avenue, Western avenue, Long- 
wood avenue; Second street, from Dorchester street to Gran- 
ite street, and the Federal-street Bridge, have been lighted, 
as have also many other shorter but not less important thor- 
oughfares. 

Many iron posts have been set in place of unsightly and 
decayed wooden ones, and a large number of decayed sup- 
plies have been replaeed by new and larger pipes. 

The contracts have not been changed with the Gas Compa- 
nies during the year, except that a considerable reduction has 
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been made in the price, eonsequent upon the removal of the 
United States tax on gas from the first of August last. 

The amount of this tax for the five months past would have 
been eight thousand one hundred forty-eight and 6, 
($8,148.61), and for one year would nearly reach the sum of 
twenty thousand dollars.

“The men employed in this department are generally prompt 
and efficient in the duties required of them, and it is seldom 
that complaints are made by citizens of any neglect on their 
part. ‘ 
The number of men employed is one hundred and thirteen, 
and there are no supernumerary men.

they are paid at the rate of one and sixty-seven one-hundredths 
dollars per day. 

Where the men are paid by the lamp, the average of lamps 
to each man is seventy-seven, and those paid by the day 
average fifty-seven lamps ;~ but the lamps are considerably 
further distant from each other, which is a full equivalent to 
the number of lanterns in charge. 

The duty of these men is to light and put out the lamps 
in their charge promptly, at the time designated ; to.keep the 
lanterns clean at all times, and report at this office in writing, 
promptly, for immediate repair, every defect, either of the 
lantern or fixtures; to keep the fixtures properly cleaned and 
oiled, the burners in perfect order, and the pipes clear from 
water and frost; they are also required to make a statement 
in writing, on each Monday morning, of all the duty per- 
formed the previous week. 

These men, after performing the duty, have a considerable 
portion of the time remaining, and are allowed to have other 
employment, provided it shall not in any way interfere with 
any duty which may be required of them in this department. 

This privilege is very generally used by the employés, 
and in this way the city are enabled to procure an intelligent 
and reliable elass of men, at a much less cost than they could 
expect to do otherwise. 
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The men employed to light the jluid lamps are paid at the 
rate of three cents per lamp per night. 

The kerosene lamps are furnished with oil, trimmed, lighted 
and taken care of, at the rate of twenty dollars per annum for 
each lamp. 

All the men employed to light both gas and fluid lamps are 
supplied with the necessary ladders, hooks, cans, ete., etc., 
by the city. , 
FLUID. 


The price-paid for fluid for use in the city lamps is at the 
rate of one-tenth of one cent per hour, with the exception of 
afew patent naphtha lamps, for which the material has been 
purchased by the gallon, at an average price of eighteen cents 
per gallon. 

GAS LANTERNS. 


All the gas lanterns made for the city are made of copper, 
and all made for the past two years have the Schmedlin & 
Driscoll patent mode of placing the names of the streets in 
them. 

This method of placing the street signs appears to be the 
best in use, and is a great convenience to the public.

To His Honor the Mayor, and the City Council of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, — In conformity with the practice of former 
years, I have the honor to submit to you my Annual Report 
for the year ending December 31, 1872. 


POLICE ORGANIZATION. 


For a period of two hundred and twenty years Boston had 
her Watch Department, whose general duties were to patrol 
the streets by night, to protect life and property, and pre- 
serve peace and good order. The department was organized 
and re-organized, arranged and re-arranged, from time to 
time, as the condition of things and the wants of the people 
might seem to demand. In the year 1796, the General 
Court passed an act under which the several towns in the 
Commonwealth might re-organize their Watch Departments ; 
the law conferring additional powers and imposing additional 
duties on the members, and establishing a basis from which 
many of the most important functions of the present Police 
Department are derived. 

One of the principal provisions of this act, and one still in 
force, is that which makes it the duty of “ the constable or 
selectman (the superior officer) to charge the Watch to see 
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that all disorders and disturbances in the night time be pre- 
vented and suppressed ; and fer that purpose the Watch shall 
have authority to examine all persons whom they shall see 
walking abroad in the night after ten o’clock, and whom-they 
shall have reason to suspect of any unlawful design, and to 
demand of them their business abroad at such time, and 
whither they are going; also to enter any house of ill-fame 
for the purpose of suppressing any riot or disturbance therein, 
and to arrest any person there found making or aiding and 
abetting in such riot or disturbance ; and all persons so found 
walking abroad and suspected of any unlawful design as 
aforesaid, who shall not give a satisfactory account of their 
so being abroad in their business, and all persons so arrested 
in such houses of ill-fame, shall be secured by imprisonment, 
or otherwise safely kept, until the next morning, and shall 
then be taken before one of the nearest justices of the peace, 
to be examined and proceeded against according to the nature 
of their offences.” 

From the earliest history of the town of Boston, and until 
it became a city, there was no regular patrol day-force ; but 
the business required to be done was performed mostly by 
constables, who were empowered to act in both civil and 
criminal cases, receiving pay for their services in fees. 
Shortly after Boston became a city, there arose a necessity 
for a regular patrol force by day in several noisy localities, 
and for a few years constables were detailed for that duty, 
receiving their pay per diem from the City Treasury. In 
the year 1838 the Legislature passed an act authorizing the 
appointment of a force especially set apart for day patrol duty 
in the City of Boston, in which it was provided “that the 
Mayor and Aldermen of Boston may from time to time ap- 
point such police officers for said city as they may judge 
necessary, with all the powers of constables of said city, ex- 
cept the power of serving and executing any civil process ; ° 
and the police officers shall hold their offices during the 
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pleasure of the Mayor and Aldermen.” By a provision in 
the amended city charter in 1854, “in all cases wherein ap- 
pointments to office are directed to be made by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, they shall be made by the Mayor by and with 
the consent of the Aldermen, and such officers may be re- 
moved by the Mayor.” By the 83d section of the same in- 
strument, “the administration of police and also the execu- 
tive powers of the said corporation generally, with all the 
powers formerly vested in the Selectmen of Boston, either in 
the general laws of this Commonwealth, or by particular laws 
relative to the powers and duties of said selectmen, or by the 
usages, votes, and by-laws of said town, and all the powers 
subsequently vested in the Mayor and Aldermen of said city 
as County Commissioners, or otherwise, shall be vested in the 
Board of Aldermen.” By Chapter 354 of the Acts of 1853, 
the City Council of the City of Boston were authorized and 
empowered to unite, by ordinance, the Watch and Police De- 
partments of the said city into one department, and to 
organize the same, and from time to time to establish regula- 
tions therefor not repugnant to the laws of the Common- 
wealth.” This union, by the action of the Board of Alder- 
men, virtually took place on the 26th of May, 1854, but the 
ordinance was not passed by both branches of the City Coun- 
cil, until June, 1855. 

By this Act, the Chief of Police was vested with all the 
powers formerly held by him under the previous law, and 
also with all the powers and duties which, by the laws then 
in force, might be exercised by the head constable of the 
Watch of the City of Boston. Deputy Chiefs, Captains and 
Lieutenants of Police were vested with all the powers and 
duties exercised by the constables of the several divisions of 
the Watch, and said officers and policemen were vested with 
all the powers and duties which might be had and exercised 
by both the Watch and Police of said city. 

In addition to the powers previously held, members of the

new department were authorized to carry such weapons as 
the Mayor and Aldermen might designate; to disperse an 
assembly in the streets of three or more when necessary ; to 
enter any building for the purpose of suppressing a riot or a 
breach of the peace therein; and in the name of the Com- 
monwealth to demand the assistance of any person to aid him 
in the execution of his office in a criminal case, or in the 
preservation of the peace, or in the apprehending or securing 
of any person for a breach of the peace, or in the case of es- 
cape or rescue of a person arrested upon a civil process. 
Under the statute law of 1853 the City Council of Boston 
framed a police ordinance by which the old Watch and Police 
Departments were disbanded, and a new Police Department 
was organized for both day and night duty. The new ordi- 
nance provided that the Police Department should consist of 
a Chief of Police, one Deputy Chief of Police, one Captain 
of Police for each Police District, and such number of Lieu- 
tenants, Detectives, Sergeants, Stewards and Patrolmen as 
the Board of Aldermen, with the approval of the Mayor, 
might deem necessary. The provision for detectives was 
stricken out early in the year 1870, but with this exception 
very little alteration has been made up to the present time. 
By the police regulations, all the territory within the limits 
of the city is divided into districts of convenient size, each 
having a Station House arranged for the accommodation of the 
officers, the detention of prisoners, and. the general transac- 
tion of Police business ; the house and district being in charge 
of a Captain, assisted by two Lieutenants, and such number 
of Sergeants and Patrolmen as may be required. The 
Chief of Police, assisted by one Deputy, and other 
subordinate officers being “the chief executive officer of the 
department, and responsible for its discipline and efficiency.” 
The Patrol force on each district consists of three divisions, 
one for day and two for night duty; the day division is on 
duty from 8 o’clock A. M. to 6 o’clock P. M., when they 
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are withdrawn, and relieved by the first night division ; these 
remain. until 1 o’clock A. M., when they are relieved by the 
second night division, who are in turn relieved by the day 
men at 8 o’clock A. M.; thus the whole territory is covered 
all the time. The night divisions are changed every other 
night, each going out first and last alternately, thus making 
what is termed a long day for each in turn. A proportion- 
ate number are detailed each day from the division whose 
long day it is, and held at the Station House during the day 
as a reserve. | 

The Captain of each district is required to keep a record 
of all police matters occurring on that district, and to meet 
the Chief at his office with the Captains of the other districts, 
at 9 o’clock A. M. each day, to make his daily report and re- 
ceive information and instructions. All matters of general 
interest are recorded at the central office, and communicated 
to the several stations three times a day, such information 
being promulgated to all officers at the stations at roll-call. 
The central office is also in constant communication with 
each station by the Police telegraph. 

Our present Police system, including some improvements 
of later date, has been in successful operation for eighteen 
years, and with the facilities of the telegraph, and the addi- 
tion of a mounted force for sparsely settled districts, is con- 
veniently available for a city or district of any magnitude. 


GENERAL DIVISIONS.. 


The general divisions of the department as now organized 
are as follows: the Central Office, the City Prison, and eleven 
Police Stations. 

The Central Office is located at the City Hall, and is open 
for business from 8 o’clock A. M. to 6 o’clock P. M.; and 
from 6 P. M. to 8 A. M. the business of this office is tran- 
sacted at Police Station No. 2, in' Court Square. 

The City Prison is located in the basement of the Court 
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House in Court Square, and is open at all times for the recep- 
tion of prisoners who have been sent from the several Station 
Houses to await the action of the municipal court at its next 
sitting. |

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF HACKS. 


Sir, — Owing to the great increase of business, the numer- 
ous applications for new stands, the change in the ordinance 
relating to hack fares, the re-numbering of carriages, and from 
several other causes, the work of my department has greatly 
increased in the past year. The six hundred carriages that 
are now licensed to stand in our streets for the convenience 
of the public are in good condition, and kept neat and clean ; 
are properly numbered, and have the printed rates of fare 
posted in them; the horses are generally in good condition, 
and the drivers are gentlemanly and courteous ; while in all 
cases that have come to my knowledge, property that had 
been left in any public carriage has been safely restored to 
the owners. The Superintendent has also given his special 
attention to railroad stations, theatres, funerals, and all other 
large gatherings ; the World’s Peace Jubilee, in June, furnish- 
ing a source of much care and anxiety, and not a little hard 
work, it frequently happening that the services of the Super- 
intendent were required in several places at once ; fortunately 
the occasion passed without any serious accident resulting 
from the carelessness of any owner or driver of a public car- 
riage. 

The Superintendent has charge of the several flag-staffs 
and flags belonging to the city, and also of the ropes and 
stakes which are used on the common-and in our streets on 
occasion of public gatherings: these are all properly cared 
for, and in good order for use whenever needed.

Aid has been furnished the agent of the society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals in sixteen cases. 

With the rapid increase of business in the city, the num- 
ber of wagons increases very fast, and in the absence of any 
ordinance requiring them to be marked with the owner’s 
name or number, we have daily in our streets many merchan- 
dise wagons without any mark to show who they belong to, 
and with the many hundred dump carts in constant use, and 
driven mostly by boys, it is frequently rendered almost im- 
possible, in case of accident or damage, to find the party at 
fault, or anybody who is responsible. If all such vehicles 
were required to be marked with numbers or the owner’s 
name, it would be a great protection and benefit to the pub- 
lic. The late fire caused some five hundred teams to be re- 
moved from their stands, and they have been assigned places 
temporarily in the vicinity of the burnt district, which must 
necessarily cause some slight inconvenience to public travel 
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in some of the narrow streets; but the arrangement is the 
best the circumstances of the present emergency will admit ; 
especial care has been taken to regulate the passing of vehi- 
cles from the burnt district to Boston wharf, but the number 
thus employed is so large at present, that it is impossible to 
prevent more or less inconvenience. 

In closing this brief report I desire to say that my assist- 
ant, Mr. Richardson, has ever rendered me his hearty sup- 
port, and has proved himself a worthy and efficient officer.

These licenses are granted without a fee, the boys being 
required only to attend the public schools, and to furnish 
themselves with a badge. Under the rules this badge is re- 
quired to be worn on the cap; but I find it would be much 
more convenient for the boys, and would better answer the 
purpose for which it is designed, if allowed to be worn on 
the neck or breast ; and I would recommend a change in the 
ordinance so as to allow of the badge being soworn. I have 
had very few complaints for violation of license during the 
past year, and the boys generally attend school regularly ; 
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and the result so far clearly shows this system of licensing to 
be productive of much good.

PERMITS. 


Sir, — The duties of my office require a general super- 
vision of all permits given to parties to occupy portions of 
the streets for building purposes, such permits being given 
to any persons producing a certificate from the Inspector of 
Buildings that they have received from him permission to 


build.

All persons who have taken out permits to build have been 
served with a copy of the ordinance relating to bay-windows, 
porticos, or steps projecting into the street. In many cases 
where high buildings of heavy material are in process of 
erection on streets which are comparatively narrow, and 
thronged with people, it has been difficult to determine be- 
tween the necessities of the builder, and the safety and con- 
venience of the public, and if at any time more room has 
been given than the demands of public travel would seem to 
justify, it has been only in cases where public safety was 
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made paramount to public convenience. In many cases 
builders have been required to bridge over the sidewalk in 
front of their buildings, to accommodate the foot travel ; but 
in the case of narrow streets the Superintendent often finds 
himself at fault for want of sufficient power to regulate the 
use of such streets for building purposes. I would also call 
the attention of the City Council again to the necessity of so 
amending the ordinance as to require all builders to lay their 
sidewalk as soon as the walls are raised to a level with the 
street, instead of suffering it to remain, as is often the case, 
until the building is completed, thereby inconveniencing pub- 
lic travel for a much longer time than is actually necessary. 
I submit herewith a statement of the building improvements 
on the several Police Districts during the year, as follows : —

Included in the foregoing statements of expenditures is 
the sum of $17,456.25, expended for pay of special police 
and for other purposes rendered necessary by the World’s 
Peace Jubilee in June and July; and the sum of $4,971.22, 
for extra expenses consequent on the great fire in November ; 
neither of which were provided for in the estimate or appro- 
priation. 

In the statement of expenses for the current year, the 
Central Office is charged, besides its own legitimate ex- 
penses, with all items of general expense which could not be 
conveniently divided among the several stations. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 


STATION HOUSES. 


The station houses on Districts One, Two, Four, Five, 
Six, Nine and Ten are well arranged and in good condition, 
more especially No. Nine, which is a new house, only occu- 
pied since June last, and is one of the best in the city. The 
house on District No. Three is quite large, and with the old- 
fashioned stoves now in use, requires a very large amount of 
fuel to make it comfortable in winter, while if coal fur- 
naces or steam apparatus should be substituted for the stoves, 
the houses could be much better warmed at less expense. 

House No. Seven would be greatly improved by raising 
the basement floor about one foot, so as to give greater fall 
to the drain, which now lies so nearly level as to be filled 
with stagnant water; this could be done at trifling expense 
and without disturbing the partition walls. There is also 
some small improvement necessary in the sleeping apart- 
ments in the second story. | 

House No. Eight remains the same as a year ago; the 
foundation standing so low, that the water at high-tide fre- 
quently comes into the basement and cell-room. An appro- 
priation was made last year for the purpose of raising 
the building, and the work should be done at once. The 
large territory and rapid increase of population and business 
in South Boston will soon require the division of District 
No. Six, and the location of another station house at some 
point east of the Blind Asylum. 

The house fitted up for temporary use as Station No. 
Eleven, in the yard of the old Dorchester Almshouse, on 
Hancock street, is still in use, but is much too small and very 
inconvenient, and a better house is much needed, which should 
be located somewhere in the vicinity of Fields’ Corner.

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HARBOR POLICE BOATS. 


Early in the year 1853, several daring robberies were com- 
mitted on board vessels lying in the harbor, in consequence 
of which the city government organized a “harbor police,’ 
who were provided with a sail-boat of about forty tons’ bur- 
then, for service in the lower harbor and among the islands, 
and with two small row-boats for service in the upper harbor 
and about the wharves. These boats were found to be of im- 
portant service, and both sail and row-boats were continued 
in use until the fall of 1870, when the sail-boat, having be- 
come much out of repair, was sold, and we have since been de- 
pendent entirely upon the row-boats, which are still used in the 
upper harbor; but it having become necessary during the 
past summer to remove the boat-house, we are now without 
a covering for the boats, and the result is that being exposed 
to all weathers, they are always wet, heavy and unhealthy, 
and during the coming winter will often be so filled with 
snow and ice as to be of very little use. Without boats, 
Boston harbor, with its millions of property, is left with little 
or no police protection, and it would seem that the import- 
ance of such protection and the necessities of the service re- 
quire a small steamer of light draft, which could visit the 
lower harbor, the islands, and the shores of Dorchester when 
necessary, within the space of a few hours, and which could 
be used to much better advantage than the row-boats in the 
upper harbor and about the wharves. I would most ear- 
nestly recommend this subject to your early consideration. 


POLICE TELEGRAPH. 


The new police telegraph has now been in use about two 
years, and has proved to be of the most essential service in 
communicating messages between the Central Office and the 
several stations, being in ordinary times called into use almost 
every hour of the day and night, while during the many ex- 
citing events of the past year, its value in conveying messages 
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and controlling the movements of the police in important 
emergencies can never be fully appreciated. But the arrange- 
ment, valuable as itis, is not perfect, and some improvements 
are required that should be made at once. We now have but 
three lines of wire; the first running from the Central Office 
through stations three, one, and eight, to station seven at Kast 
Boston ; the second running from the Central Office through 
stations four, jive and ten to station nine; and the third run- 
ning from the Central Office, through station szx to station 
eleven at Dorchester. If either of these lines breaks, or is 
interrupted in any manner, communication is cut off from all 
the stations on’that line; thus the number of stations likely 
to be cut off at one time by any accident is twice as great on 
one line, and four times as great on the other two, as it would 
be were there a separate line to each station house. There 
are other important reasons why such an arrangement should 
be made, but this alone should be sufficient to cause the 
change to be made at once. The telegraph has already ren- 
dered such important service to the city that no expense 
should be spared to make it as perfect as possible. 


POLICE PISTOLS. 


I would again call the attention of the government to the 
condition of the pistols that were provided some years ago 
for the use of thisdepartment. These pistols were purchased 
at the time of the conscription riot in 1863, and, owing to the 
scarcity of the article at that time, any size or pattern that 
could be obtained was eagerly purchased for the occasion. 
We have now some two hundred of these pistols in use, 
consisting of half-a-dozen different patterns, and requiring as 
many kinds and sizes of ammunition, while many have become 
very much out of repair; and in case of real emergency, 
where the men are likely to be called on to act in concert, 
these weapons would be of very little use. I would recom- 
mend the disposal of the pistols we now have, and the pur- 
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chase of a sufficient number of a uniform pattern, to be used 
by the officers only in case of necessity. 


TRANSPORTATION OF PRISONERS. 


The carriage of prisoners, twice each day, from the several 
station houses to the city prison, has for many years been 
done by the Health Department, for a fare of twenty-five 
cents each, amounting yearly to about four thousand dollars ; 
and although the work has been done satisfactorily, yet in the 
course of transportation every prisoner passes out of the 
custody of the police into the hands of those over whom no 
member of this department has any control, and often into 
custody of those who are not even civil officers. The 
amount of work has now become so large as to require the 
services of one man and a team for the whole time, and can 
be done as cheap by this department as by any other. I 
would respectfully suggest the propriety and expediency of 
this duty being done by one of our own officers, with a team un- 
der our own direction, that the custody of all persons arrested 
by the police may be retained by them until such persons are 
delivered over to the officers of the courts, as required by 
law. 


THE INSANE. 


The treatment of insane persons has long engaged the 
attention of the benevolent, and extensive accommodations and 
the best of medical attendance have been provided at the 
expense of the Commonwealth and by other charitable 
means to meet the wants, and relieve the necessities of this 
unfortunate class of persons. 

But although great expense has been incurred, and much 
has been done to alleviate the sufferings and restore the 
health of those who are deprived of the choicest of Heaven’s: 
gifts, has there not been left undone one of the most impor- 
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tant measures in such cases, by not making suitable provisions 
for the reception and care of those persons on the first symp- 
toms of the attack,—a time when, of all others, is offered 
the best opportunity for successful treatment ? 

By the Police Records of our own city it appears that 
insanity is here largely on the increase, the number of insane 
persons cared for yearly by our department for the last ten 
years having increased from ninety-five in the year 1862 to 
two hundred and twenty-four for the year 1872, that number 
having been cared for during the past year, not including the 
fifty-six persons who were in custody under the influence of 
delirium tremens. 

The disease is confined to no age, class, or sex, but persons 
of every rank and condition in life are stricken down, often 
without warning, and fall under our care in almost every 
conceivable condition, from the quiet, inoffensive imbecile, to 
thefurious, raving maniac. When it becomes necessaly fur 
our officers to take an insane person into custody, it is their 
duty to convey him to the station house, where a prisoner’s 
cell is the only place provided for his detention. If the per- 
son is violent and liable to do himself injury, he must be 
immediately removed to the City Prison, and even if quiet 
and harmless he must eventually be sent there before an 
opportunity is offered for his examination by the Board of 
Physicians. 

At the City Prison there are two cells with stuffed 
sides and hard floors, where insane persons are placed and 
cared for with the best means the Superintendent can com- 
mand; but these cells are dark, damp and poorly ventilated, 
and in close proximity to thirty-four other prison cells, 
where there are confined each succeeding night from thirty to 
one hundred and twenty-five other prisoners, many of whom 
are still under the influence of dissipation and debauch, often 
making the whole prison a complete pandemonium, much 
better calculated to derange the nervous system of a sane 


ee 
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man than to quiet that of a maniac; and in spite of the best 
efforts of those having the final disposition of the patient, he 
is often compelled to remain in this dungeon for forty-eight 
hours, and sometimes even longer. 

I respectfully suggest that the police station or the city 
prison, with the best arrangements we can make, are not 
suitable or safe places in which to confine insane men or 
women, but we have no other. Should there not be provided, 
for temporary detention, some suitable, quiet place where, 
under the care of a skilled physician and experienced attend- 
ants, those who are deprived of their reason can have that 
attention and treatment demanded by every principle of 
humanity, and where the earliest and best means can be 
taken to secure relief? 


NIGHT-WALKING. 


It will be observed that the number of complaints made at 
court for this offence, during the last three years, has been 
very small when compared with former years. One reason 
for pursuing this course is, that a term of service in the 
House of Correction, or at the Island, instead of producing 
reformatory results, seems rather, in a majority of cases, to 
confirm the party in the evil; one term only at either insti- 
tution seeming, in most instances, to carry to the heart of 
the poor victim a sensation of disgrace; an impression that 
all is lost; and when all pride and self-reliance are gone, 
then the case is, indeed, hopeless. 

Instead, therefore, of complaining before the courts of 
parties of whom there was a reasonable hope of reform, all 
such have been either provided with some suitable employ- 
ment, or sent to their friends in the country; the latter 
course, when practicable, being always considered the best, 
as then they are removed from the influences that first 
caused them to err, and placed where the chances to improve 
upon the past are much better. A large number of this 
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class of persons have been sent out of the city during the 
past year, mostly by means of funds contributed for this 
purpose. 

Another reason for a reluctance on the part of all humane 
officers to carry this class of persons before the courts, lies 
in the unjust, unequal and cruel provisions of the law appli- 
cable in their case; by these provisions the only party who 
can be reached, being the victim, while the aggressor goes 
free. 

Some two years since, a petition, signed by highly respec- 
table persons, was presented to the Legislature, for an 
amendment of this law, which should make the law appli- 
cable alike to all persons, without distinction of sex. In 
other words, that the law which consigns woman to a felon’s 
cell for a certain act, should apply alike to man, if found 
guilty. But, from some unaccountable reason, the petition 
was laid aside, and this abominable relic of paganism suf- 
fered to continue to disgrace our statute-books. 

Why should not woman, suffering under repeated wrongs, 
step forth and claim her right to the ballot? I can but hope 
that;the assembled wisdom of this good old Commonwealth, 
at their present session, will deem this important subject 
worthy their careful consideration. 


A VIEW OF INTEMPERANCE, 
FROM A POLICE STAND-POINT. 


The questions arising from the intemperate use of intoxi- 
eating drinks are of such deep interest, and the effects 
require so much of the time and attention of our police, that 
a brief view of the subject, from a police stand-point, may 
not be out of place in this report. 

Early in the history of Massachusetts, drinking to excess 
became so common among the people, and produced results 
so detrimental to the best interests of society, that the 
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authorities felt called upon to take some action in the matter, 
and in looking about them for the cause of so much evil, 
they came to the conclusion that the rum-drinker had an 
accomplice in the person of the rum-seller, and that both 
had a share of the responsibility in any evil results that 
might follow; in other words, he who “putteth the cup to 
his neighbor’s lips,” for paltry gain, regardless of conse- 
quences, is equally culpable with the poor, misguided man, 
who is too weak to resist the cravings of his own morbid 
appetite. And here their investigation seems to have ended, 
it never having occurred to them that he who made the 
article, and, in a tempting manner, scattered it broadcast 
over the land, had any responsibility in the matter. 

In attempting to apply a remedy for that portion of the 
evil that fell under their notice, the authorities seem to have 
lost sight of the evil itself, and, with an eye single to the 
question of revenue, they joined themselves in a speculation 
by inaugurating a system of license, whereby one man was 
authorized to sell intoxicating drinks to other men by paying 
into the public treasury a certain sum of money for the 
privilege, thus establishing a sort of “sale of indulgences.” 
That, instead of suppressing the evil, covered it with the 
sanction of law, in a manner directly calculated to ensure its 
perpetuity. The only wonder is that they had not gone one 
step farther in the same direction, and, for a consideration, 
licensed the “other men” to get drunk. ‘The simple act of 
selling an article may be harmiess in itself, and if the sale of 
intoxicating drinks is so, why require a license? If, on the 
other hand, such sale is an evil, why seek to protect, en- 
courage, and perpetuate it with the sanction of law? Who 
shall assume the responsibility to make a moral wrong a legal 
right? If the use of intoxicating drinks is an evil, and the 
sale is an evil, is not the manufacture of the article in un- 
limited quantities an evil also? Why authorize and protect 
the one and punish the other? 
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An experienced gardener who desired to remove an ob- 
noxious tree would girdle it at the trunk; should he but 
prune the top it would only increase and facilitate its growth. 
Were hanging the penalty for stealing, there still might be 
some men who would steal; yet who would license men to 
steal, even under “ wholesome restrictions ” ? 

For the last half century, the wise men of our good old 
Commonwealth have made repeated attempts to improve 
upon the plans of the fathers, in regulating the manufacture, 
sale, and use of intoxicating liquors; they have given us 
among others, the fifteen-gallon law, the twenty-eight- 
gallon law, the Maine law, and last, but not least, the thirty- 
gallon, or prohibitory law, so called, each in turn, giving 
the manufacturers authority to make unlimited quantities of 
the article, and also recognizing a system of license ¢o sell, 
in some form. Our present law provides “ the County Com- 
missioners of the several counties, and the Mayor and Alder- 
med of the City of Boston, may authorize such persons as 
apply to them in writing, to manufacture spirituous or in- 
toxicating liquors within their respective jurisdictions, and 
to sell the same in quantities of not less than thirty gallons.” 
True, the sale is under restrictions, which may or may not be 
complied with; but the manufacture is unrestricted and 
unlimited, and under the protection of law is carried on to 
such an extent, that no sane man could ever expect one- 
tenth-part of the quantity produced to be used. for mechani- 
cal or chemical purposes, or in the arts. Yet every princi- 
ple that governs the laws of trade operates to make sales, 
and when the article is made under the sanction of law, it is 
very likely to be disposed of in some way, no matter what the 
restrictions. There are numerous nostrums, probably useless, 
or worse than useless, that are made and sold about the 
country in unlimited quantities, at an immense profit to the 
proprietors, and the secret of these great sales is well known 
to the shrewd men engaged in the trade; it lies in the 
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employment of active agents and in liberal advertising, no 
matter how little actual value the article may possess. The 
manufacturers of intoxicating liquors have fifty thousand 
agents in this Commonwealth, virtually in their interest, and 
they have the best advertised article in the country. What 
result may be reasonably expected ? 

In another section of our laws it is provided that “if a 
person is found in a state of intoxication in any public 
place, or is found in any place in a state of intoxication, 
committing a breach of the peace or disturbing others, every 
sheriff, deputy sheriff, constable, watchman, or police officer, 
without a warrant, shall take him into custody, and detain 
him in some proper place until, in the opinion of said officer, 
he is so far recovered from his intoxication as to render it 
proper to take him before a court of justice; the officer 
shall then take him before some Justice of the Peace, or 
Police Court in the city or town where he had been found, 
and shall make a complaint against him for the crime of 
drunkenness.” 

The law regulating the manufacture, keeping, and sale of 
fireworks, through agents of the government and a system of 
license, paves the way to fill every dwelling with an abun- 
dant supply of the article, and on certain occasions, boys, big 
and little, old and young, sally out to put them to the use for 
which they were made, that use, however, being in direct 
violation of law; then comes a call for a large police force to 
prevent the evil, and punish the offenders if they can be 
caught; but, in spite of the untiring efforts of the officers, 
there follow accident, loss of life and limb, the burning of 
shops and dwellings, and sometimes of whole cities. Is 
there nota marked similarity between this and our liquor 
law? Legal sanction for the manufacture first provides a 
way, and the result is sure to follow. What would be said 
of the parent who should surround his child with a wall of 
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fire, and if that child was fortunate enough to escape with 
its life, should punish it for getting burned? 

Laws, to be respected, should be not only just, but consist- 
ent. The law for the suppression of the sale of intoxicating 
drinks is manifold in its provisions, including the single sale, 
the second sale, common sale, seizure, and common nuisance 
clauses, each with its respective penalty, seemingly indicat- 
ing that the prosecuting officer should exercise his own dis- 
cretion or choice under which to proceed, as it could hardly 
be expected that juries would find bills of indictment under 
all the provisions in any given case. 

For the first few years after the passage of the present law 
its execution devolved upon sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, chiefs 
of police, city marshals, constables, police officers and watch- 
men of the several counties, cities and towns of the Com- 
monwealth ; but, after a time, it was thought that so many 
different organizations, under so many different heads, and 
scattered over so large a territory, could not execute the law 
impartially throughout the State. So the government decided 
to organize a separate force, whose jurisdiction should extend 
over the whole State, and whose duty it should be to “ espe- 
cially use their utmost endeavors to repress and prevent 
crime, by the suppression of liquor shops, gambling houses, 
and houses of ill-fame.” The duties imposed on the new or- 
ganization were of no inconsiderable magnitude, but it is 
reasonable to suppose that all officers on whom the duty de- 
volved, faithfully carried out the policy of the authorities 
under whom they served; certainly a great many prosecu- 
tions have been made under all the provisions of the law, by 
both local and State officers; but yet drunkenness, the evil, 
has not diminished. 

Assuming that the citizens of any State are a peace-loving; 
law-abiding people, can the authorities of that State, with a 
force especially appointed for that purpose, the direction of 
all local officers, and the control of the public treasury, all 
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backed by the whole military power of the State, —can they 
prevent the violation of a law practically opposed to the 
habits and tastes of a very large majority of that people? 
Whether the question is answered in the affirmative or nega- 
tive, it is suggested that it might require the most active 
agents to prevent the sale and use of an article so much in 
demand as the article of intoxicating liquor; at least, so long 
as the statute authorizes and invites its manufacture in unlim- 
ited quantities. No doubt the law can be executed in any 
given case, but to effectually prohibit the sale of liquor, or 
suppress the “crime of drunkenness,” 
stances is not so easily accomplished. 
Drunkenness has ever been considered a crime in Massa- 
chusetts, and through the legislative, judicial, and executive 
powers has been punished as such, according to the ideas of the 
demands of justice entertained at different periods, while 
ideas of reformation have seldom been taken into account. 
The time was when the drunkard found himself tied to the 
eart’s tail, as he marched out of town to the music of the 
drum ; and sometimes, for repeated offences, his form graced 


under the circum- 


the stocks or the whipping-post; later, the punishment has 
been fine or imprisonment. There are, however, certain 
features in our present law, in relation to what constitutes the 
“crime of drunkenness,” that are somewhat novel in their 
character, and seem to be an exception to the general rule of 
legislation. It will be recollected that the law says: “If a 
person is found in a state of intoxication in any public place, 
or if found in any place, in a state of intoxication, commit- 
ting a breach of the peace, or disturbing others,” he shall be 
arrested and complained of for the “crime of drunkenness ;” 
but should he be found in a state of intoxication in any pri- 
vate place, or in any other than a public place, unless he is 
committing a breach of the peace, or making a disturbance, 
the law makes no provision for his arrest, and does not make 
the drunkenness a crime ; for instance, if a person gets intox- 
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icated, and lies down ever so quietly, to sleep off his debauch, 
on the road side of a fence, and is found there by an officer, 
he is guilty of the crime of drunkenness, and shall be arrested 
and complained of; butif, onthe contrary, he gets intoxicated 
-and lies down quietly on the field side of the fence, he can- 
not be arrested, for he has committed no crime, be he ever so 
drunk; it is a private place. Should the inebriate, in his 


wanderings, happen to force himself partly through the 


fence, a legal question might arise to perplex the court in its 
decision; at any rate, the fence seems to occupy an impor- 
tant position in the case. 

Although drunkenness has always been treated as a crime 
in Massachusetts, except perhaps as in the case above alluded 
to, there are those whose opinions on other subjects are en- 
titled to consideration, who maintain that drunkenness Is 
prompted, oftener than otherwise, by constitutional debility, 
inherited, or perhaps acquired by long-continued habit, 
whereby the appetite assumes a morbid state ; in fact, that it 
has become a disease, as little under the control of the will 
as any other disease, and can only be successfully treated as 
such. 

There are other persons who contend that, whether a crime 
or disease, the treatment has never been based upon the prin- 
ciples of humanity or economy ; the law giving no discretion- 
ary power to the officer, be the necessity ever so great, and 
little or none to the court; while the practice of taking the 
drunkard’s last dollar, and that perhaps raised by the pawn 
of his wife’s dress, or the sale of their cooking-stove, to pay 
for mending broken laws, and to replenish the public treas- 
ury ; or of confining him in a dungeon without employment, 
is beneath the dignity of the Commonwealth ; and while it 


has never worked his reform, it often leaves his innocent, - 


suffering family to beg or starve. If after conviction he were 
kept under restraint and set to work for the benefit of his 
family, his opportunities to improve upon the past would be 
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much better, and the family much less liable to become 
paupers. And these same persons claim that, while the sys- 
tem of punishing men for drunkenness has not reclaimed one 
in two hundred years, the good, old Washingtonian plan 
saved its scores in a few months. 

However true or false these theories may be, the advocates 
have the best of the argument on the score of reformation, 
for the fact stares us in the face that drunkenness, under the 
system of punishment, has long been on the increase, at a 
rate that much more than keeps pace with the increase of 
population. Another fact is also patent: that the first pros- 
ecution for drunkenness seems but to pave the way smoother 
and broader for the second one to follow. 

By a report of the Police Captains of our several districts, 
there are 2,768 places in this city where intoxicating drinks 
are sold, divided into four classes, as follows: hotels, 54; 
groceries, where no bar is kept, but where liquors are sold in 
connection with «ther trade, 1,119; bar-rooms, where there 
is a bar, and liquor is the principal article of trade, 1,306; 
jug-rooms, where there is no bar, but where liquor is the 
principal article of trade, 289. In this classification, beer is 
reckoned as intoxicating ] quor, because so many say they 
got drunk on beer, and this article is usually sold where 
other liquors are kept. During the last year our police have 
taken in custody 11,226 persons who were recorded on the 
books as drunk, and 5,386 who were recorded as disorderly, 
while 1,778 were helped from the streets to their homes. 
Those recorded drunk were complained of at court; those 
recorded disorderly were discharged at the station house ; 
and all those called disorderly and those helped home were 
more or less under the influence of strong drink. Whether 
in any instance the party released was so decidedly drunk 
that the officer himself violated the law by neglecting to make 
complaint for the crime of drunkenness, I am unable to say. 

Efforts have been made, as far as practicable, to learn the 
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general character, habits, condition, and other surroundings 
that influence or control, in their career of dissipation, the 
many persons who have been brought before our courts dur- 
ing the past year, charged with drunkenness. Most of such 
information must necessarily come from the parties them- 
selves, and questions put to them frequently draw out evasive 
or ludicrous answers, but there is good reason to believe the 
majority of the replies to be substantially correct. Of the 
11,226 persons arrested for drunkenness during the past 
year, the number of second-comers cannot be correctly ascer- 
tained, as it is a matter on which they hesitate to converse, 
but the weight of evidence goes to show that more than one 
half the whole number have been “up” somewhere before on 
the same charge, and a large number of them, many times ; 
in one case, that of a woman, the records show her to have 
been committed for drunkenness siscty-two times in the last 
ten years, and she is now but twenty-eight yearsold. About 
one-fifth the whole number are females; one-twelfth are 
minors; while about one-half have families ; a large number 
are laboring people who can ill afford such luxuries; while 
there are some among them who toil steadily through the 
week, and at its close, hand over the hard-earned wages to 
the female head and financier of the family, keeping for 
themselves only a trifling sum, but on that little reserve they 
are as sure to get drunk as the Saturday night comes. The 
proportion of females and minors is much larger among those 
who are classed as disorderly. 

From the best information to be obtained, the 11,226 per- 
sons committed for drunkenness during the year obtained 
their liquor as follows: from hotels, 65; from groceries, 
853; from bar-rooms, 7,836; from jug-rooms, 2,442. 

During one of the summer months 1,190 persons were 
arrested for drunkenness, and the following questions were 
put to them while in custody: Ist. What are you in for? 
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2d. What did you drink?

From the foregoing answers, which are about a fair aver- 
age of the year, it would seem that a large majority of these 
peop’e well understand the cause of their arrest, what led to 
it, and the prospective consequences; and it seems passing 
strange, with the power of reasoning they possess, that one 
such bitter lesson should only better prepare them to take 
the next. Is it, or is it not, a matter over which their better 
judgment has little or no control? One curious feature that 
crops out in the revelation made by them, invites the inquiry, 
how is it that so many get drunk on beer? — that harmless 
beverage that contains so little of the intoxicating properties. 
How the article may be “doctored ” after leaving the brew- 
ery, I know not, but the best of evidence corroborates their 
testimony, that they do get drunk on beer; and not only 
that, but the “deer drunk” is the worst drunk of all. A 
mug of beer costs but five cents; better that it cost five hun- 
dred ; the cheapness invites the purchase, and the purchaser 
gets drunk on it; if it cost five hundred cents, he could not 
afford to buy it, and would not be likely to get drunk on 
beer; and the same rule applies to all other liquors. The 
manufacturer of intoxicating drinks, protected and encour- 
aged by law, makes the article plenty ; a surplus makes it 
cheap, the cheapness invites the purchaser, men buy and get 
drunk cheap, but it is a dear bargain in the end. 

As servants, in the interest not only of the citizens of 
Boston, but of all the people of this Commonwealth, our view 
of this subject involves no political, pecuniary, or personal 
interest, but from a practical point of observation this grave 
question arises: Is the suppression of drunkenness, and the 
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reformation of the inebriate, really desired, and are the peo- 
ple of the Commonwealth united, and ready to put forth a . 
hand to accomplish that work? If so, why continue in prac- 
tice a system that encourages the unlimited manufacture of 
the article that causes all the mischief ?—a system under which 
the makers of the article have never been subjected to 
restraint, while punishment, suffering and sorrow fall heavily 
upon the head of the victim, and upon the poor, innocent 
family of the victim, who is too weak or too foolish to resist 
the temptation placed before him. 

Is there any cure for this great evil? There are two ways 
to prevent men from getting drunk: the one is, to teach 
them not to drink intoxicating liquor; and the other, to 
make the article so scarce that intemperate men cannot get 
it. 


OUR POLICE SYSTEM, AND THE EVENTS OF 1872. 


When the present Chief of Police was about to enter upon 
the duties of the office, he was told that to be successful in 
detecting criminals, and recovering stolen property, he must 
“associate with thieves, eat with thieves, and sleep with 
thieves.” The answer was, “If the government so decide, 
let them appoint some other man.” The government did not 
so decide, but it was expected of the police that they would 
put in practice some system for the better protection of 
property. 

Believing that the best way to prevent stealing, and to 
preserve the peace in Boston, is to keep thieves and roughs 
out of it, we set to work on that line; and although, in a 
city of the magnitude of ours, we could not expect to accom- 
plish all that might be desired, yet it was thought that a few 
honest, determined men, in citizen’s dress, unknown to 
thieves as officers, and not placed under the corrupting 
influence of rewards, might do at least something on the 
plan of prevention, that would go far to supersede the neces- 
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sity of associating, eating, and sleeping with thieves, and 
surrendering all claim to the character of honest men. The 
experiment was at once entered upon with a purpose to try 
what our department could do to prevent crime. We did 
not commence our work in anticipation that, on public days, 
when our streets are filled with a promiscuous crowd of 
strangers, many of whom make the most careless exposure 
of their money and jewelry, in a manner well calculated to 
invite the attention of thieves, pocket-picking and street 
larcenies could be entirely prevented, but it was thought 
that we might stand a better chance in ordinary times. At 
first, those professional gentlemen of the lower order, who 
live by their wits, did not seem to believe us in earnest: but 
the public “show up,” the increase of faces in the “rogues’ 
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gallery,” convictions at court, the dread uncertainty of dis- 
tinguishing officers in the secret service from common labor- 
ers, and the apparent design of the police to make bad men, 
who came within their jurisdiction, just as unsafe and un- 
comfortable as possible, eventually convinced them of their 
error. | 

During the year 1870, the first of our experiment, the 
public occasions that called together large assemblages of 
people were but few, giving comparatively little opportunity 
to test our system in that direction; but enough was done 
during the year to hold out good encouragement for further 
trial. The comparatively large number of such gatherings 
during the year 1871, there being at least six different occa- 
sions, on each of which there were nearly or quite one 
hundred thousand persons crowded together in our streets, 
gave a better opportunity to test our plan of prevention 
than had been before offered, and the result, whether at- 
tributable to a change of system or some other cause, shows 
the amount of property reported stolen, as well as the pro- 
portional amount recovered during the two years, to com 
pare most favorably with that of former years. 
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- During the first few months of the year 1872 the city was 
comparatively quiet, and the amount of property reported 
stolen in the city was unusually small; but the succeeding 
months were marked by events that threw a mass of human 
beings into our streets, raised the public pulse to a degree 
heretofore unknown in Boston, and placed upon her Police 
Department duties and responsibilities of a magnitude 
hardly to be realized. The Peace Jubilee, the National 
Election, with its torch-light processions and numerous 
political gatherings, and the terrible conflagration of the 9th 
of November, that laid waste a most beautiful and valuable 
portion of our city, are events of the year 1872, not soon to 
be forgotten. 

Early in the year preparations were begun for the world 
to hold a festival in Boston, and all that influence, business 
talent, and money could do, was brought into action to 
gather together a mass of people from all parts of the world, 
that would exceed in numbers any gathering ever assembled 
on the American Continent, and the festival was to continue 
not only one day, but a score of days. With the vast num- 
ber of people who would probably assemble, many coming 
from a distance that would require considerable means, 
which would in many cases be carried about the person, 
and the probability that these strangers would be continually 
placing themselves in such positions that robberies could be 
effected with impunity, added to the well-known fact that 
many families retire from the city during the summer, thus 
Jeaving hundreds of dwellings vacant and unprotected ; 
seemed to open a most inviting field for pickpockets, thieves, 
and burglars, such as was never before offered in any 
American city ; and it was reasonable to suppose that such 
an opportunity would not be lost by any professional thieves 
who had the means to reach us. 

It would be expected of our police that they not only 
guard the city securely at every point, but that they protect 
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the persons and property of this great assemblage of stran- 
gers, preserve the peace, and afford every facility to both 
citizen and stranger for their full enjoyment of the pleasure 
of the occasion. Here was a field to test our new system for 
which we had no precedent. Shall we fail in guarding the 
interests of our city at any point? Shall we fail in maintain- 
ing security for these strangers and our own citizens? Shall 
our stores be robbed, or our vacant houses be plundered? 
Shall we fail in preserving peace and good order on the first 
day? Shall we fail anywhere, any day? Shall confusion 
and riot prevail, and Boston become a disgrace, and a byword 
for disorder throughout the world ? 

In view of all the circumstances, it will not be a matter of 
surprise that these questions were brought home to us with 
no little force, but we went to work to prepare to do our duty — 
with a determination and confidence so necessary to success. 
Previous to the commencement of the Jubilee, the govern- 
ment made a generous addition to our regular force, and they 
also gave us a large number of special officers, appointed 
specially for this occasion. In making arrangements for the 
coming work, a large detachment for secret service was or- 
ganized by divisons, and sub-divisions, each under the direc- 
tion of an experienced officer, and the whole in charge of a 
competent leader, with a view to cover every railway station, 
every steamboat landing, every horse-car line, and, in fact, 
every leading avenue to the city, and every point where 
crowds would gather, the whole being done in such a manner 
that any given point could be strengthened at the shortest 
notice. The detachment for duty at the Coliseum was also 
arranged in divisions, each with its commander, who fixed his 
head-quarters at a point where he cculd command a view of 
his whole ground, and every man was assigned his post. 
The force for the protection of districts throughout the city, 
under the direction of the severalca ptains and their assistants, 
was detailed so as to cover the entire city, with the greater 
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strength in the most disorderly localities, and if our citizens 
did not always meet the usual number of uniforms on patrol, 
official muscle in a different garb was always near at hand. 
In fact, with no little solicitude, and with all the care and 
calculation at our command, we made preparation for a reg- 
ular siege. Superintendents of Police of several other cities 
kindly offered us the aid of their detectives, but we had al- 
ready completed our organization on our plan of keeping 
thieves and roughs out of the city, and we felt if we could 
succeed in that, we should not need further assistance, and 
the result will show how far we were successful. On one 
occasion only, during the festival, did we have what seemed to 
be indications of a lively time, emanating froma telegram re- 
ceived to the effect that several car-loads of thieves and roughs 
were on a western train bound for Boston. We at once 
made ample preparations to receive them, and shadows were 
sent to meet them on the road; but for some reason best 
known to themselves, the visitors left the train at a station 
some forty miles distant, and did not come to Boston. 

Near the close of the festival, an executive officer of long 
experience and holding a high position in a distant city, said 
to me one day at the Coliseum, “ How is it you seem to have 
no robberies, no burglaries, no street larcenies here, and 
everything is quiet and orderly? and yet this is the most ex- 
tensive and the most attractive field for professional thieves 
that Leversaw.” Isaid, “ Wethink here that the best way to 
prevent disturbances and. stealing in Boston is to keep roughs 
and thieves out of it.” — “That is so,” said he; “but if you 
should let them come, and arrest a few dozens of them, you 
would get some credit for your work; as it is, the people 
don’t know what you are about and won’t appreciate it; you 
will get no credit for it, —it won’t pay!” He was told 
that we expect to die poor, but we did not intend to hold out 
any inducements for thieves to come here and rob and disturb 
these people. 
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The scenes presented by the immense moving mass of 
human beings crowde | together in Boston during the eighteen 
days’ festival will not soon be forgotten by those who were 
present to witness them ; but during that eighteen days there 
were no bank robberies, no burglaries, no larcenies from va- 
cant houses, few street larcenies, no serious disturbances, 
and but very few accidents in the city, while the whole 
amount of property of every description reported stolen in 
Boston during that time was but two thousand and eight. 
dollars,— a less sum than was reported stolen in the city dur- 
ing the corresponding eighteen days of the same months, in 
any one of the last thirteen years, as is shown by the records 
at this office. | 

Directly following upon the footprints of the Peace Festi- 
val came the presidential canvass, calling together multitudes 
of people, filling our streets with evening torch-light proces- 
sions and political displays, creating an excitement very un- 
usual in the city, and requiring the services of the police in 
protecting persons and property, and in maintaining goed 
order, to an extent that called for no little labor and perse- 
verance. The record of our work during the canvass is be- 
fore the people, and I have the assurance of many geutle- 
men of all parties, that the duty was performed in a manner 
creditable to the department. 

At the close of the presidential election, having passed 
through two protracted periods of excitement, that called into 
action the most careful, energetic and untiring police service, 
we ngiin entered upon our ordinary routine of duty with the 
fond hope that the remainder of the year would pass with 
our usual degree of quiet; but it was not so to be; at about 
twenty minutes past seven o’clock on the memorable evening 
of November 9th, one of our patrolmen gave the alarm of 
fire from signal box No. 52, that called attention to the first 
outbreak of one of the most terrible conflagrations that ever 
visited an American city, sweeping over some sixty acres of 
the wealthiest part of the town, burning out some fifteen 
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hundred business firms, and destroying nearly one hundred 
millions of property. At the first sound of the alarm, the 
police on duty nearest the fire rushed to the spot, roped off 
the streets, and formed lines for the protection of property, 
falling back with their guard as the fierce fury of the sprea |- 
ing flames drove the faithful firemen from point to point. 

‘ The police telegraph was at once put into successful requisi- 
tion, and, as the fire increased, officers were summoned from 
every station, till midnight found every available man on 
active duty about the burning ruins. This force was ar- 
ranged in divisions, so as to understandingly cover the whole 
ground, and a strong secret service corps was at once organ- 
ized under leaders, to meet such emergencies as might arise. 
Other departments did their duty nobly, but the work of the 
police, aiding in providing means to stop the progress of the 
fire, saving and protecting property, and preventing the 
destruction of life, can hardly be known or appreciated. 
When nine o'clock came on Sunday morning, the scene 
presented was beyond description, and can only be real- 
ized by those who saw it, while the necessities for police 
protection had in no wise diminished. A detachment of 
United States troops from the Navy Yard, and another 
from Fort Warren, had hurried to our assistance at an 
early hour and had rendered us most timely and eflicient 
aid ; but now our whole force was at the ruins, the day men 
having been on duty twenty-five, and the night men fifteen 
hours, without a moment’s rest, and but little refreshment, 
many of them covered with mud and cinders, and their 
clothes saturated with water. It would require four hundred 
men to fill their places, without a reserve, and we had nota 
man to call upon. 

In this emergency the city authorities wisely decided to 
call upon His Excellency Governor Washburn for the aid 
of the Volunteer Militia; the call was made, and the response 
came in an incredibly short space of time, the troops, as they 
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arrived, taking their places on the lines around the ruins, 
and relieving our men for a few hours’ rest, after which a 
part returned to duty at the fire, and the others to duty on 
their districts. It was feared at first, by some, that the 
police and the military forces would not readily fraternize in 
their difficult service; but it is a most gratifying fact, that 
during the long and tedious watches of many days and 
nights with the untold perplexities each was called upon to 
meet, the most perfect harmony and good feeling prevailed 
on all occasions, the two organizations mutually recognizing 
in each other their own friends and neighbors, both engaged 
in a common cause. The fact was most clearly demonstrated 
that the police have, in the citizen soldier, a most efficient and 
agreeable auxiliary, who can be relied upon in any emergency, 
and the pleasing associations that have grown up between 
the two organizations, during this time of trial, will not soon 
be forgotten. 

Immediately on the breaking out of the fire, the police au- 
thorities of several of our sister cities generously tendered us 
the services of detachments from their own departments, 
and we were placed under the deepest obligations to the 
authorities of Providence, Cambridge, Salem, Lynn, and 
many others, for their timely assistance. 

During the night of the fire, hundreds of persons were 
running from the ruins in every direction, some loaded down 
with goods belonging to themselves or their employers, and 
others with goods in their possession under circumstances 
more or less suspicious. Many of the latter class were taken 
to the station houses, where they were examined by the 
Captains as thoroughly as the circumstances would allow. 
Some claimed that they were doing just what the owners of 
the goods asked them to do, — “ take them to any safe place ; ” 
others that the owners told them, “Take what you please ; 
you had better have them than leave them to be burned, and 


> 


do nobody any good;”. this last a most objectionable pro- 
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ceeding, if true, for what better encouragement could be de- 
sired by the incendiary, who applies his torch to secure a 
better opportunity to plunder?» The Captains of the Stations 
committed all on whom a just suspicion scemed to rest, and 
subsequently presented their cases for the consideration of 
the Court, but owing to the probability that many had been 
allowed by owners to remove goods, and the impossibility of 
owners identifying their property, it was only possible to 
procure warrants in about seventy cases. A large amount 
of property was saved from the fire by our department and 
taken to Station Houses, and other places of safety, two of 
our officers, on one o¢easion, snatching from the flames a 
bundle of securities, that could never be replaced, of the 
value of sixty thousand dollars. We have since restored to 
the owners nearly four hundred thousand dollars’ worth, and 
have still a large quantity on hand not yet identified by the 
owners. 

At about nine o’clock on the Sunday evening after the fire, 
dispatches came, both to this, and the Mayor’s office, stating 
that “fourteen car-loads of thieves and roughs left Spring- 
field for Boston, on the 6.30 train” that evening. . We were 
hardly prepared for an advent of this nature, when the dis- 
patch came, but we were better prepared by the time the 
train arrived. Telegrams were sent to intervening points, 
and “shadows” to way stations, to intercept the train, while 
a pretty lively force of police, in and out of uniform, and a 
company of mounted men, were at the depot, patiently 
awaiting the arrival of our guests. When the train came, 
at about 114 o’clock that night, there were a large number of 
vacant seats in the cars, and from appearances some one had 
dropped a word of caution on the way, for we found only 
about half-a-dozen of the persons we were looking for: 
when, at the Central Office next morning, these men were 
asked “ Where are the rest of your gang?” they answered 


“Got sea-sick, and went home;” and we believed them, as 
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they or their accomplices were not seen here afterward, No 
doubt many larcenies were committed about the ruins by 
our local thieves; but the amount that was reported, or that, 
could be proved to have been stolen, was comparatively 
very small. 

For several days succeeding the fire, the city was thronged 
with people to an extent never before witnessed, and the 
public pulse was raised to a pitch never before known in 
Boston ; all seemed to feel that the danger was not yet over, 
and it became necessary, not only to put forth all the ener- 
gies of our own force, but it was deemed advisable to con- 
tinue the aid of about one thousand men of the military 
forces. Under this state of things, summary action in re- 
moving any great exciting cause seemed justifiable, and on 
Monday following the fire, the following order was given to 


ee 


our department: “Stop the retail liquor trade, including 
beer, during this crisis.” Gentlemen soon began to call at 
the Central Office to know by what law we were stopping the 
sale of beer, saying, “ We are told you have no right to do 
it.” They were answered that we were not trying to enforce 
any particular daw, but we were endeavoring to suppress a 
great exciting cause, to save our city from disorder and riot 
during this fearful emergency, and since so many got drunk 


on beer, that cause included beer as well as whiskey; and . 


most of the gentlemen acknowledged the propriety of our 
course. 

During the month of November, 1871, a comparatively 
quiet month, the average number of persons before the courts 
for drunkenness was thirty-three per day; during the ten 
days’ crisis, after the fire in November, 1872, with the liquor 
shops closed, there were less than half that number. What 
respect would have been paid to such an order as the above, 
under any other circumstances, I am of course unable to 
say, but I desire to state that the prompt and cheerful man- 
ner in which our request was complied with on this occasion, 
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is highly creditable to those engaged in the trade. For sev- 
eral weeks after the fire it was necessary to keep a strong 
police force about the ruins, and in order to provide the 
usual security on the other districts, our whole department 
were obliged to do double duty ; but during the long pro- 
tracted, wearing service, that continually called into requi- 
sition all the nerve, all the power of endurance that strong 
men possess, no man faltered, and I heard no murmur. 

The system of attempting to prevent crime was entered 
upon by this department early in the year of 1870. The fol- 
lowing table will show the year, the number of population, 
the amount of property reported stolen in the city, and the 
amount of property recovered by our force and restored to 
the owners, which had been stolen both in and out of the 
city, during the past twelve years : —

While the members of our department have spared no 
pains in their efforts to prevent crime during the past year, 
they have not been unmindfal of their duties in bringing the 
Violators of law and order to the bar of justice, nor in secur- 
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ing and restoring to the rightful owner property of which he 
had been wrongfully deprived. As will be seen in the fore- 
going table, the whole amount of property reported stolen in 
the city during the past year, is $63,801.00, and this includes 
all property reported stolen, or that we could prove had been 
stolen, at the great fire in November. The amount of stolen 
property, stolen both in and out of the city, that has been 
recovered and restored to the owners by our officers in the 
past year is $70,014.00. 

Of the property stolen in the city, about one half has been 
recovered, leaving in the hands of the thieves only about 
thirty-two thousand dollars to remunerate them for their risk 
and trouble. To cancel the «ccount with them we have the 
fines imposed by the courts on persons arrested by this 
department, amounting to $69,746.00, and a total of impris- 
onment imposed on the same class, of 1,462 years and 4 
months. Not avery paying investment for thieves in Bos- 
ton, to say the least. 

In relation to the security of life in our city, it may be said 
that, in a seaport city of the magnitude of this, visited as 
it is by all classes of transient persons from all parts of the 
world, and some of them trained in schools that teach but 
little regard for human life, acts of violence may often 
occur, that no human foresight could prevent, or human 
ingenuity could detect; yet during the past year but com- 
paratively few crimes of great magnitude have been com- 
mitted, and very few of the offenders have escaped with 
impunity. Always, when practicable, punishment should be 
administered with two leading purposes in view: first, the 
security of others; second, the reformation of the offender. 
When the offence is against property only, especially if the 
offender is young and inexperienced, 2 wide margin for clem- 
ency is justifiable; but is there not a growing tendency to 
pass lightly over offences of grave magnitude, especially in 
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the reckless tampering with human life? So lightly as to 
seriously endanger rather than protect individual security ? 

Notwithstanding the increase of our force during the past 
year, many of the beats are yet much too large, and the 
advantages of adequate police protection are so apparent, that 
I would recommend a further increase of the force to at least 
six hundred men. . 

In closing this report, I desire to express my grateful 
thanks to His Honor the Mayor and all the members of the 
City Council, for their uniform kindness and forbearance 
towards me; and I have the pleasure of presenting the 
department at the commencement of the new year, in a state 
of discipline and efficiency, which I believe to be alike cred- 
itable to the members themselves, and to the City Govern- 
ment.

WEST BOSTON BRIDGE. 


The extensive repairs on West Boston bridge were nearly 
completed at the date of the last annual report of your Com- 
missioners ; the substitution of gas for the oil lamps, building 
gates of a new pattern to replace the old ones, and several 
items of minor importance were left uncompleted. 

Early in the spring, the gas-pipes were attached to the 
outside of the bulkhead stringers, and it was the intention of 
the Commissioners to box the pipe, as this precaution was 
thought necessary to prevent obstruction of the pipes by 
freezing. Upon further inquiry it was ascertained that the 
gas-pipes on the bridges belonging to the City of Boston 
were not protected in any way from the cold, and no diffi- 
culty from freezing had ever been experienced. The boxing 
was therefore omitted, except upon a small section of the 
bridge. The lamp-posts were placed outside of the bridge 
railing, and in this position are no longer an obstruction to 
the sidewalks, or liable to be broken or injured by teams. 

New gates of an improved pattern have been built for this 
bridge by Messrs. Ross & Lord, during the past year, and 
the old draw has been repaired sufficiently to keep it in run- 
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ning order. It needs new track frames and other repairs, 
the making of which has been postponed until the winter 
months, to avoid interrupting the travel over the bridge. ’ 

The wooden pavement laid on the pile portion of the 
bridge has worn as well as was expected. Some difficulty 
was experienced with the-Warren pavement for a short time, 
the heavy rains displacing it, but since this defect was obvi- 
ated it has stood well. It is, however, the opinion of your 
Commissioners that a wooden pavement is unsuitable for 
bridges built after the style of those under our charge. The 
salt mud covering of the bridge upon which the pavement 
is laid is impervious to water, and during heavy rains the 
wooden blocks are always liable to be displaced by the pas- 
sage of teams, when the tendency of the blocks from the ex- 
cess of water under and around them is to float. The side 
thrust of the pavement, if frozen when in this saturated con- 
dition, subjects the bulkheads of the bridge to a greater strain 
than a stone-block or cobble-stone pavement; the wooden 
blocks expanding by the freezing of water contained in them, 
while the stone-block or cobble-stone expands only from the 
freezing of the gravel or earth in the interstices of the pave- 
ment. The wooden pavement was adopted for this bridge, 
as petitions numerously signed by prominent citizens of Cam- 
bridge and Boston in favor of this pavement were received 
by your Commissioners, and it was also thought to be an ad- 
vantage to the bridge by reducing the weight of the perma- 
nent load uponit. It is our intention, in making the proposed 
improvements on Canal bridge, to pave the roadway with 
small granite blocks, as being the best pavement under all 
circumstances for the purpose. | 

A petition has been received, signed by a large number of 
citizens of Cambridge, requesting the application of steam or 
other power to the draw of West Boston Bridge, to facilitate 
~moving the draw, and aid vessels in passing through the draw- 
ways. <A careful examination of several methods proposed 
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for this purpose has convinced your Commissioners that the 
application of steam power would be the most efficient and 
economical. An estimate of cost of a double-cylinder engine 
of eight-horse power, with the necessary shafting and gear- 
ing, was Obtained shortly after the receipt of this petition. 
The estimate; including the cost of an engine-house and 
coal-shed, was about $4,500, and at that time it was not 
thought advisable to incur so large an expense in connection 
with the old draw. Your Commissioners are obliged, by an 
act of the Legislature, to make the draw openings in this bridge 
thirty-six feet wide, instead of the present width of thirty 
feet; to span these openings a new draw twelve feet longer 
than the present one will have to be constructed, and although 
we have not thought it necessary to comply with the require- 
ments of this act until the draw-ways of Warren bridge and 
the several railroad bridges between Warren and Canal 
bridges were widened, the action of the railroad corporations 
and the Commissioners on the Charlestown bridges during 
the past year in widening the openings in their bridges leaves 
us no excuse for further delay. A considerable sum in inter- 
est on the cost of these improvements has been saved, and 
they would have been of no use until the other draws were 
widened. 

With a new draw of improved construction the use of steam 
power in opening and closing it would not perhaps be re- 
quired ; the new draw on the Warren bridge can be easily and 
rapidly operated by hand power, but the time consumed in 
opening and closing the draw is not the principal cause of 
the vexatious delays complained of on the West Boston bridge. 
The length of this bridge gives so great a width of water- 
way for the ebb and flow of the tide that the current in the 
main channel is not so rapid as at the other bridges, and much 
of the delay is occasioned by the slow and tedious process of 
warping vessels through the draw-way without much aid from 
the current. | 


* 
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At the time we had ths subject under consideration, it was 
thought to be a measure of doubtful expediency to apply the 
necessary machinery to the old draw structure, as by the plan 
proposed much of it might be useless for a new one. A 
method has, however, been devised by which the same machin- 
ery can be applied to the new draw, and it is our intention to 
make the proposed repairs on the old draw, and use this ma- 
chinery upon it during the reconstruction of Canal bridge. 

The cost of the improvements so far made under the direc- 
tion uf the Commissioners upon this bridge is $56,746.46. 


CANAL OR CRAGIE’S BRIDGE. 


The reconstruction of this bridge has been delayed for the © 


same reason which has been given in the case of the West 
Boston bridge. It is also important for the Lowell Railroad 
Corporation to co-operate with your Commissioners in making 
the alterations in this bridge, or the navigation of the river 
will be subjected to needless obstruction. The new draw, 
by direction of the Harbor Commission, will have to be 
placed one hundred and sixty feet nearer the Cambridge end 
of the bridge; and the position of the railroad draw altered 
to make the draw openings come on the same line. The old 
draw-way on Canal bridge is to be covered with a new super- 
structure, and when this is done, vessels, instead of being in 
line to go through the new draw-way after passing through 
the railroad bridge, will be compelled to make two changes in 
direction in a contracted channel. to accomplish this object. 
Your Commissioners have not consulted the railroad author- 
ities upon this subject, but we have no doubt they will con- 
sent to co-operate with us in making these alterations. 


The plans which have been adopted for the reconstruction 


contemplate widening the present structure to sixty-four feet, 
anew draw fifty feet in width, with piers and openings in the 
position fixed by the Harbor Commission, a removal of the 
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bulkheads and fences, the driving of additional piles in the 
old bridge piers where the superstructure is raised, several 
new piers between the present ones which have settled, and 


repaving the roadway with small granite blocks. 


The width of sixty-four feet, which has been decided upon, 
will enable us to use such piles in the present fender guard 
as may be suitable, at much less expense than would be re- 
quired if a greater width were adopted. The sidewalks will 


.be ten feet wide, leaving forty-four feet for the roadway, 


which is ample for two horse-railroad tracks and three lines 
of teams. hops 

The Street Commissioners of Boston were informally con- 
sulted before we decided upon this width. Their opinion 
was that 60 feet would be the greatest width it would be ex- 
pedient to adopt for Leverett street, if widened, although 
no objection would probably be made to widening the street 
to 64 feet from the bridge to North Charles street. The 
plans upon which the estimate of last year was based con- 
templated widening the bridge to 75 feet to correspond to 
the width of Bridge street in Cambridge ; but your Commis- 
sioners do not feel authorized to incur the expense of making 
it this width since their consultation with the Street Com- 
missioners. 

In deciding to make the draw 50 feet wide, instead of the 
full width of the bridge, we have been influenced by our in- 
vestigations of the various bridges over tide water belonging 
to the City of Boston. 

The draw on the Broadway Extension is the width of the 
bridge, 60 feet, and is the only one of greater width than is 
proposed for Canal bridge. It is an iron draw of immense 
weight, unwieldy and cumbersome to manage, and, although 
it is operated by means of caloric engines, more time is con- 
sumed in opening and closing it than upon any of the other 
bridges. On the Federal street bridge, which is 70 feet wide, 
two draws, each 30 feet in width were adopted, to avoid the 
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construction of asingle draw of 60 feet. None of the other 
city bridges have draws of a greater width than 40 feet. 
The Charlestown and the West Boston bridge draws are 
50 feet, and we believe these to be as wide as it is expedi- 
ent to make them. ‘The new draw on Warren bridge com- 
bines all the more recent improvements in structures of this 
kind, and we propose to construct one similar in design. 

The engineer’s estimate of the cost of improvements on 
this bridge is $160,000, and as soon as the plans have - 
received the approval of the Harbor Commission we shall 
advertise for proposals for doing the work. To avoid delay, 
the contractor should have two months’ time previous to 
beginning work under his contract to procure suitable timber, 
much of it being of sizes not easily obtained unless sawed to 
order. The bridge will have to be closed to team travel for 
a period of three or four months. 

Only such repairs as were necessary for safety have been 
made upon this bridge during the past season, The draw 
broke down early in the spring. An examination of the 
timbers showed them to be so much decayed as to be ina 
dangerous condition. The bridge was at once closed to the 
passage of teams and the draw thoroughly reconstructed, 
the foot travel being accommodated by a small swing bridge. 

Appended to this report is a statement from the City 


Auditor of the payments made on account of the bridges by 


the City of Boston from Jan. Ist, 1872, to Jan. 1st, 1878, 
together with a statement from the draw-tenders of the num- 
ber of times the draws were opened during the year.

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During the year 1,371 permits have been given to construct or 
repair drains, 62 manhole covers renewed with iron, and 20 with 
wood; and 148 manholes cleaned, containing 281 loads of sewage 
matter. . 

For the first time, an attempt is making to continue sewer build- 
ing through the winter, in constructing the large stone sewer 
across the marshes in Kemp street, Washington village. Two or 
three other contracts are still unfinished, upon which work will be - 
resumed in the spring. The covering of the lower end of Stony 
. Brook was suspended on account of the unusual height of water 
during the summer and fall, but will be finished before any annoy- 
ance can be caused by the offensive exhalations from it in the 
heat of summer. 

No damage except breaking a few manhole covers was caused 
by the great fire, and the only change proposed in the sewerage of 
the district is the much-needed deepening of the Summer-street 
sewer which was originally built for house drainage, and is not low 
enough for the basements of stores. 

A large amount of work will be needed in the construction of | 
main outlets, and the lower branches of sewers in Dorchester. 
This class of work is most expensive and produces no return in 
assessments. . 

It seems almost imperative that streets should be laid out in the 
unimproved territory of Dorchester and Roxbury, along the low- 
est lines of the valleys, or else this department will be forced to | 
go to almost as mucli expense to take land for sewers, to make the 
main lines of the several systems. During the ensuing year some | 
action of this kind must be taken, either by the Street Commis- 
sioners, or by this department. .

In conformity with the ordinance, the undersigned, Com- 
missioner appointed by the City of Boston, for the care and 
maintenance of Charles River and Warren: bridges, respect- 
fully presents the following Annual 
*

By the Acts of the Legislature, in 1870, the Commissioners 
were required to build “in lieu of the existing draw in War- 
ren bridge, a draw with a clear opening of thirty-six feet, in 
such a position as the Harbor Commissioners may determine.” 
The necessity of extensive repairs to this bridge, and the im- 
portance of making such alterations and improvements in the 
draw of Charles River bridge as would render it entirely re- 
liable as a highway between the two cities of Boston and 
Charlestown, prevented the Commissioners from proceeding 
— with the work on Warren bridge until this was accomplished ; 
and they were not able to obtain the plans, and the approval 
of the Harbor Commissioners, and commence the work on 
Warren bridge, until September. 

It was the intention of the Bridge Commissioners to extend 
and repair the existing draw, replank the piers, put in new 
bulkheads and repave the roadway with granite blocks, — 
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all of which could have been done within the estimates which 
were presented to the City Council when the annual appro- 
priation was made, but from various causes, over which the 
Commissioners had no control, the expense has exceeded 
both the estimate and the appropriation. 

On submitting the plans to the Harbor Commissioners, as 
required by the Act, they objected to the proposed draw, in- 
asmuch as it would require such an extension of the pier 
towards the Fitchburg Railroad bridge, as to render it diffi- 
cult for vessels to pass through without damage. Under 
these circumstances, it was found that the only draw that 
could be used and obviate this objection was that known as 
the “counterbalance pivot.” The adoption of this form of 
draw involved the building of a foundation pile pier in the 
centre of the bridge, and the raising of the grade of the 
bridge two feet, to allow the draw to pass over the water-pipe 
on the north side. It was necessary, also, to remove the 
buildings on the piers, as the new draw would require much of 
the space occupied by them, and for the purpose of replanking 
the whole pier, which was also required to be extended about 
seventy feet. The buildings, with the exception of the dwell- 
ing-house of the Superintendent, were too old and dilapida- 
ted to be worth preserving, and they were accordingly de- 
molished, and new ones have been erected at a cost of $2,000. 

The raising of the roadway has been very expensive, as it 
required the taking up of a large quantity of dock mud, orig- 
inally laid over the timbers, which had become very dry and 
hard to remove. ‘The expense was also enhanced by the 
necessity of raising the curbstones on brick foundations, and 
the elevation of the sidewalks and bulkheads. In short the 
bridge, instead of being repaired as was contemplated by the 
Commissioners in their estimates, bas been, with the excep- 
tion of the piles and floor of the bridge, entirely rebuilt. 
The Commissioners, however, are gratified in being able to 
state that all the work has been done in a most thorough

manner, and, they believe, at a less cost for material and 
labor than was anticipated, and that it will be many years 
before this bridge will require any extensive repairs. 

Notwithstanding the bridge has been almost entirely re- 
constructed during the last four months, the public travel 
was interrupted for only five weeks. 

On account of the strong wind and tidal currents, it has 
frequently been difficult to pass a vessel through the draw with- 
out much delay and inconvenience to the public travel; the 
commissioners have therefore decided to try steam, instead 
of horse power, as the former can not only be used to open 
and close the draw, but by means of an attached windlass, 
afford powerful aid in the passage of vessels through the 
bridge. if the experiment does not prove satisfactory, the 
engine can be disposed of at a small loss, and the horse power 
be re-introduced ; but if, as it is anticipated, it should prove 
successful, the advantage will be very great. 

The Commissioners were unable to agree with the Fitch- 
burg Railroad as to their liability for the expense of raising a 
portion of the buildings belonging to the railroad, to the new 
grade of the bridge. By mutual agreement the question was 
referred to the City Solicitor of Charlestown and Henry W. 
Bragg, Esq., who decided the law in favor of the railroad, and 
consequently the expense must be paid from the bridge fund. 

The sidewalk on the north side, over the water pipe, has 
been covered with asphalt, and contrary to the anticipations 
of the Commissioners, about $500 of this expense must be 
paid by the Bridge Commissioners, instead of the Water 
Board. 

The number of times the draw of Warren bridge has been 
opened for the passage of vessels from January Ist, 1872, to 
January Ist, 1873, is 7,724, being an increase of 600 during 
the year, viz. :—

Preparatory to making the alterations and repairs on War- 
ren bridge, important improvements in the machinery in the 
draw of this bridge were made that no probable accident 
might oceur while the Warren bridge was closed to public 
travel. 

This was rendered more imperative from the fact, that by the 
splitting of one of the steel friction rolls, the prmeipal truck 
was broken, and considerable damage done to the draw and 
gearing. This accident required several new trucks and 
gear-wheels, and although it involved considerable expense, all 
defective or weak points were renewed. The draw has since 
been entirely satisfactory in its operation, and is now in ex- 
cellent order. 

The fender-guards of both bridges have been rebuilt, and 
the principal expenditure for the coming year will be in pro- 
viding for new bulkheads and fence and repaving the road- 
way on Charles River bridge, which are much needed.

The Committee on Elections, to whom was referred the 
petition of Wm. M. Flanders and others, representing that 
Geo. A. Shaw was nota resident of Ward 5 at the date 
of the last municipal election, and tbat the fact of his non- 
residence was publicly known to the voters of said Ward who 
voted for him at said election, having notified, met and heard 
the parties, with their evidence and the arguments of their 
respective counsel, beg leave to submit the following 


Bev O RE, 


~The ground of the petitioners’ objection to Mr. Shaw’s 
occupying a seat in the Council is, that he was not, when 
elected, an “inhabitant” of Ward 5, as required by the 
City Charter, Sect. 20. | 

On this question witnesses were brought forward on behalf 
of the petitioners and Mr. Shaw, and from their testimony 
it appears as follows : — 

.In 1866 Mr. Shaw’s domicil was in the United States Ho- 
tel, in Ward 5. This was proved and was not disputed. 

Tn the autumn of 1866, or early in 1867, Mr. Shaw removed 
with his family, consisting of his wife, his son and daughter, 
to a house in Marion street, in Brookline. 

See testimony of Wm. Lincoln, p. 3; Geo. F. Homer, p. 
62; Geo. H. Coolidge, p. 10; John W. Candler, p. 54. 
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It was not clearly shown to whom this house belonged, but 
it appeared to have stood in the name of Mr. Shaw’s wife. 

See testimony of Wm. Lincoln, p. 4. 

From the time of said removal Mr. Shaw continued to 
live in Marion street with his family until November, 1872. 

See testimony of Wm. Lincoln, p. 4. 

In November, 1872, Mr. Shaw removed from Brookline. 
He afterwards appears boarding in Tremont street, in Ward 
10 or 11. The house in Marion street was sold. 

‘See testimony of Wm. Lincoln, p. 4; T. R. Page, p. 
70; Wm. II. Cooley, p. 8. 

Since 1868 Mr. Shaw has returned annually to the hotel, 
and has there passed the night of April 30 and the day 
of May 1, being accompanied in 1870, 1871, and 1872 by his 
wife: 

See testimony of Henry F. Gill, p. 50-52; Amos Barnes, 
p- 75; Charles Herbert, p. 78. 

No room appears to have been kept exclusively for him 
in the above hotel, since his removal to Brookline. See tes- 
timony of Henry F. Gill, p. 51-53; Charles Herbert, p. 78. 

These are the facts relating to Mr. Shaw’s actual place of 
residence since his removal from Ward 5 in 1866 or 1867. 

The evidence of Mr. Shaw’s intentions, so far as the same 
affect the question of domicil, is as follows :— 

Mr. Shaw has continuously, since his removal from Ward 
5, declared that he was an “inhabitant of,” or that his “ resz- 
dence”? was in, Ward 5, and that he intended to continue an 
inhabitant or resident of said Ward.

_ And he has accordingly been assessed as a resident in 
Ward 5, from 1858 to 1872 inclusive, for tax on poll and 
personal property. 

See certificate of Horace Smith, Assessor, and testimony 
of J. M. Maguire, p. 47; Thomas Hill, p. 57; Horace 
Smith, p. 59. 

One witness says that Mr. Shaw avowed to him his inten- 
tion to return to reside in Ward 5. See testimony of Geo.

There was evidence to show that Mr. Shaw removed to 
Brookline to take care of his wife’s father and mother, the 
former of whom was an old man and in ill health.

Mr. Shaw has voted in Ward 5 with few exceptions, and 
taken part in the municipal affairs of the Ward.

1. J. Callahan, p. 73; A. M. McPhail, p. 29; E. F. May- 
nard, p. 36. 

And he has been on the register of voters in Boston for the 
last ten years.

72, and testimony of Dr. H. B. Morrill, p. 34; E. F. May- 

nard, p. 36; John D. Driscoll, p. 42. 

Mr. Shaw has never voted in Brookline nor taken part in 
municipal affairs there, but has disclaimed all right so to do, 
on the ground that he was an inhabitant of Boston.

And he has paid no poll nor personal property tax in 
Brookline.

Since 1866, Mr. Shaw has held office as an inhabitant of 


vi Ciry Document. — No. 20. 


Ward 5, having acted as Warden pro tem., in June, 1869, 
and as Representative to the General Court in 1872. In 1869 
he was appointed a commissioner on the part of Boston on 
the annexation of Dorchester, by Mayor Shurtleff.

Maguire, p. 49; and of A. W. Benton, p. 55. 

When elected a Director of the Western Railway on the 
part of the State, in 1867, the ballots were printed “ Geo. A. 
Shaw of Brookline,”’ as appears by the Journal of the-House, 
March 6, 1867. But in the Manual of the Legislature pub- 
lished in 1868 he is entered as Geo. A. Shaw of Boston. It 
in no way appears that the above mentioned ballots were 
printed by Mr. Shaw or under his direction, or that he au- 
thorized the said descriptive werds, “of Brookline.”

These are the facts proved in the case. 

Certain questions of law met the committce on the thres- 
hold, and accordingly a letter was addressed to the City Soli- 
citor, who returned the following reply :—

Sir, —I have considered the questions you proposed to me, and 
my answers to them are as follows : — 


Question 1. If Mr. Shaw had a legal domicil in Ward 5, in 
Boston, in 1866, and in that year removed himself and his family 
to Brookline, and there remained until November, 1872, and since 
1866 had no house, room, or other place of actual abode in Ward 
5, was his domicil in Boston necessarily lost? 

Answer. Not necessarily. | 

Question 2. If, in the case above stated, Mr. Shaw has passed 
yearly the nights of April 30th and May Ist in Ward 5d, would 
that fact have made his domicil necessarily in Ward 5? 

Answer. No. I regard the passing of these nights in Ward 5 
as ofno significance whatever. He might as well have selected any 
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other two nights for the purpose, or passed no nights in that 
Ward. 

Question 3. If Mr. Shaw were living, as first above stated, in 
Brookline, would a declared intention to continue an inhabitant or 
resident of Ward 5 necessarily be equivalent to a declared inten- 
tion to return to reside in Ward 5? 

Answer. Not necessarily. If, however, he understood the law, 
he could not suppose that his residence could be retained in Ward 
5, unless his intention was to return there. 

Question 4. If Mr. Shaw went to Brookline, as above stated, 
and remained there for any length of time, with no definite inten- 
tion to return to reside in Ward 5, and with no intention to leave 
Brookline at any definite time, would his domicil be in Boston, or 
would it be in Brookline? 

Answer. In Brookline.

It is an axiom of the law of domicil that an old domicil is 
retained until a new one is acquired. 

And that to acquire a new domicil there must be the union 
of actual residence with the intent to have a domicil at such 
place of residence ; or actual residence, with no definite in- 
tention of returning to the old place of domicil, and no in- 
tention to leave such place of residence at any particular 
time. 

See Hallet vs. Basset, 100 Mass., 167; Sleeper vs. Paige, 
15 Gray, 349; Whitney vs. Sherbourne, 12 All., 111; Far- 
lee vs. Runk, Cont. Elections in Cong., 1834-1865, p. 87; 
Miller vs, Thompson, Ibid. p. 118. 

In the opinion of the committee, then, the case is as fol- 
lows : — 

Mr. Shaw was domiciled in Ward 5 in 1866, and at the 
end of that year moved with his family from Ward 5 to 
Brookline, where he remained until November, 1872. 
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In November, 1872, Mr. Shaw moved into Ward 10 in 
Boston, and has since remained there up to the present time. 

Mr. Shaw has, from 1866 up to the present time, always 
claimed and exercised the rights, and has been subject to the . 
duties and burdens, of an inhabitant in Ward 5; and he has 
represented the Ward in different capacities since his removal 
to Brookline in 1866. As to Mr. Shaw’s intentions, as affect- 
ing his domicil, Mr. Shaw has always professed an intention 
to continue an “inhabitant” or “ resident” in Ward 5, and 
has accompanied his declarations with acts he deemed _ neces- 
sary to give such declarations validity for the purpose of 
retaining his domicil, viz.: passing the night of April 30 in 
Ward 5 annually. 

The committee are aware that declaring an ete to 
continue an inhabitant of Ward 5, and an intention to return 


to reside in Ward 5, are not necessarily the same thing. 


Mr. Shaw might have thought that all that was necessary 
to do to retain his domicil in Ward 5, was to pass the night | 
of April 30 in the Ward and pay his taxes there ; and think- 
ing so, might have said, “I will do these things, and can and 
will thereby retain my domicil in Ward 5, although I never 
intend to return to reside in Ward 5.” Having done such 
acts he might say, “Iam an inhabitant of Ward 5,” when 
in fact he was mistaken and was not. 

If this had been the state of the case, Mr. Shaw might 
have lost his domicil in Ward 5. 

The committee have given this view its full weight, but do 
not think that the case was as last supposed. 

There is no testimony to show that Mr. Shaw has not al- 
ways had a definite and clearly-defined intention to return to 
reside in Ward 5, or an intention to return to reside there at 
a definite time. 

The testimony of Mr. Homer is that Mr. Shaw has dis- 
tinctly declared such an intention. 

Opposed to this and the other evidence in support of Mr.

Shaw’s intention to return to reside in Ward 5, is the fact 
that he has not returned to reside in that Ward. The com- 
mittee are of opinion that this fact is not sufficient to prove 
an intention in Mr. Shaw not to return to reside in Ward 5.

The presumption is that. Mr. Shaw’s domicil is in Ward 5 
in the absence of evidence to the contrary. 

The committee therefore report, that, in their opinion, 
George A. Shaw was an inhabitant of Ward 5 at the date of 
the last municipal election, and is entitled to a seat in this 
Council as a member from Ward 5.

Q. (By Mr. Dickinson.) Where do you reside? 
- Brookline. 
. Where is your place of business ? 
- In Boston. 
. How long have you resided in Brookline? 
. About eighteen years. 
On what street do you reside? 
. I reside, and have for the past four years, in Marion street. 
Do you know Mr. George A. Shaw, who sits at my right? 
a4 d0;: Sir. 
. How long have you known him? 
Quite a number of years. I don’t recollect oxactly 
About how many should you say? 
. Half a dozen years or more. I don’t remember precisely; not less than 
half a dozen years. 
@. What fixes the time when you first knew him? 
A. It is rather an impression; rather indefinite, sir. I can’t fix the time. I 
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- have known Mr. Shaw fora great many years; but as a resident of Brook- 


line, I can’t say the number of years, but my impression is not less than six 
years, probably more. 

@. You mean to say, then, that you have known him as a resident of 
Brookline for six years? 

A. I think so. 

@. Where has he resided in Brookline during that time? 

A. I believe in Marion street. 

(). Whether or not near your residence? 

A. The next door to where I reside, and have resided, for the last four 


_ years, most of the time. 


@. Whether or not his family have lived there with him? | 

A. Yes, sir, his family have lived there with him, as I bare understood. 

@. Of what persons does his family consist? 

A. Mrs. Shaw, his son and daughter, and his father-in-law, most of the 


time, or part of the time. I can’t remember what part of the time. 
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Q. Any other family in that house? 

A. No, sir, not that I know of. 

@. Whether or not during the entire time he has resided in Brookline, he 
has lived in that house? 

A. That I can’t say, though I think it is so. 

Q@. At any rate, during the last four years, since you have known of his 
living there, he has resided in that house? 
. Yes, sir. 
Do you come in and go out daily on the cars? 
. Yes, sir. 3 
. Whether or not you have seen him coming and going upon the cars?

Whether or not this residence in Brookline has been, during the past 
four years, so far as you know, continuous up to a recent period, I mean, a 
few weeks or months ago?

Q.. (By Mr. RanneEy.( You speak of Mr. Shaw being a resident of Brook- 
line, — did you ever know of his voting there? 
A. No, sir. 
@. He has not voted in Brookline that you know of? 
‘A. I can’t say that. I have not been aware whether he did or not, except 
for a few years past; two years, certainly, perhaps three. 
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Q. Well, for that time? 

A. For that time, I think he has not. The two years that I have been an 
Assessor in the town, I know he has not. Previous to that, I have no special 
information. ; 

Q. You have never known of his voting or being on the voting lists in 
Brookline, have you? 

A. No, sir. j 

@. You have been an Assessor ? 

A. For two years. 

@. For the two years last past? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And if he had been liable to be taxed in that town, you would have 
known it, and assessed him? 

A. We have considered him a non-resident in making our taxes. 

@. Then you have never taxed him? ; 

A. No, sir. 

Q. When you say ‘‘ we,” you mean the Assessors? 

A. Yes, sir, I mean the Assessors. I speak officially. 

@. When you told Mr. Dickinson that he had been a resident there for a 
great many years, you didn’t mean exactly that, did you, for he couldn’t be a 
resident there without being liable to taxation, could he? 

A. I meant that he had been there personally. I understood that to be the 
question. ; 

@. You meant simply that you have known that he had been living in a 
house there during that time? 

A. Yes, sir. J 

@. But you have not taxed him, because you did not consider him a resi- 
dent of Brookline? 


A. Because we considered he had obtained a residence in Boston. 
@. Last May, then, in 1872, you considered him a resident of Boston? ; 
A. Yes, sir. 
. @. And didn’t tax him in Brookline? 
A. No, sir, 
@. And such was the case in ’71, was it not? 
A. Yes, sir. ‘ 
@. Then he has never been taxed, or paid a tax in Brookline, to your 
knowledge? 


A. I don’t know. Iam not aware how he was taxed previous to that time. 
@. You haye never known of his being taxed in Brookline? 
A. I have had no occasion to know. It has never been brought to my 
. notice. : 

@. As an Assessor, you know that he has not been assessed there, and has 
not paid any tax? 

A. For the last two years. 
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@. If you had supposed he was a resident of Brookline, you undoubtedly 
would have assessed him?

You never knew of his obtaining a residence anywhere else than in

@. When you said he ‘‘ obtained a residence in Boston,” it implied that he 
had one other than in Boston, and got one there — you mean that he retained 
his residence in Boston? 

A. J understood that Mr. Shaw had removed his residence to Boston for a 
sufficient period of time to make it a legal residence in Boston. 

@. Did you ever know‘of his losing the residence in Boston that he once 
had? 

A. No, sir. I have not been acquainted with Mr. Shaw’s place of residence 
for a great many years. F 

@. Did you ever know him to have any residence but in Boston? 

A. I have known him as a neighbor, and seen him daily in Brookline, for a 
good many years, and I supposed that he was a resident at that time. 

@. A good many people go out to Brookline and stay, who don’t become 
residents there, don’t they? 

A. Yes, sir, that is very true; and I recollect, a number of years ago, — 
perhaps it was four years ago, — when we had a political celebration, and 
some very public-spirited individuals displayed their interest in it, Mr. 
Shaw’s residence was marked, ‘‘ Member from Ward Ten,” or ‘‘ Ward Five,” 
I think it was. There was a transparency hung out in front of it, but I was 
not aware of the fact from any other indication that Mr. Shaw had — 

@. (Interrupting.) You haven’t got any Ward Five, or Ward Ten, out in 
Brookline, have you? 

No, sir. We have no Wards. 

It was ‘‘ Ward Ten” or ‘‘ Ward Five,” Boston, wasn’t it? 
Yes, sir. % 
What year was that? 

I believe it was the campaign of four years ago. 

When Grant was elected? 

Yes, sir. 
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@. You, as an Assessor during the last two years, were notified by Mr. 
Shaw, that he was a resident of, and paid his tax in Boston, weren’t you? 

A. I have the impression that Mr. Shaw met me in the street, I think it 
was last April, or some time last spring, and reminded me that he was a non- 
resident, that we were not to tax him. I cannot recollect distinctly the man- 
ner of his speech at the time, but I think he said something to me about it. 
At any rate, I know that we so considered him when we came together. 

Q. Didn’t you know that that place out in Brookline was bought by Mr. 
Shaw, for her father and mother? 

A. No, sir; I wasn’t aware of any of the circumstances about it until re- 
cently.

@. You knew that Mrs. Shaw had a father and mother there, didn’t you?

A. Never that I know of but once. That was last year. 

@. The subject was introduced by him? 

A. Ithink so. I think he said something to me for the purpose, as I sup- 
posed, that we shouldn’t tax him in Brookline. 

@. (By Mr. Ranney.) There are some other Assessors on your Board, 
out there, besides yourself? 

A. Yes, sir. Mr. A: W. Benton, and Mr. Thomas Hall. 

@. It was a concurrent matter with you three not to tax him, understanding 
that he was a resident of Boston?

Yes, sir. 
Do you know Mr. Geo. A. Shaw? 
I do, sir. 
How long have you known him? 
About twenty months. 
Where, during that time, has he lived? 
. In Brookline, as far as I have known. 
Has he moved from there now? 
. Yes, sir. 
How long since he left? 
. I think it was in the latter part of November. 
. Did he live in Brookline last April, May, and June, during the spring? 
. My impression, sir, is, that the greater part of those three months he 
was there; whether he was there the first of May or not, I can’t say. 
@. Now, in regard to his family, what family had he living there at 
Brookline, if you know? 
A. All that I knew of were his wife, son and daughter; but I was not ac- 
quainted with the family; I never knew but one of them. | 
Q. Do you come in and go out in the cars morning and evening? 
A. I do, sir. : 
@. ‘Whether or not you have seen Mr. Shaw upon the cars, until last No- 
vember, going backwards and forwards? 
A. Not frequently. As faras my observation goes, he has come in on an 
earlier train than I. I say he has come in on an earlier train, but my only 
reason for saying that is, that I have seen him pass the house before I left, 
and supposed he took an earlier train.

@. Have you had occasion at any time to investigate the matter of his rid- 
ing to Brookline in the cars? | 

A. Yes, sir, in regard to his paying fare. 

@. Will you state about that? 

A. I saw him riding on the cars, and I had very strong suspicions that he 
had no pass. 

Q. When was this? 

A. To the best of my recollection, it was about a year ago, as near as I can 
tell.

3; 8S. W. Bowerman, of Pittsfield, Jacob F. Taylor, of Brighton, and James 
: Pierce, of Malden, 2 each; and E. V. B. Holcomb, Clement Willis, James 
L. Tuttle, and William H. Little, 1 each. 
‘¢ Messrs. George A. Shaw and Avery Plumer were elected, and declaration 
was made accordingly.”

A. I think that was one of the grounds, I told you, sir. 

Q. Do you feel confident of it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You do? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How long since you have read the report of the committee ? 

A. I have not read it since that time.

Q. Did you take any pains to find out whether he had paid his taxes ei hina, 
as a voter there? 

A. I know he was arrested for non-payment of taxes. 

Q. Do you arrest people when they don’t pay their taxes when they are not 
liable to pay them? 

A. The collector so informed me. 
. Did you give the order of arrest? 
No. 
. Then you did know he was taken in that Ward? 
. Oh, I have understood he was taxed there.

. Did you ever hear anybody in that Ward challenge his vote? 

. I don’t remember that I ever did. 

. You have known of his name being on the tickets as a candidate for 
office, when you have attended those elections, haven’t you? 

A, Yes, sir. 
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Q. Did you ever challenge his right to hold an office? _ 

A. I never did, personally; I never spend much time now in the Ward 
Room on the day of election. 

@. You eared more as moderator to preserve order, than you did to see that 
the law was carried out in regard to voting? . 

A. Iam speaking of election day, when I am not moderator at all. 

@. You say you were in the House in 67; was he a candidate against you 
that year? 

_ A. I don’t remember that? 

@. Don’t you remember who the opposing candidate was ? 

A. No, I do not. 

@. Do you know who printed those ballots in the House that you say his 
name was on, as of Brookline?

@. How many did you see? j 

A. I didn’t count all I saw. 

@. How many do you think you saw? 

A. A great many. The House was flooded with them. 

@. Didn’t you go round the House that year, and do all you could to pre- 
vent his being elected? A 

A. I did oppose his election. I didn’t vote for him. 

@. Didn’t you oppose his election? 

A. I think I did; that is my impression. 

@. Didn’t you oppose it quite strenuously ? 

A. I think I did. 
@. Didn’t you exert yourself considerably ?

You went round saying he was ‘‘ a damned scoundrel,” didn’t you? 

- I don’t think I did. 

- Don’t you remember saying that? 

. No, I do not. | 

. Didn’t you go round and tell several men that he was the damnedest 
rascal in the State ? 

. No, I don’t think I did. 

Didn’t you tell Frank Bird so? 

No. 

Sure you didn’t use any such terms? 

. I don’t think I did. 

. You didn’t speak in very complimentary terms of him, did you? 

. Ishould do him very great injustice if I did. 

. What did you say that wasn’t complimentary ? 

. It is so long since that I don’t remember what TI said precisely; not the 
exact form of expression.

Q. Didn’t you have the Manual that year?

@. You had the Manual, and you are such a scholar and a gentleman, you 
must have read it.

A. I have never so understood it. 
Q. Were you present at the State House at any time when he was elected 
State Director of the Boston and Albany Railroad? 
A. I think so. 
Q. Was Mr. Shaw also present? 
A. I saw him there. . 
Q. Did you see any tickets bearing his name? 
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A. I did. 

@. How were they printed? 

‘A. I think it was Mr. Shaw’s name, and his residence was put down as in 
Brookline. aie 

@. Was Mr. Shaw there watching the proceedings? 

A. That is my impression. 

Q. Was any objection offered by him to those tickets, or to the circulation 
of those tickets? 

A. Not to my knowledge.

Q. During that time where did he reside, so far as it was a matter of noto- 
riety and common report in Ward 5? 

A. It was said by the people with whom I associated when I first went there, 
that he resided at the United States Hotel; I have that impression. That 
must have been six years ago. After that, it was said, —I was at that time 
associated with Dr. Thayer, I was not very much acquainted with Mr. Shaw, 
—butI know the question was raised, and it was said that he lived in Brook- . 
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line. 

Q. As amatter of common notoriety, where has Mr. Shaw lived during the 
time since he left the United States Hotel?

_Q. How long have you resided in Ward 5, or in that vicinity? 

A. I have been there between twenty-four and twenty-five years, in that 
Ward, and also Ward 7. 

@. Have you been an Assistant Assessor? 

A. I have, sir. 

@. What years? 

A. The last five years. I was secondassistant for two years. I have been 
first for three. 

. In what part of the city have you acted as First Assistant Assessor? 

. What we call the first part of Ward 5. 

Is the United States Hotel in that? 

It is. 

Do you know George A. Shaw? 

. I do, sir. 

. How long have you known him? 

. I should think some eight or ten years. 

. Is it not now the custom in the Assessor’s Department to register per- 
sons in the Ward where they reside? 

A. It is, sir. 

Q. Has that rule always prevailed? 

A. Since I have been Assessor, it has. 

Q. Was it formerly where the man’s place of business was? 

A. They always made a distinction whether a man was in business alone 
orin company. If he was doing business alone, we took him at his place of 
residence; if he had a partner, we took him at his place of business, — but 
not his poll. 

@. In 1870, did you know anything about Mr. Shaw’s place of residence, or 
where he should be taxed? 
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A. I didn’t particularly. 

@. Did you make any examination in any year of the register at the United 
States Hotel? 

A. No, sir; I didn’t of the register. I simply asked the clerk, the persons 
who were there. 

Q. The first of May, 1870, did you make that inquiry at the United States 
Hotel? 

A. The first year I took the Ward as Assistant Assessor. 

Q. Was Mr. Shaw’s name given youthere? ~ 
_ A. No, sir. 

@. State what took place afterwards. 

A. My recollection of it is, that when I went there the first of May, I 
didn’t find him there. Mr. Smith, in the office, told me he came in afterwards 
and made a statement on what we call the last day of grace, the fifteenth of 
June, and then swore that he was a resident of the United States Hotel the 
first of May. It is our duty to take him until he has notified the office. 
When we find a statement, it is our duty to take it. 

@. And you have taken him in that way since, you mean? 

A. Yes, sir; I always ask if he is there, and I have been informed he 
was. ‘The clerk always informed me he was there. 

@. Do you remember anything about the years 1868 and 1869 ? 

A. I don’t. I didn’t take much interest in it then. 

@. Then, as I understand it, in 1870, not finding him recorded at the Hotel, 
you left him off? 

A. I presume that is the reason. If I had found him there, I should have 
taken him. 

@. In your book where you take the names, is his name interlined? 

A. It is interlined. He came in on the fifteenth of June and made this 
sworn statement, that he was a resident at the United States Hotel on the first 
of May. 

@. Have you had any conversation with him in reference to the matter? 

A. No, sir, I think not; I think I never exchanged a word in that respect 
with Mr. Shaw. 

@. Where has Mr. Shaw had his home, if you know? Where have his 
family lived during this time you have been an Assessor? 

A. I have no knowledge except by report. I have always heard that he 
resided with his wife in Brookline. . Personally, I know nothing about it. 

Q. As far as he had or claimed any residence in Ward 5, where has it been? 

A. At the United States Hotel, as far as I know, sir. \ 

@. Has that been the claim he has made to the Assessors? 

A. I presume so, I don’t know anything about the claim he has made.

Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) You say youdidn’t get his name onthe first of May, 
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at the United States Hotel—don’t you recollect that in 1870 there were a 
good many whose names you didn’t get that year?

He don’t 
make great deal of noise. 
He is always there, isn’t he? 
. Yes, sir, he is generally there. 
He was there at the last city and State elections?

Didn’t you run on an opposition ticket to him at the State election? 
. I did, sir. 
For the Legislature?

And you were defeated? 
. Yes, sir. I run to defeat the nomination made at that convention, not 
to defeat Mr. Shaw. Mr. Shaw wasn’t the object of my hate at that time. I 
simply run to defeat the ncmination, because I thought it was a-very poor 
one.

A. No, sir, to defeat the entire nomination. There were three candidates. 
(). What did you say about the Assessors taking the names of persons who 
were in business alone or in partnership?

A. Then of course there is a distinction. We take them all at their resi- 
dences for the poll-tax.

How many years have you known Mr. Shaw? 
I don’t remember. I was in the Legislature with him in 1866. I don’t 
remember how many years I knew him before that. I represented Brookline, 
and he was a Representative from Boston. 

@. Has he taken any part in municipal affairs as a resident in Brookline in

any way? 

meeO, Bir. 

Q. State whether he has acted as a resident or inhabitant of Brookline in 
any respect? 

A. I have never known him to take any part in the affairs of the town. 

@. Have you known him to be assessed or of his voting there? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Have you ever heard him make any declaration in regard to his intention 
of where his residence should be? 

A. I have heard him state that it was in Boston. 

Q@. Have you ever known of his being invited and asked to take up his resi- 
dence in Brookline or become an inhabitant there or participate in the elec- 
tions there? 

Mr. Dickinson. —I admit that they didn’t ask him any such thing. , 
_ A. I have sometimes been interested in elections there and I remember of 
one or two occasions when I asked Mr. Shaw if he was going to the meeting, 
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and he stated that he was not a resident and should take no part, Sometimes 
we have had questions of local interest where we tried to get all the 
voters out that we could. I happen to remember as I was interested in the 
elections on one or two occasions that I asked him the question, and he told 
me that he was not a resident of Brookline; and I never-remember to have 
seen him at the Town Hall on any occasion. 

Q. Do you know in regard to his wife’s father and mother living there at 
the house? 

A, No, ‘sir. 

@. You knew that he has always claimed to be a resident of Boston? 

A. It has come in my way, I have asked him two or three times to come to’ 
meetings and asked him if he would vote on certain questions in which I was 
interested, and he told me that he was not a resident. I have never inquired 
particularly about his affairs, only that I knew that he was not a resident from 
those circumstanees.

. Has he ever been assessed as a resident of Brookline? 
Not since I have been on the Board. 
Has he ever been on the voting list in any way? 
No, sir. ‘ 
_Or in any way connected with municipal affairs? 
. No, sir. He has stated to me every year (I know that he did the first 
year that I was on the Board) explicitly that he was not a resident of Brook- 
line, and was not to be taxed there — neither he nor his son who was living 
with him.

Q. (By Mr. Dickinson.) Then you were elected in 1866?

Q. Do you know whether the brother-in-law lived there? 

A. No, sir, Ido not. Though I think that Mr. Sawin the elder, told me 
one day, when I passed there, that he had at one time lived down on the Cape 
somewhere. But exactly where, I don’t know. 

Q. Whether they all went out there together or whether Mr. Sawin lived 
there before, you don’t know?

Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) How long have you been connected with the Board 
of Assessors of the City of Boston? 

A. Since 1805. 

Q. Do you know where Mr. Shaw has been assessed during that time. 

A. We have assessed him always at the United States Hotel, as a resident 
of Ward 5. 

Q. Has he always been taxed on his personal property as a resident of Bos- 
ton? 

A. Yes, sir, since I have been connected with the Board. 

Q. He has always paid his taxes as such? 

A. We know nothing about payments. We do the assessing. F 

Q. [Looking at a paper.] You assess here those who reside in the town 
on the lst of May of each year? 
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A. We assess those for personal property whom we deem to be citizens on 
the Ist day of May. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dicxtnson.) Now it happens frequently that a man comes in 
and wants to be put on the voting list, after the list has been made up by the 
Assessors; or, occasionally it happens so, does it not? | 

A. Yes, sir, about every other year. It is very frequent when it comes 


around the time to vote. 
Q. Now, if a man comes in and says, ‘‘I live at the United States Hotel,” 


or anywhere else, and he is known to you, you put him on there, don’t you, 
if he makes oath to property? 


A. We oblige him to sign a paper, which sets forth where he does reside, and 


how long he has resided there, in order to satisfy ourselves, as we don’t know 
personally a large number of these persons, as to their right to be assessed. 
Q. Then you take them when they do that? 
A. Yes, sir, if there is no reason to doubt the correctness of the man’s 
statements under oath, we assess him. 


REDIRECT. 


Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) Then the man’s name goes on to the voting list, as 
a matter of course? 

A. It is made up from the Assessors’ list. We send the document from our 
department to that of the City Clerk. 

Q. During the five years that he has been taxed, do you know of a single 
instance where Mr. Shaw has had to get his name on to the voting list, and 
where it has not gone on as a matter of course? 

A. I don’t know about that. My colleague, who has charge of the books, 
can answer better. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION, resumed. 


Q. (By Mr. Dicxinson.) How many times has Mr. Shaw made this state- 
ment as to where he resided? 

A. Having been left off once by the Assessor, he came into the office and 
made the statement. Jremember that circumstance very well. That occurred 
inthismanner. We send our Assistant Assessors into various districts. They 
find the persons and the property, and report to our Board. Mr. Maguire 
failed to find the record of Mr. Shaw. That was in 1870, and under the law 
we are obliged to issue notifications to all citizens to come in before us within 
the time specified in our notice, and bring in true lists of their assets liable 
to taxation. We advertise and likewise issue circulars, a copy of which I can 
furnish to you if you desire; and the time for the year 1870, appointed for our 
Board for the list to be brought in, was from the 1st of May to the 15th of 
June. Onthe 15th of June Mr. Shaw appeared at our office (as appears by 
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an inspection of the document), and made oath to a schedule of personal 
property liable to taxation. As a consequence, Mr. Maguire’s omission as 
Assistarft Assessor was at once rectified by this proceeding of Mr. Shaw’s, 
who might have escaped but for his fortunate appearance that year. 


REDIRECT. 


Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) Did you know whether he knew, before he came 
in, that he had been left off, or whether he made that statement to prevent be- 
ing doomed? 

A. Ipresume that he didn’t want to stand our dooming. I cannot say as to 
every year; but I know that I received these statements more than once from 
him. It was before that. I did not take it for the year 1872. My personal rec- 
ollection is that I have not personally received a statement of Mr. Shaw’s 
for three or four years. 

@. You have those statemehts, have you not? 

A. We have for a few years back. We keep them for two or three years. 
That of 1870 we have. 

@. If you have any others, you have the paper or record of it? 

A. There would undoubtedly be placed in our books, if he made a sworn 
return, a mark to indicate that it was a statement of his own. 

@. Can you furnish the committee with a certiflcate of the different years, 
beginning with the year 1865, in which he made a return, and of the several 
years in which you doomed him? 

A. Wecan do so, sir. Wecan give you a statement as to whether he made 
returns, or was doomed. 


REDIRECT. 


Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) Do you know whether at that time that Mr. Maguire 
left his name off, he failed to get several others at the United States Hotel? 
NO, Sir. 


HORACE SMITH, sworn. 


@. (By Mr. Ranney.) How long have you been principal Assessor? 

A. Ihave been principal Assessor for eight years, and Assessor for four 
years. 

@. [Showing list.] Is that correct? 

A. It is made up by the clerk in the office and I know it to be correct. It 
contains the assessments from 1858 to 1872, embracing 1872. During that 
time Mr. Shaw has been assessed. He has been assessed, the three last years, 
at the United States Hotel. The other years, the mode of assessment was 
different. Where a man did business and boarded, we took his place of busi- 
ness. This was found to be very complicated, and we instituted a new method. 
Every time his residence was put down, if taken at Ward 5, it was put down 

hat he resided at the United States Hotel. That paper shows that he re- 
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sided at the United States Hotel, according to our books, from 1858 to 1872, 
which is 14 years. 

@. He was regularly assessed for poll-tax and personal property? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). Have you known Mr. Shaw? 

A. IT have known him for about twenty-five years, I think. He was for- 
merly in the dry-goods business at the time that I was myself. 

@. Have you known him in public life? 

A. I know of his holding the office of Senator, and Representative, and 
Common Councilman. 

Q. Was he Provost Marshal for that district in 1863 and 1864? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you know of his holding any office, or doing service in connection 
with the annexation of Dorchester? 

A. Yes, sir. He was one of the Commissioners on the annexation of Dor- 
chester. 

@. During all that time, he held those offices as a resident of the place you 
have named? 

A. Yes, sir, —of the United States Hotel. Part of the time he made 
sworn returns. 

Q. You have known him as a resident of Boston, all these years, and not as 
a resident of any other place? 

A. He has always informed me that he was a resident of Boston, during all 
those years. 

Q. During all those years that it was necessary for you to be informed of it, 
he has given you this information, that he was a resident of Boston? 

A. Yes, sir, I have charge of Ward 5. 

Q. So far as you have known and seen him, he has declared himself to be 
a resident of that Ward? 

A. Yes, sir. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dickinson.) Do you know what year he went out to Brook- 
line? 
AS No, ‘Sir. 


GEORGE F. HOMER, sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) You are an old resident of Brookline, and have 
represented that town for some years? 
. Yes, sir. 
You are a member of the Bar besides. 
. LOS; 1ST; 
. Have you known Mr. Shaw. 
. Yes, sir, for a good many years. 
. Have you known him well. 
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A. Yes, sir, you may call it so. 

Q. Have you known him in the Legislature. 

A. I was not in the Legislature with him. I knew him when he was in the 
Legislature in 1866, and he was at the House considerable in 1867, when I » 
was a member; and I have met him at a great many conventions, at a good 
many of which this question of domicile was discussed more or less, so that 
I have become familiar with it somewhat. He always claimed to be a resident 
of Boston, and he was. He never had any municipal rights in Brookline, and 
never claimed to exercise any. He claimed to be from Boston in all these 
conventions. Whenever he undertook to criticise our mode of government 
in Brookline, we told him that he had no rights out there—that he was a 
mere traveller, and a Boston man, and that we could take care of ourselves. 

Q. Has he claimed to be a resident of Boston. 

A. He has always claimed to be a resident of Boston, and never of Brook- 


(. Have you met his father-in-law in Brookline. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was he a voter in Brookline. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you remember about his brother-in-law. 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You have been somewhat active in politics. Have you ever solicited 
Mr. Shaw to take part out there in Brookline, in any way. 

A. I think I have asked him why he didn’t change his residence, and be- 
come a citizen of Brookline. 

Q. What did he say. 

A. He said he meant to keep his residence in Boston; that that was where 
he belonged, and that he always intended returning there with his family. 

Q. Did he say anything in regard to his being out there in taking care of 
his father-in-law. 

A. He said he was out there while the old folks—as he expressed it — 
lived. His father-in-law was an aged person, somewhat feeble, I think. He 
said his residence there at Brookline was but temporary, and so we all under- 
stood it. He was taking care of the old folks. 

Q. Was that a matter of common notoriety. 

A. Yes, sir. . 

Q. Did you meet him in the cars. 

A. Yes, sir; he was in the cars with me and sat upon the same seat with | 
Col. Broadhead and Mr. Carrington and other gentlemen. I don’t suppose 
there was a prominent citizen of Brookline but what had the same view of it, - 
viz.: that he was a resident of Boston and that his rights of citizenship were 
all in Boston. 

Q. You say ‘‘in the cars” with you. Do you mean every day in the year. 

A.,I mean every day except Sundays. He went into Boston Sundays, but 
I did not. 
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. Do you know of his retaining his church associations in Boston. 

. He used to go by my house every Sunday, into Boston. 

. Was he connected with Mr. Robbins’ church. 

. I so understood it. 

. Were you clerk of town meetings in Brookline. 

. Yes, sir, and I presided also. He never attended any town meeting in 
Brookline, or was present at the Town Hall to my knowledge.

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dickinson). Can you tell me in what year he went out there 
to live. 

A. No, sir. 

Q. About when was it that you first noticed him in the cars, if you recol- 
lect? 

A. I first noticed him in the cars I think in the fall of 1866. My memory 
goes back to that, because I was in the Legislature in 1867, and we talked 
about the great questions of public policy, in the cars. I remember that. 

Q. Was that the time when he lived on Marion street? In other words, has 
he ever lived anywhere else in Brookline than in that house? 

A. Yes sir, he has. He was out there at one time for the summer — [inter- 
rupted. | | 

Q. I mean since he has stayed there continuously? 

A. No, sir, not to my knowledge. I cannot tell you about it. About 1867 
was the first that I knew of his coming out and riding in the cars with me. 

Q. How long has Mr. Sawin been a voter there? 

A. I could not tell you. 

Q. Has he lived there for this length of time? 

A. Thad no acquaintance with him except being introduced to him once by 
Mr. Shaw at some demonstration on the street. 

Q. Do you know about any brother-in-law? 

A. No, sir, I do not. 

Q. During 1867 he was not a member of the Legislature? 

A. No, sir, he was not. He was up there the same year that he was elected 
a Director in the Boston & Albany R. R. Co. He had a large vote. 

Q. Was it nearly unanimous? ; 

A. No, sir. There was a strong opposition to him. My recollection is that 
it was not unanimous. 

Q. Were there two kinds of ballots thrown for Mr. Shaw? 

A. No, sir. I voted for him as George A. Shaw, of Boston. 

Q. The journal of the House says that it was thrown for George A. Shaw, 
of Brookline. Didn’t you see the votes circulated around there? 

A. That may have been a joke. 

Q. Did you vote for George A. Shaw, of Boston? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. Then it ought to be so recorded on the journal. 

A. That may be so. 

Q. Was it not the fact that it was understood that there was one man from 
Boston to be chosen as Director, and that Avery Plumer was that man. 

A. No, sir. 

Q. He was candidate from Boston. 

A. Yes, sir. But Mr. Shaw was started by gentlemen in his favor, and 
somebody by mistake or joke put his name in as from Brookline. 

Q. You have heard of it before. 

A. I knew at the time that there was a sharp controversy. The men knew 
what they were about when they voted. They knew Mr. Shaw, so that the 
question of his domicile was a matter of no consequence to them. 

Q. Then is it not true that you voted for him as George A. Shaw, of Brook- 
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DOPOROR: 


No, sir. It is not true. 

But as George A. Shaw, of Boston. 

- Yes, sir. . 

Was there a sharp contest. 

There was a good deal of noise. It didn’t really amount to anything. 
- Was Mr. Shaw there, looking after his interests. 

Yes, sir.

Q. If not, do you know whether he has claimed to be and been understood 
to be a resident of Brookline, or where.

A. I have asked him to go to caucuses of Brookline and he declined, 
because he said it would be impertinent for him to interfere.

@. Has he ever been a resident of Brookline? 

A. No, sir. I asked him once if he was a resident of Brookline, and he 
said no, he had never given up his residence in Boston, and didn’t intend to. 

Q@. Did you know of his having the character of Assignee? 

A. Yes, sir, and understood that he went there for that purpose. His tather- 
in-law was quite an old man. 

@. You were Assignee of the estate of S. W. Fowle? 

A. No, sir, of John B. Prince.

He came in and out as other Brookline people did?

. I don’t think I did in 1858. It was 1859. 

. Have you been connected with the Common Council also? 
. Yes, sir, — for four years. 

In what capacity? 

As one of the members of the Common Council. 

For what years? 

. 1868, 1869, 1870, 1871, and 1872. 

. You have been active in that Ward 5 during these times? 
. Yes, sir. 

. So that you are familiar with Mr. Shaw in connection with elections and 
caucuses? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Had you seen him or known him in caucuses in Ward 5? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. For how many years has Mr. Shaw been active there? 

A. He has been active ever since I have been in the Ward. I have been 
there for thirteen years, as I stated before. 

@. Was he always a voter during that time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Has he held offices from there. 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. I believe that you were of the opposite party. Did you run against 
him ? 

A. I didn’t use to think much of him, politically. 

Q. Did you run against him? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. During all that time, in all these municipal affairs, Ward meetings and 
Conventions, has he been there and acted as a citizen of that Ward 
uniformly ? 

A.’ Yes, sir. -He has. 

@. Did you know where he was living during the period from 1859 to 
1866? 

A. He was living at the hotel at that time. 

@. Were he and you familiar there? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. During how many years did you know him while he was living at the 
hotel? 

A. He was living there when I went there. It was in 1859; and he con- 
tinued to do so, I know.

Q. At the time that he was Provost Marshal and from that time after?

A. AsI stated before, in regard to his being Provost Marshal, my memory 
serves me right up to that time, and after that time I could not swear to it. 

Q. During that time he was a regular boarder and living with his family at 
that hotel ? 

A. Yes, sir, — except a short time in the summer, when there were quite a 
number of families that used to go to Newton.

. What was his habit of going out? 
. He went out on the cars.

A. Yes, sir. His family used to go out to parties evenings. We used to 
know by carriages being ordered for them to take them to a party. 

@. That was during the year you have named?

@. Did you know anything about his claiming to retain a residence in that 
Ward? 

A. Only by conversation that I have had with him. 

Q. Do youknow anything about his going to Brookline and staying some of 
the time with his father-in-law? 

A. I could not say how much time he spent in Brookline. He has always 
claimed to belong to Ward 5. He said that that was his home, and that he 
always intended to keep it there. 
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CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dickinson.) You said that you had run against him as candi- 
date in the Ward? 

A. Not as candidate. It was only politically. He belonged to one politi- 
cal party and I to the other. 

@. He was voted for by the Democrats as much as by the Republicans for a 
good many years? 

A. He has been of late. 

Q. It is rather hard to fix his political status of late, is it not? 

A. I-could not say in regard to that. 

@. You say that you know him, at the United States Hotel from 1859 up to 
the time that he was Provost Marshal. 
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A. I knew he was stopping there regularly at that time, and presume that he 
has been since. I knew that he was stopping there up to the time that he was 
Provost Marshal : 

Q. Do you know in what year it was that he went out to Brookline to take 
this house? Have you not been somewhere near Brookline ever since? 

A. Ihave been at Longwood Station. Brookline is up about a mile beyond 
that. 

Q. How far is it from where your house is at Longwood, over to his house 
in Marion street? 

A. I never was at his house. If it is near Coolidge’s store, as I heard some 
of the other witnesses say, it must be about a mile. 


T. R. PAGE, sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) Are you an old resident of this Ward 5? 

A. Iwas. Iam not atthe present time. There has been a change in the 
boundaries of the Ward. What is Ward 5 was formerly Ward 8. The 
United States Hotel is in Ward 5. 

Q. It formerly was in Ward 8? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How long have you known Mr. Shaw? 

A. I should think that I became personally acquainted with him about 
1857 or 1858. 

Q. Where was he living from 1858 to 1865? 

A. He lived then at the United States Hotel. Atleast I always found him 
there if I wanted to seehim. I used to want to see him often in those days. 
He was living there with his family, and there was his residence. 

Q. Was it notorious that he was a resident of that Ward? 

A. It was at that time, I know that he has always claimed to be a resident 
' there still. He has so told me. 

Q. You personally know of his being at the hotel with his family for a good 
many years? 

A. Yes, sir. It was from 1859. I recollect that he was there during his 
administration of the office of Provost Marshal. 

Q. Do you know about his being away in the summer? 

A. Like most other gentlemen that could afford it, he went out of town in 
the summer. 

Q. Did you know of his staying in Brookline? 

A. Latterly more than formerly. Idid not knowit personally. Itwas only 
from what I had heard discussed. His own declared intention seemed to be, 
so far as I had any conversation with him (it grew out of a controversy with 
a friend of mine), that he was a resident of Boston, and never intended to re- 
side anywhere else. 

Q. Did he tell you why he was out at Brookline? | 

A. I think he told me that it was on account of his aged parents, or his 
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wife’s parents. It was only temporarily that he went there, — to take care of 
them. 
Q. What was his declared intention in regard to retaining his residence? 
A. All that was said, so far as I had any conversation, was that he was to 
remain in Boston. He said so frequently. While I lived in the 5th Ward 
and the 8th Ward, he always took a very active part. Then I went away 
from there in 1866. I occasionally passed the Ward Room while going down 
town to business. I would always see him there, very active as a vote-dis- 
tributor, etc. 
Q. Has he ever ceased to be active as a voter and a resident of that Ward? 
A. I should judge not, from what I have heard and seen. 
Q. Is he publicly spoken of as a resident of Boston, or elsewhere? 
A. I have understood that he was (people perhaps questioned it), in all 
caucuses and conventions. 
Q. Did you ever know of his being announced as of Brookline? 
A. I never heard of his being from Brookline. 
Has it not been notorious that he was a resident of Boston? 
Yes, sir, and elected Representative from the 5th Ward of Boston. 
Do you know Edward F. Maynard? 
Yes, sir. 
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. Have you been present at any conversation held between him and Mr. 
Shaw? . 

A. Last Saturday evening I was in Mr. Patten’s apothecary store, and Mr. 
Maynard and I were discussing this question, and Mr. Shaw came in, which 
broke up the conversation. Mr. Shaw turned to Mr. Maynard and said, ‘*‘ Here 
is one of the remonstrants,” or something to that effect. They had a conver- 
sation together, and Mr. Shaw said to him, ‘‘ You voted for me?” He re- 
plied, ‘‘I did.” It was a conversation that I was not participating in. 

Q. Voted for him for what? 

A. It was Member of the Common Council. 

Q. Did he tell him that he wrote on the ballot ‘‘ J. A. Shaw”? 

A. I heard nothing about the initials mentioned. 

@. Did he say at that time whether he knew what was in the remonstrance 
that he signed? 

A. He said that he signed the remonstrance, but that he did not read it. 

@. Did he say whether he knew what was in it? 

A. It implied pretty strongly to my mind that he did not know what was in 
it, if he didn’t read it. 

@. I believe you are an officer in City Hall? 

A. Yes, sir; I am Superintendent of Trucks and Wagons, and have been so 
for ten years. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dickinson.) Did Mr. Maynard say that he signed the remon- 
strance without knowing what was in it? 
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A. He said that he signed a remonstrance against Mr. Shaw’s holding the 
office, but that he did not know what it was. He presumed that was it. He 
didn’t read it. 

Q. Were you here last night? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You didn’t hear him testify about signing the petition without hearing 
what was in it at all? - 

A. No, sir. , 

Q. You say Mr. Shaw came into the apothecary store and remarked, ‘‘ Here 
is one of the remonstrants ” ? 

A. Yes, sir, or words to that effect. 

Q. Then did he say ‘‘ You voted for me” ? 

A. Yes, sir. It was not immediately following; but the reply was, ‘‘I 
did.” 

Q. You live in Ward 10? 

A. I live at 514 Tremont Street, 

Q. Whereabouts does Mr. Shaw board now? 

A. I found him on the cars riding up the other evening. He told me the 
number. I have forgotten it. It was up.above where I reside. Mr. Shaw 
told me that he boarded on Tremont Street. 

Q. How far up is it in Ward 10? 

A. I don’t know the boundaries of Ward 10. One boundary is Brookline 
Street. I recollect seeing Mr. Shaw on the cars once or twice: I live at the 
corner of Milford and Tremont Streets, 

Q. So far as you know — and you have known Mr. Shaw pretty well, have 
you not? 

A. I have seen considerable of him for the last half-dozen years. 

Q. So far as you know, has Mr. Shaw had, for himself or his family, any 
room in Boston until last November, during the last five years, for so long a 
period as three consecutive days at one time? 

A. I don’t know it. 

Q. Don’t you know that the contrary is true, and that he has not had it? 

A. I don’t know. I know nothing about it except what I have heard in this 
room since I came in. 

Q. About this residence and his occupying it that you got from him? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) You have seen him going up to the South End in 
the car. Do you know that his mother-in-law is stopping there now? 

A. No, sir. 


DR. N. B. SHURTLEFF, sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) Do you know Mr. Shaw? 
‘A AN 68. SIP. 

Q. During what years were you Mayor? 

A. 1868, 1869, and 1870. 
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Q. From 1859 to 1866 did you know Mr. Shaw and his family, and were 
they at the United States Hotel there? 
. I think most of the time they were. I was their family physician then. 
Q. Were you in the habit of visiting them? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q. Did they have much sickness? 
A. Very little sickness, except at the birth of their children. 
Q

A 
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. Did they have any children born there during those years? 

. Not in that house. I knew the family from his infancy. 

. Did you know of his claiming that part of the town as his residence? 

. Yes, sir. I knew of his claiming that part of the town as his residence 
for the last eight or ten years. 

Q. You had visited him and his family there? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you know of his being out to Brookline while taking care of his 
wife’s father and mother? 

A. Yes, sir. I know ofhis residing a part of the season in Brookline, the 
same that some of the witnesses have mentioned, in the neighborhood of 
Cypress Street. I know of his residing not a great way from Harvard Street, 

Ithink. I have known of his residing at the Nonantum House — not a great 
distance. 

Q. Is the old gentleman a weak and feeble man? 

A. I saw very little of him. I don’t know that I saw bim more than once 
during his whole residence in Brookline. 

Q. During those years I understand that you understood that Mr. Shaw’s 
residence was in Ward 5? 

A. I so understood it. vis 

Q. Did you ever know of his removing from Boston to:claim a residence in 
Brookline? 

A. No, sir. I know that he claimed to reside in Boston. And I know that 
he was connected with various political Ward organizations in Boston. I 
know of his being connected with the Dorchester annexation. He was 
appointed with the concurrence of his associates, Mr. Attorney General Train 
and Mr. N. J. Bradlee. They were three citizens of Boston. That was at 
the close of 1868, I think. 

. Was that while you were Mayor? 
. Yessir. It was my own appointment. 
. Was he thena resident of Boston? 
» Yes, ‘sir. 
He has always hailed from Boston and is publicly known as a resident of 
Boston, and always retaining his residence here. 
mL eS,) sir. 
- Do you know whether his name is on the Plymouth records? 
. Yes, sir. He was born at Plymouth. 
You find him on the old Colonial records? 
. Yes, sir. 
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DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Ranney put in a certified copy of the appointment of Mr. Shaw, Dec. 
lst, 1868, Commissioner on the annexation of Dorchester. 

Also the report of the Commissioners, March Ist, 1869. 

Also the certificate of Mr. McCleary, January 28th, 1878, that Mr. Shaw 
was registered with the qualified voters of this city, and had been for the last 
ten consecutive years. 

Also the original certificate of a meeting of the inhabitants of Ward No. 5, 
of the City of Boston, held on the 22d of June, 1869, signed ‘‘ George A. 
Shaw, Warden pro tem.” 

Also a certificate by Horace Smith, Assessor, that ‘‘ George A. Shaw was 
duly assessed, as follows,” etc., beginning with the year 1858, and going to the 
year 1872 inclusive, by which it appeared (as was claimed) that he had been 
taxed on his poll and on his personal property as a resident at the United States 
Hotel. Also certified to by the City Treasurer. 

Also the Manuals of the Legislature for 1867, 1868 and 1869. 

Also the Report of the Committee, in 1866, on Elections, in the contested 
election testified about last night, by Dr. Thayer. 

Also the Manual of the Legislature, in 1859, with a reference to page 226, 
on which appeared ‘‘George A. Shaw, Suffolk, Boston. Address U. S. 
Hotel; No. of seat 68,” among the members of the House. 

Also the Manual for 1860, with a reference to a similar passage. 

Also the Manual for 1861, with a reference to a passage where Mr. Shaw 
appeared as a member of the Senate from the 4th District, ‘‘ Resident of Bos- 
ton; boarding place, U. S. Hotel.” 

Also the Manuals for 1863 and 1866, with references to similar passages in 
each. 

Also the Manual for 1872, with a reference to the following passage, 
‘¢George A. Shaw, member of the House from the Fifth Suffolk District, 
residence, Boston. Address U. S. Hotel.” 

Also references to parts where Mr. Shaw appeared (as was claimed) for ten 
consecutive years, from 1859 to 1869, as State Director of the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, ete. 

Also the Assessors’ books for Brookline, for 1869, 1870, 1871 and 1872, 
which showed (as was claimed) that Mr. Shaw was not assessed, in those 
years, as a resident of Brookline. 

Also the Treasurer’s Report of the Town of Brookline. 

Also the Boston Directory, from 1859 up to the present time, by which it 
appeared (as was claimed) that Mr. Shaw was put down as a resident of Bos- 
ton, and as boarding at the United States Hotel. 


GEORGE F. HOMER, recalled. 


THE Witness. Upon examination of this Journal of the House, I wish to 
say that I think I ought not to have made the statement which I did, that at 
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the time of the election of Director of the Western Railroad there were tick- 
ets having on them ‘‘ George A. Shaw of Boston.” From this record of the 
Clerk of the House, which I presume to be correct, it appears that the only 
ticket in the field was ‘‘ George A. Shaw of Brookline.” I should reiterate 
what I said before, that there was no contest on the ground of residence ex- 
cept. as regards east and west. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Q. (By Mr. Dicrinson.) You think you voted for George A. Shaw, of 
Brookline. 
A. I knew there was that ticket in the field, and from Mr. Robinson’s well- 
known accuracy, I think we voted that ticket. 


REDIRECT. 


Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) Did you have a manual up there that day. [Show- 
ing manual. ] 

A. I remember distinctly that there were ballots for ‘‘ George A. Shaw, of 
Brookline.” But I thought there were other ballots for ‘‘ George A. Shaw, of 
Boston.” 

Q. Those Manuals are printed by the authority of the House. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Has he not put in under 1866 ‘‘ George A. Shaw, of Boston.” 

A. Yes, sir, and in 1867 and 1868. 

Q. Do you know of any reason why he was not as accurate in that as in the 
other. 


A. If he made his record right, that ought to be the actual return each 
time. 


THOMAS J. CALLAHAN, sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) Are you Warden of Ward 5. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. When were you elected to that office. 

A. In December, 1871. 

Q. How long have you been in the habit of attending Conventions and meet- 
ings in that Ward. 

A. I attend about the whole of them. 

Q. How has it been in regard to Mr. Shaw’s being there and acting as a 
voter, and otherwise as a citizen of that Ward in those meetings. 

A. I have seen him there. 

Q. He was always on hand and active. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Always having his name on the voting lists. 

A. I have always seen him voting. 

Q. Did you, during all that time, ever know of his vote being challenged on 
account of non-residence. 

A. No, sir. 
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Q. He has been a candidate for office. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. In any meeting for election, has his name ever been challenged in any 
way on the ground of non-residence. 

A. It has never been challenged at all. 

Q. Have you been present in Conventions where he has been nominated. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q: Have you been present at Ward meetings where he has presided as 
Warden pro tem. 

A. I was not there at the time he was Warden pro tem. I happened to be 
in New York. 
. How was it at the last City election. Were you there then. 
. Yes, sir. I was Warden. 
Was his name on the voting list then. 
. I didn’t look. 
Was he there? 
I saw him there all the time. 
. What was he doing? 
. He was distributing ballots. 
. Was he acting as men usually act who take ah interest in elections, 
being residents of the ward. 

A. 2 LCR, Sin 

Mr. Ranney. — Mr. Shaw is here, but I have not examined him and do not 
propose to. He is ready and willing to be examined by the committee, or to 
answer any questions that may be put to him by the committee. 

The Chairman stated for the committee, that it was not their intention to ask 
Mr. Shaw any questions.

Q. (By Mr. Dicxiyson.) You are one of the proprietors of the United

. Yes, sir. 

. How long have you known him. 

Well, I have known him since I kept the hotel.

A. No, sir, only occasionally. Occasionally he is there. 

Q. Do you mean that he has had his home there occasionally, or has been 
there occasionally. In answer to my question whether he has had his home 
at the hotel, you said ‘‘ only occasionally.” 

A. He has been there occasionally, not regularly. 

Q. Since you have been proprietor, has he resided at the United States 
Hotel, in the sense in which that term is ordinarily used. 

. Well, he hasn’t been a regular boarder. 

. Has he resided there in the ordinary sense of the term. 

. Well, I should say that I couldn’nt call him one of the family. 
. And by ‘‘the family,” you mean the residents at the hotel. 

. If a person stopped there for a term of two or three months or so every 
year, we should call him a boarder. 

Q: Has Mr. Shaw been there three consecutive days at any time during that 
period. 

A. I can’t tell you as to that. My clerk could tell you better about it, 

Q. Do you know any occasion when he has? 

A. Iam not aware that he has, still, I wouldn’t swear that he has not. I 
have seen his name upon*the register, and also upon the cash-book, but, as I 
said before, my clerk would know how much he was there, better than I can 
tell. 

Q. Do you know the amount he has paid, according to the cash book, dur- 
ing that period? 

A. No, sir, I don’t. 

Q. Would the whole amount equal $50 since you have been there, or any- 
thing like it? a 

A. Well, I should say not. 

Q. You haven’t given him any gratuity there? He hasn’t lived there at 
your expense? 

. So far as I know, he has paid for everything he has had there. 

. You know, of course, that he was there on the first of May? 

. Yes, sir; I have seen his name on our register. 

. Coming on the thirtieth of April, and staying over night? 

. Yes, sir. 

. You remember that entry of six dollars, the first of last May?

A. Not that I am aware of.

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) Were you there at the time when Mr. Shaw and 
his family were boarding at the hotel? 

A. No, sir; Mr. Herbert, one of my clerks, was there. 

Q. You were aware of the fact that for a great many years he was a regu- 
lar boarder at the house. 

A. I had heard that Mr. Shaw was there regularly with his family before I 
went there. 

Q. Did you know the fact that he went out to Brookline to take care of his 
wife’s father for a while. 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

Q. Haven’t you been aware that he has at all times considered the U. S. 
Hotel as his residence. 

A. I know that he has claimed that as his home. JI have heard the matter 
talked among our guests at the house, in relation to his residence, etc., 
whether it was there or at Brookline. 

Q. You knew that he claimed that as his residence, and claimed to retain 
his residence there in that way. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. He always has. 

A. Since I have known him he has. 

Q. You knew what time he stayed at Brookline, he was there temporarily, 
intending to retain his residence in that Ward and to return there. 

A. No, sir; I knew nothing about the particulars. 

Q. Had you ever heard him say so. 

A. I would not say. I think I have heard some such conversation, but I 
would not say that Mr. Shaw told me so. 

Q. Has he not been in the habit of coming there frequently. 

A. Oh, he is there at the house a great deal. I see him at the house almost 
every day. 

Q. Taking meals there. 

A. Well, as far as that is concerned I very seldom see him in the dining- 
hall; still he may be in two or three times a week, and I not see him. 

Q. Don’t you know that all along his letters have been addressed there. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Were you a voter in that Ward at the last election. 

A. SCS, Bir. 

Q. Did you attend that election. 
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A. No, sir; I think I was away at the time of the last city election. 

Q. You knew that Mr. Shaw claimed that that was his home, and claimed 
his residence in Boston. 

A. He has told me that he claimed Boston as his residence, and the hotel as 
his home. 

Q. You have always so understood it, have you not. 

A. That Mr. Shaw has claimed that. 

Q. Yes. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I suppose you have always had a room ready for him when he chose to 
come. 

A, Always. 

Q. (By Mr. Dickinson. ) You have a room ready ‘for anybody who comes, 
I suppose. 

A. We almost always have a room ready in our house for all who do come. 


Mr. Ranney then called Charles Herbert for Mr. Shaw. 


CHARLES HERBERT, sworn. 

Q. (By Mr. Ranney.) How long have you been at the United States 
Hotel. 

A. About ten years. 

Q. During any portion of that time, were Mr. Shaw and his family there 
regularly all the time. 

A. Yes, sir, unless it was during some absence in the summer. 

Q. Do you recollect what years he was there right through with his family. 

A. I don’t recollect the date he was there. Two years, I know, because I 
recollect the rooms were occupied. 

Q. Do you recollect what two years those were, 

A. No, I don’t. 

Q. That was before Mr. Barnes took the house. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did he say to you what his intention was in regard to retaining that as 
his residence, or what his purpose was in going to Brookline, when he left the 
house or about that time. 

A. No, sir; I don’t recollect anything about that. 

@. Did he at any time? 

A. No, sir; not that I recollect of. 

@. You have never heard him say where he claimed to retain his residence, 
or to have it? 

No, I never heard him say anything about giving up his residence. 
Do you know what he said about retaining his residence. 

He always told me he claimed his residence there. 

And meant to retain it? 

Yes, sir. 
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Q. Whether or not his letters have come there? 

A. Yes, sir; his letters have come there right along.. 

Q. Whether or not during the last year he has been there more or less? 

A. Yes, sir; he has been there every few days; well, he has been there a 
great deal since Mr. Barnes has been there, and since he left the house to go 
to Brookline. 

Q. Did you know of his being a candidate and holding offices in that Ward. 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Perhaps you voted for him. 

A. I don’t recollect about that. Yes, I may have voted for him, but I don’t 
remember, as I take no particular interest in politics, except to vote the ticket. 

@. Do you know whether he has abandoned his residence there, or con- 
tinued to claim it. 

A. He has continued to claim it, as far as I know. 

Q. You have always had a room for him when he came there. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Any special room. 

A. Well, we generally calculated to give him the room he occupied when 
he boarded there, when it was vacant. We always gave him that when it 
was vacant. 

. Was he there with his wife frequently. 

. She has been there several times. I don’t know how many, certainly. 

. You know whether he is in there at meals often. 

. Well, occasionally. 

. When he is there at meals does he always record his name on the book. 
. No, sir; I don’t know that he ever does when he comes for meals solely. 
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CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dickinson.) Is he there at meals at his own expense, or by in- 
vitation of somebody else, generally? 

A. Generally at his own expense. 

Q. Whom does he pay? 

A. Whoever happens to be in the office at the time. 

Q. Didn’t you tell me the other day that you didn’t remember of his ever 
having paid you for any meals, but you had often seen him in the dining-room 
with Mr. Foster? Didn’t you tell me so in the office? 

A. I told you he had been there at meals with Mr. Foster. 

Q. Didn’t I ask you distinctly the question whether he had ever paid you? 

A. You asked me if he had paid me for any? 

Q. What did you say? 

A. I told you that when he came himself he paid, and when -he came with 
other people who invited him, they paid. 

Q. Didn’t you tell me he had never paid himself? 

A. I couldn’t have answered you so. 

Q. When has he paid for any meals? 
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A. I can’t tell you; I don’t recollect the date. 

Q. You have spoken of these statements he has made of his intention to 
keep his residence? 

A. Yes, sir. He has made statements to other people, and he has made 
statements to me. 

Q. You have testified to his statement of his intention? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you or not, tell me the other night that those statements had gen- 
erally been made in the presence of other people, in order that they might be 
overheard. 

A. I didn’t tell you ‘‘ generally ” they had been made so, but I said they had 
frequently been made when other parties were there. 

Q. In order that they might hear them. 

A. No, sir; not for that purpose. 

Q. Didn’t you say that. Didn’t you give me that impression. 

A. No, sir; I told you he had made those statements when other people 
were at the counter. 

Q. Since Messrs. Barnes & Buck have been proprietors of the hotel, has 
George A. Shaw had his home at the United States Hotel. How will you 
answer that. 

. He has been there a good deal. 

. Can’t you give a direct answer. , 

. What do you consider ‘‘home”? He has been there a great deal. 

. **A great deal” ? How much. 

. Well, I should say every week. 

- Do you mean to say that he has paid money there every week, onan 
average. 

A. No, he hasn’t paid money, unless he had something at the house. 

Q. Do you call a man that comes in there and hangs round the hotel a per- 
son having his home there. 

A. I didn’t say so. 

Q. You declined to answer the question whether he has had his home there. 
I want you to answer that. 

A. Well, he has been there about every week — about there somewhere; 
and if a person comes in and asks me if Mr. Shaw is there, I always refer him 
to the parlor or reading-room, or somewhere about the house, without saying 
**heisn’t here.” Some people I could say right off, they were not there. 

Q. Has he had his residence at the United States Hotel since Messrs. 
Barnes and Buck became the proprietors. 

A. He has always claimed that. 

Q. As a matter of fact, does he reside there as other people do, who are 
boarding there this winter. Is he a resident there in that sense. 

A. He is not a regular boarder there. 

Q. Is he a resident of the United States Hotel, as you understand it. 

A. Well, I have no understanding about it, only what people claim for 
themselves. 
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Q. Do you know of any entries upon the books other than those which 
were shown the other night. 

A. I don’t know of any others. There may be others in the books, I 
haven’t looked over them. 

Q. All there is on the cash-book is an amount that remains unpaid of three 
or four dollars. Do you know of anything more than that. 

A. It wouldn’t be on the cash-book, if it hadn’t been paid. 

Q. Well, on his account. 

A. I haven’t looked at that. I don’t really know whether Mr. Shaw has a 
charge there or not. 

Q. You have seen Mr. Shaw go into the dining-hall, you say, with Mr. 
Foster, occasionally. 

A. Yes, sir, and other people; I can’t say who. 

Q. Who paid his bills. 

A. Those who would sometimes invite him in. 

Q. They wouldn’t be likely to invite a regular boarder, would they: What 
do you think about that. 
. [ haven’t said he was a regular boarder. 
. Do you think they would be likely to invite a resident there. 
. Yes, sir, very often. 
. You think they would invite a resident into the dining-hall. 
. Yes, sir. 
. When did you ever know of such a case as that. 
. Well, parties that have been regular boarders, but have given up their 
rooms, might be in a short time afterwards, the next day, or the next week, 
and somebody about the house would invite them in. 

Q. If they had given up their rooms, they would not be regular boarders, 
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would they.

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A. A. Ranney, Counsel for Mr. Shaw. — It is incumbent on 
the petitioners to show that Mr. Shaw was not an inhabitant 
of Ward 5 on the day of his election to the Common Council. 
It is purely a question of fact. There has been no evidence 
on the part of the petitioners to show definitely where Mr. 
Shaw’s evidence was on the 10th December, 1872. It is 
shown that, in November last, he had left Brookline and 
came into town. It isshown that he had an actual residence, 
up to 1867, at the United States Hotel. That being his domi- 
cil, it is incumbent on the petitioners to show that he had 
changed it. He must have one domicil; having one, it mus, 
be shown that he has acquired another. Where a man’s resi- 
dence is, depends very much on his intention. He has a right 
to choose where his home shall be. Cited, —Jennison vs. 
Hapgood, 10th Pick. 77; Sears vs. Boston, Ist Met. 251; 
Fitchburg vs. Winchendon, 4 Cush. 190; Harvard College v. 
Gore, 5 Pick. 373 ; Abington vs. North Bridgewater, 23 Pick, 
177; Fiske vs. Chester, 8th Gray, 508 ; Lyman vs. Fiske, 17th 
Pick. 234; Blanchard vs. Stearns, 8th Met. 298; U.S. Repts.

Having a fixed residence at the U. S. Hotel, the question 
is, whether Mr. Shaw acquired one somewhere else. In or- 
der to acquire a residence in Brookline, he must not only go 
there, but go there with the intention of making that 
place his residence. ‘The intention of the person is the con- 
trolling element in the case. Mr. Shaw, by his statements 
at all times, under oath and in common conversation, has de- 
clared his intention to retain his residence in Ward 5; has 
declared that he was only temporarily absent, and that he in- 
tended to return in a short time. The husband’s residence 
determines that of the wife, not the wife’s that of the husband. 


M. F. Dickinson, Jr., Counsel for petitioners. — Section 
20 of the City Charter provides that the qualified voters of 
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each Ward shall, at the annual election, be called upon to 
give in their votes for four able and discreet men, being in- 
habitants of the ward, to be members of the Common Coun- 
cil for the ensuing year. The petitioners contest Mr. Shaw’s 
right to his seat on the ground that he is not now, and has 
not been for a number of years, an inhabitant of Ward 5. 
The Constitutions provides that every person shall be con- 
sidered as an inhabitant “ for the purpose of electing and being 
elected into any office, or place within this State, in that 
town, district, or plantation where he dwelleth or hath his 
home.” The man is an inhabitant of the place where he has 
his home, — that is the common-sense definition. The place 
where the person generally spends his nights determines his 
residence. If Mr. Shaw went to Brookline with the general 
intention of returning sometime in the future, he could not 
retain his domicil in Ward 5. Harris vs. Firth, 4 Cranch 
C. C.710. In the cases of Petersham (Contested Elections, 
571), and Sears vs. Boston (1 Met. 251), there was a fixed 
intention of returning. 

A man’s intention is not always to be determined by what 
he says; it is evidence, but it is not conclusive. Mr. Shaw 
has had but one home, one residence, one place of abode, for 
the last five years, and that is Brookline. Having no abode, 
no residence in Ward 5, his intention to reside there goes 
for nothing. It is only in doubtful cases that intention 
comes in. It makes no difference whether the authorities of 
Brookline taxed him, or failed to tax him. To be eligible to 
an election, he must have been an inhabitant of Ward 5. 
The evidence shows he was not an inhabitant. Cited (in

W ATER-STREET GRADE DAMAGES. 


By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen, Jan. 30, 
1871, the Comm ttee on Paving was authorized to submit all 
claims for grade damages on Devonshire street, Water street, 
and Spring lane, to the arbitration of referees, to be chosen 
by the claimants and the committee, the decision of said 
referees to be binding on both parties. By a subsequent or- 
der, the Auditor of Accounts was authorized to transfer from 
the appropriation of paving, the sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, to be made a special appropriation for the set- 
tlement of grade damages on those streets. The awards

February 24, 1872, the City Council authorized the Com- 
mittee on Paving to build iron bridges, with stone abutments, 
on Huntington avenue, over the Boston and Albany Railroad,

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and on West Newton street, over the Boston and Providence 
Railroad, and to grade said Huntington avenue and West 
Newton street, provided that agreements should first be ob- 
tained from all parties in interest on said avenue and street, 
and from the railroad corporations, holding the city harmless 
from all claims for damages on account of the erection of 
the bridges, and the grading of the avenue and street. The 
committee subsequently reported that releases had been ob- 
tained from all parties in interest excepting one (the owner 
of a small lot on Huntington avenue, whose whereabouts 
could not be ascertained), and were directed by the City 
Council to proceed with the work. May 20, 1872, the same 
committee was authorized to erect foot bridges over the 
Boston and Providence Railroad, at Berwick park and West 
Canton street, for the safety and convenience of the public 
during the Peace Jubilee. 

The contract forthe stone abutments was awarded to Messrs. 
Jonas H. French, Parker & Colby; the contract for the iron 
bridge on Huntington avenue to the Boston Machine Com- 
pany, and that on West Newton street to the Atlantic Works, 
and the foot bridges to Robert Crosby.

RAILROAD LOCATIONS. ; 

May 20, 1872, the Metropolitan Railroad Company was 
authorized to extend their turnout on Tremont street, be- 
tween Northampton and Camden streets, one hundred feet. 

June 4, 1872, the same company was authorized to con- 
struct a temporary turnout on the easterly side of Tremont 
street, between Dartmouth and Canton streets, for the accom- 
modation of the public during the Peace Jubilee. 

November 25, 1872, the same company was authorized 
to construct a turnout on Temple place, to be used only dur- 
ing the hours of night after eight o’clock for the passage of 
the East Boston cars. 

December 24, 1872, the same company was authorized to 
construct a single track with two turnouts on Charles street, 
between Cambridge and Leverett streets. 

In the months of May and June, 1872, this company, un- 
der a location granted September 14, 1864, laid down a sin- 


~ gle track with turnouts on Charles street, between Boylston 


and Cambridge streets, and put in immediate operation that 


part of the road between Beacon and Cambridge streets. . 


No cars have as yet been run between Beacon and Boylston 
streets, but the company proposes, on the completion of the 
track between Cambridge and Leverett streets, to establish 
a new line of cars to be run over this route, connecting the 
railroad depots at the North End with the southern portion 
of the city. 
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December 31, 1859, the Suffolk Railroad Company was 
authorized to lay down a track from Maverick Square, 
through the entire length of Chelsea street, Kast Boston. 
This road was built by the Metropolitan Railroad Company 
during the past seascn, from Maverick Square to Saratoga 
street, where it was connected with the tracks of the Win- 
throp Railroad, which had been extended from Wordsworth 
street to that point. The above route is to be operated by 
the Winthrop Railroad Company. 

July 15, 1872, the location granted to the Metropolitan 
Railroad Company October 10, 1870, on Cottage and Pond 
streets, Ward 16, was revoked, and the tracks removed by 
the company. 

June 10, 1872, the Middlesex Railroad Company was au- 
thorized to lay down an additional track in Causeway street, 
from Charlestown street to the street leading to the Charles 
River bridge, and an additional track on said street to the 
dividing line between the city of Boston and the city of 
Charlestown. 

By an act of the Legislature; approved April 17, 1872, the 
Highland Street Railway Company was authorized to con- 
struct and operate a street railway in the city of Boston, over 
the following streets, viz.: Warren, Cliff, Dudley, Guild 
Row, Shawmut avenue, Tremont, between Shawmut avenue 
and Temple place, Eliot, Boylston, Washington, between 
Eliot street and Temple place, and between Shawmut avenue 
and Dudley street, and Temple place; with the right to en- 
ter upon and use, with its own motive power, the tracks of 
any street railway laid in thé streets or portions of streets 
above mentioned. This act was accepted by the city, May 
10, 1872, and the tracks located by the Board of Aldermen 
June 10, 1872, as follows, viz. : — 

Two tracks in Warren street, between Grove Hall and 
Dudley street. Two tracks in Dudley street, between Warren 
street and Shawmut avenue. One track in Guild Row. 
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Two tracks in Washington street, between Guild Row and 
that part of Shawmut avenue north of Washington street. 
One track in Cliff street. One track in Shawmut avenue, be- 
tween Cliff street and Dudley street, and across Dudley street ~ 
to that part of Shawmut avenue lying between Dudley street 
and Washington street. Two tracks in Shawmut avenue, 
between Dudley street and Washington street. Two tracks 
in Shawmut avenue, between Washington and Tremont streets. 
Two tracks in J'remont street, between Shawmut avenue and 
Temple place. One track in Temple place. One track in 
Boylston street. One track in Eliot street. One track in 
Washington street, between Eliot street and Temple place, 
with the right to construct suitable switches, turnouts, etc. 
And it was provided that any tracks laid in the portions of 
streets above mentioned, should be deemed tracks within the 
above location, for the use of said Highland Street Railway 
Company. ‘This road was constructed according to the above 
location, excepting in Cliff street, and that part of Shawmut 
avenue between Cliff and Dudley streets, and the company 
have now twenty-five cars running over the same. This 
company has petitioned the present Legislature for the right 
to lay tracks hereafter in such streets as the Board of Alder- 
men may from time to time determine, — a right now enjoyed 
by other horse-railway companies. 

By an act of the Legislature, approved May 6, 1872, the 
Union Freight R.R. Co. was incorporated, for the purpose of 
constructing and operating a railroad for the conveyance of 
. freight only between the terminal points of the several steam 
railroads in this city, with authority to lay down tracks for 
that purpose in Lowell, Brighton, Causeway, Minot, Nashua, 
Commercial, Prince, Hanover, Fleet, India, Broad, Atlantic 
avenue, Federal, Kneeland, Cove, Lincoln and Eliot streets, 
and such other streets as the Board of Aldermen may from 
time to time determine, with the right also, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, to construct side tracks 
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from its main tracks to any wharf or warehouse, when re- 
quested by a majority in interest of the occupants or owners 
of the same. ‘This act was accepted by the city July 2, 1872, 
and a location granted August 26, 1872, in all but the last 
four of the above-named streets. This company was, by the 
act of its incorporation, required and empowered to take the 
tracks of the Marginal Freight Railway within four months 
of the passage of the act, which was accordingly done. The 
company has petitioned the present Legislature for author- 
ity to use their road for the conveyance of passengers as well 
as freight. Section 44 of the General Street Railway Law 
authorizes corporations to use such motive-power on their re- 
spective roads, as the Board of Aldermen of cities, or the 
_selectmen of towns through which they are located, may per- 
mit. By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen of this 
city, November 8, 1872, the Union Freight Railroad Com- 
pany and the Albany Street Freight Railway Company were 
authorized to use steam as a motive power until otherwise 
ordered. 

The principal objection to the occupation of the narrow 
streets of this city by freight railroads arises from the de- 
lay occasioned to public travel by the blocking up of the 
streets in loading and unloading cars. If the business of 
these roads increases to any considerable extent, this will 
prove a serious inconvenience, unless wider avenues are pro- 
vided to accommodate the cars, and leave room for the free 
passage of vehicles. 


BEACON STREET. 


In the early part of last year petitions from about one hun- 
dred of the heaviest tax-payers of Boston were presented to 
. the Board of Aldermen, representing the crossing of Beacon 
street with the Boston and Albany Railroad as extremely 
dangerous to public travel, and praying that a bridge might 
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be erected over the railroad, and the street graded so as to 
carry the travel over and above the tracks instead of upon a 
level with them. The railroad corporation was favorably 
disposed towards the project, and signified its willingness to 
contribute liberally towards the expense of the same. ‘The 
Committee on Paving called upon the City Engineer for plans 
and estimates for a bridge on Beacon street, and also for one 
on Brookline avenue, it being evident that it would be neces- 
sary to bridge the railroad upon both avenues. The statutes 
of the Commonwealth provide that no bridge shall be con- 
structed over any railroad of a less height than eighteen feet 


in the clear above the tracks, without the consent of the Board | 


of Railroad Commissioners. As fifteen feet was all that the 
railroad corporation required at these points, and the addition 
of three feet would not only increase the cost of the bridges 
and the grading of the avenues, but also the claims for grade 
damages by the owners of the adjacent lands, the committee 
and the railroad corporation united in an application to the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners for leave to construct these 
bridges at a height of fifteen feet in the clear above the tracks. 
Permission to that effect was granted November 13, 1872. 
The Engineer’s estimate of the cost of the bridges and the 
grading of the avenues was $304,590. Owing to the lateness 
of the season at which these results were obtained, and the 
momentary check given to public improvements by the fire of 
November ninth, no further action was taken by the commit- 
tee in the premises. The constantly increasing travel upon 
these avenues as well as upon the railroad renders these 
bridges absolutely necessary for the safety of the public. 
The cost at present appears large, but the rapid increase in 
the value of the adjacent land, and the certainty that building 
operations will soon be commenced, admonish us that delay 
will be attended with increased expense, and that immediate 
action will prove the most economical in the end. 
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WOOD PAVEMENTS.

The “ Warren Pavement” was invented by Gardner War- 
ren, of this city, and patented October 19, 1869. It was 
first laid down on Columbus avenue, in 1870. No flooring 
of boards is used, but the blocks are set in parallel rows, as 
in a block-stone pavement, directly upon a gravel foundation, 
which is first shaped, and made solid by means of water. 
The spaces between the rows of blocks are filled with. sand, 
which is thoroughly packed with water, applied by a hand 
hose. 

The “ Boston Pavement” was invented by Dr. E. P. Mo- 
rong, of this city, and patented October 29, 1872. In this 
pavement no flooring is used ; the blocks are set in parallel 
rows, about three-quarters of a inch apart, upon a gravel bed, 
which is first graded to the form required, but not made hard 
when the blocks are set. The spaces between the parallel 
rows are packed with gravel or pebbles, and sufficient water 
(applied by a hose or watering-pot) allowed to flow through 
the pebble packing to saturate the earth foundation. The 
pebbles are then rammed by aid of an iron blade such as is 
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used in laying the Nicholson pavement, and subsequently the 
blocks are rammed into the foundation while it is still puddled 
or muddy. | 

The above pavements are simple in construction, easily 
laid down and repaired, and are preferable in many respects 
to the more complicated and costly pavements heretofore laid 
down in this city. By an order passed by the Board of Al- 
dermen, Sept. 3, 1872, His Honor the Mayor was authorized 
to appoint a Board of Commissioners, consisting of two 
chemists, two practical mechanics, and one civil engineer, to 
make a thorough investigation of the several processes in use 
and available for protecting wood to be used for paving from 
decay, and the various methods of constructing and putting 
down wood and stone pavements, and to report to the Board 
of Aldermen their opinion of the relative merits of the same. 
At the same time the Board offered a premium of three hun- 
dred dollars for the best essay on the most effectual method 
of preserving wood pavements from decay in this city, said 
essay to be submitted to the foregoing commission. The 
Mayor appointed on this commission Edward Sawyer, civil 
engineer, John M. Merrick, and James F. Babcock, chem- 
ists, and Thomas J. Whidden and Nathaniel O. Hart, practi- 
cal mechanics. Similar commissions have heretofore been 
appointed in other cities, but with unimportant results. Itis 
confidently hoped that the matter in the hands of this com- 
mission will receive such thorough investigation as to make 
their report a valuable document for future reference and 
guidance. 


DORCHESTER. 


I wish to call particular attention to the necessity of pro- 
viding for the surface drainage of Dorchester. Although 
three years have passed since this town was annexed to Bos- 
ton, nothing has been done to supply this want. There being 
no sewers in this section of the city, the water which collects 
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upon the streets is suffered to stand in pond holes or let off 
upon the first convenient lot of land. In former times, when 
a road became defective or inconvenient to travel from 
standing water, an attempt would be made to remedy the evil 
by filling the low places with broken stones or dirt. In this way 
the grades of the streets were constantly undergoing a change. 
A sample of this style of work can be seen on Dorchester 
avenue, where the horse-railroad track, which, when laid, 
was upon the crown of the road, now forms a trench in the 
centre, the sides having been raised from time to time by 
repeated layers of broken stone. The conveying of water 
upon adjacent land was considered, as a general thing, rather 
an advantage than a disadvantage, — the land being used for 
cultivation, the water served to irrigate the same. The im- 
provements which have been made during the past three years 
call for an entire change in this regard. New streets have 
been laid out, the land divided into building-lots, and houses 
erected. The wash of the streets upon these lots is no longer 
an advantage, but an intolerable nuisance. Complaints are 
made after every rain-storm, of yards, gardens, and cellars 
flooded with the wash from the streets, which this department 
is powerless to prevent, for want of sewers to receive and 
convey away the water. The city has no right to turn the 
water from its highways upon adjacent land, in opposition to 
the wishes of the abuttors, but is bound legally and morally 
to provide drainage for said highways. It is not in the prov- 
ince of the Paving Department to build sewers. The Sewer 
Department constructs them only when called upon to supply 
the means for house drainage. As long as citizens can, with- 
out serious inconvenience to themselves, drain into cesspools 
in their own premises, or convey their drainage into the 
street gutters, they are not likely to assess themselves for the 
construction of sewers. Consequently none are built, and the 
street drainage is left unprovided for. ‘The first requisite for 
a good road is thorough drainage. It is unreasonable to ex- 
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pect that good roads can be constructed and maintained in 


this section of the-city until drainage is provided. ‘This is a 
serious matter, and requires immediate attention. A thorough 


system of sewerage should be devised without delay, and put 
into immediate execution.

This Appropriation supplies Printing and Stationery for 
the City Council, City Clerk, Assessors, Treasurer, Auditor, 
Solicitor, and offices having no other appropriation ; also the 
Transcript Reports, City Bonds, ete. 

The present appropriation would probably have sufficed, 
but for the unusually heavy expenditure for City Bonds, 
amounting to $4,390, the preceding year being $190. 

There has been a general increase in the amount of work | 
for this account, partly indicated by the increased number of 
the Public Documents, being 134 for 1872, and but 104 for 
1871. ‘These Documents, including the several Department 
Reports, are charged to this account, excepting only surplus 
copies over the usual Document edition, that may be required 
by the Departments. 

The General Printing account, also, carries a considerable 
amount of Stock for the several Departments, from its date 
of purchase to its date of charging to the several department 
appropriations. The monthly balances of stock on hand vary 
- from $1,000 to $2,000 ; the amount Jan. 1, 1873, being $1,164. 

It is estimated that the amount required for the remainder 
of the financial year will be $5,000, for Printing, Stock, Sta-_ 
tionery, Reports of City Council, Salary, and other ex- 
penses.

The following report is submitted in compliance with the 
requirements of the ordinance relating to City Engineer’s De- 
partment. 

The information required to be given by the sixth section 
of the ordinance will be found in the accompanying report 
of Mr. Wightman, Assistant City Engineer. 

Having but recently assumed the duties of this office, I am 
not familiar with the operations of the department during the 
pastevear, and not having had the time to examine the various 
structures reported upon, with sufficient care to be able to 
now give a statement of the condition of all of them, I have 
thought it best to transmit Mr. Wightman’s report as re- 
ceived. 


BRIDGES. 


Attention is called to the condition of the Broadway 
bridge. There appears to be a want of lateral stiffness in the 
supporting trusses to the spans over streets and railways, 
and a ratio of strength to strain less than is usually provided 
in the suspension rods of the draw. Also the towers are out 
of plumb, owing in part, at least, to settlement of their sup- 
ports. Measures have been taken to ascertain exactly what 
movements have taken place, and those, if any, that are now 
occurring. 


* oe 
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The hot-air engines used for turning the draw need 
thorough overhauling and repair, and as they are not of 
sufficient power to handle the draw properly, and are 
costly in maintenance, owing in part to the high speed at 
which they are necessarily run, it is recommended that they 
be replaced by machines of greater power and of different 
character. 7 

It now requires nearly three minutes to turn the draw on 
or off. This operation should be performed in, at the most, 
one half this time, and provided sufficient lateral strength 
can be given to the draw by ties and braces to resist acciden-. 
tal shocks, there seems to be no good reason why it should 
not be performed in one minute. Steam engines of from two 
to three times the power of the hot-air engines are recom- 
mended for this place. 

The supporting piles of the Chelsea-street. bridge are in bad 
condition and past repair. The bridge, with the exception of 
its draw, must be rebuilt, and work upon it should commence 
as early in the spring as the weather will permit. 

The abutments of the Huntington-avenue bridge over the 
B. & A. R. R. have been badly injured and one of the wing- 
walls destroyed by the pressure of the mud against the pile 
foundations, combined with the pressure of the earth backing 
against the masonry. 

It seems difficult, if not impossible (except at an enormous 
cost), to build abutments or retaining walls that will not 
move and crack, on such ground as was found at this place, 
unless entire control can be had of the earth-filling behind, 
and for considerable distance around them. Long piles are 
required to reach through the soft mud, and even if driven 
well into a firm stratum beneath, they do not possess sufficient 
stiffness to resist effectually the movement of the mud sur- 
rounding their upper ends. No weight that it is practicable 
to put upon them will keep them in place. The most that 
can be done is to tie the piles well together, and give the 
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mud as much and as straight passage-way between them as 
possible. Even then movements will occur unless the earth- 
filling is carefully made; though fortunately they ordinarily 
cease before the abutment is ruined or rendered unservice- 
able. : 

Observations are being made from time to time at the 
Huntington-avenue abutments, to determine what: changes 
are now occurring, and if possible their exact cause. It is 
not thought best to rebuild the wing wall until the observa- 
tions are completed and a plan to secure and strengthen the 
whole structure has been devised. 

In the report for 1870, the City Engineer recommends 
rebuilding the Neponset bridge over Neponset river at the 
earliest moment. Its condition has not improved since, that 
time, and a new structure should be built the coming season, 
the old one being too far gone to admit of effective repair. 

The Longwood-avenue bridge is not in good condition. 
The supporting trestle-work is somewhat decayed and the 
abutment on the Brookline side has moved and seriously 
cracked, owing probably to a bad foundation. 3 

The track to the Meridian-street draw-bridge requires some 

» repairs, the draw-piers should be replanked, and the asphalt 

sidewalks repaired.

‘The iron work under the bridge floors, which is apt to be 

neglected on account of difficulty of access, should be kept 

well painted and in good state of presevation, as well as those 
parts that are above and in sight.

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Water WORKS. 


On the first of January of last year (1872) the water in 
Lake Cochituate had been drawn down to four feet three and 
a half inches, above the bottom of the conduit, or to about 
nine feet below high water level, and it continued to lower 
until March 29th, when it stood at the lowest point which it 
has been known to reach, or only nine and a half inches above 
the conduit bottom. Very little snow fell during the winter, 
and as the under-ground water-table throughout the sur round- 
ing country had been very much lowered by the drought of 
the preceding season, great apprehension was felt that the 
Cochituate district alone would prove insufficient to maintain 
the supply to the city during the following summer. 

Application to the Legislature was therefore made for an 
act authorizing the city to take water from a new source, 
and to build works for immediate relief. 

An act was passed, early in April, granting the right to take 
water from the Sudbury river, and to turn it into Lake Co- 
chituate, and the work required for this purpose was at once 
begun. 

In a report to the Water Board made last May, a full de- 
scription of this work (then in progress) was given. Its 
chief features are a wooden dam across the river, and a ditch 
from Farm pond to Beaver Dam brook, passing through 
swamp and meadow lands of a nature that requires the sides 
of the ditch to be sustained by planking and bracing. With 
the exception of a bridge over the outlet of Farm pond, it is 
now finished. Itis of a temporary character, intended; with 
proper attention and repairs, to last four or five years, or un- 
til a new conduit may be built connecting the river with 
Chestnut Hill reservoir. 

Water was first let into the ditch, June 19, and was run 
each night till June 25, to draw down the level of the pond 
and permit the deepening of the mouth of the ditch. On 
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June 25, water from the river was turned into the pond, 
and from thence let into the Lake, and the flow was continued 
uninterruptedly until August 7, when it was stopped to finish 
the side planking of the ditch. August 16 the communica- 
tion was again opened, and was kept open till September 17, 


when it was closed forthe season. 


The quantity of water received from the river during the 
seventy-five days of flow has not yet been accurately com- 
puted, but it cannot have been far from fifteen hundred mil- 
lions of gallons, or equal to the supply to the city, taken at 
the average for the year, for about one hundred days. 

On June 25, the water inthe Lake stood at five feet eleven 
and one half inches above the bottom of the conduit; on Au- 
gust 7, at six feet eight and one half inches; on August 16, 
at six feet four inches ; and on September 17, at ten feet one 
inch. * The rise above shown, was chiefly due to the large 
rainfall of the summer months, the supply from the river 
having been but about thirty per cent. in excess of the con- 
sumption in the city. 

The Lake is now as nearly full as it is deemed prudent. to 
keep it at this season of the year. 

The average daily consumption in 1871 ‘was 13,945,500 
gallons; that in 1872 has been 15,063,432 gallons; an in- 
crease of eight per cent. 

The average daily consumption for each month during the 
past year has been as follows : —

The above quantities are approximate only. There are no 
means provided at any part of the works for obtaining accu- 
rate data by which the quantities of water drawn from the 
Lake, or supplied to the city, can be computed. 

An examination of the interior of the conduit from the 
- Lake to Chestnut Hill reservoir was made October 12th and 
13th. It was found in a better condition than had been antic- 
ipated, but a number of new cracks were discovered and 
many of the old ones had widened (as was shown by the 
breaking away of the cement pointing), indicating that move- 
ments of a dangerous character are still taking place. A 
length of several thousand feet at the upper end was found 
covered with a thick vegetable growth resembling sponge, 
and a deposit of sand of several inches in thickness was 
found on the bottom, probably thrown in by the pumps used 
in the early part of the season. 

The various reservoirs and the distributing pipes are in good 
condition. Probably some changes will be made during the 
coming season in the street-pipe system and in the hydrants, 
that a more abundant supply of water may be provided in 
case of extensive fires. 

Owing to additions that have been made to the area sup- 
plied by the high service, and to the necessity of furnishing 
a Jarge supply of water in case of fire within that area, 
changes should be made in the high-service works that will 
practically increase their capacity. 

This can be done either by increasing the pumping power, 
or by building a reservoir connected with the stand-pipe. 
The reservoir would permit the pumps to be run at a uniform 
speed throughout the day, thereby very much increasing their 
effective capacity, and would hold in reserve a large supply 
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of water to be at once drawn upon for the extinguishment of 
fires. 

By request of the Water Board, surveys and estimates 
have been made by this department, to determine what 
changes and extensions can be made, and a report will soon 
be presented for their consideration.

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The number of persons employed and paid from the de- 
partment appropriation was, on the first of January, 1873, 
(including the City Engineer), 16. 

One of the assistants was discharged in June, by vote of 
the committee on this department, necessitating a remodelling 
of the working force of the office. A new party was made 
up by promoting one of the rodmen and dividing the em- 
ployees into three parties, each with a separate head. 

The following statement exhibits the operations of the 
department for the past year, together with such informa- 
tion pertaining to various works and structures, finished or in 
progress, as I have thought would be of interest. As no 
report was made by the City Engineer for 1871, I have 
briefly alluded to such works of importance as were con- 
structed or completed in that year. 


WATER WORKS. 


Pumping at Lake Cochituate. —'The use of the pumping 
machinery at Lake Cochituate, by means of which the city 
was supplied with water for a period of four months and 
a portion of a fifth, was discontinued on the 13th of April, 
1872. 

By direction of the Water Board, I took entie charge of 
the erection and running of this machinery, a full description 
of which is contained in the Report of the Cochituate Water 
Board for the year 1872. | 

Deer Island Water Pipe. — The laying of this pipe was 
completed in 1871, and it was thoroughly tested previous to 
the Annual Report of the Cochituate Water Board for that 
year. In the City Engineer’s report to the Water Board will 
be found a statement of the sizes and lengths of pipe laid, 
etc. 

Some difficulty was experienced last winter, from the freez- 
ing of the water in its passage through the pipe across Win- 
throp Bridge. To prevent a recurrence of this obstruction, 
which in case of fire at the institutions on Deer Island would 
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result in disaster, a double box of white pine plank, tongued 
and grooved and supported by suitable pile work, has been 
constructed during the latter part of the past year. The 
inner box contains the ten-inch water pipe, and is itself en- 
closed in a box of sufficient size to allow an air-space of five 
inches all around, the covers being made in such a manner 
as to be readily removed for repairs of the pipe. It was not 
deemed advisable by the City Engineer, or Superintendent 
of the Eastern Division, to remove the other pipe across the 
bridge, and, although not in use, it is to be kept as a reserve 
in case of accident. 

The length of the box is about 520 feet, and the contract 
for building it was awarded to W. A. Kenrick, for the sum 
of $4,200. 

Assistant Dexter Brackett was detailed to superintend the 
construction. 

Additional Supply of Water. — Assistant Wilbur F. 
Learned and party were detailed in January to make surveys, 
under your direction as Engineer of the Water Board in 
charge of additional supply, for the temporary connection of 
Sudbury River with Lake Cochituate. The party was em- 
ployed on this work during portions of the months of January, 
February, March, April, May, and June, but was recalled 
during the latter month, as changes in the office force rendered 
its services here indispensable. 

Water Pipe Plans, etc. — Sectional plans of Boston proper, 
Roxbury and Dorchester, showing the water pipes as laid, 
with the location of gates and hydrants, are in preparation. 
The plans of Boston proper, thirteen in number, made on a 
scale of one hundred feet to an inch, are now practidally com- 
pleted. The plans of Roxbury, twenty-two in number, are 
nearly completed; they will show all buildings within 
twenty-five feet of the street to facilitate the location of gates 
and hydrants. These plans, through the courtesy of Thomas 
W. Davis, Esq., City Surveyor, have been reduced from sec_ 
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tional plans made under his direction and from recent sur- 
veys. 

The usual measurements and location of pipes, gates and 
hydrants, laid or established in Roxbury and Dorchester, 
have been made and transferred to plans in this office, and in 
the offices of the Cochituate Water Board and Superintendent 
of the Eastern Division of the Water Works. 

Tables showing the consumption of water have been cal- 

culated, and the yearly tables of heights in reservoirs, rain- 
fall and depths of water run in the conduit, have been pre- 
pared for the City Engineer’s report to the Water Board. 
_ LHigh-Service Pumping Works.— The extension of the 
pipes supplied by these works, during the past year, has 
largely increased the amount of water required to be pumped 
by the engines. The high portion of South Boston, com- 
prising Telegraph Hill and adjacent territory, which was 
formerly inadequately supplied by the low-service pipes, is 
now connected with the high-service main in Dorchester, by 
an independent pipe twelve inches in diameter. 

The South Boston reservoir, which has been for several 
years of little use, owing to the inability of the low-service 
pipes, from loss of head caused by the increased consumption 
of water, to keep it full, can now be maintained at high- 
water mark, furnishing an important safeguard in case of a 
large fire or any accident to the mains supplying either the 
high or low service of this section of the city. 

In Dorchester, Ward 16, the high-service pipes are being 
rapidly extended to meet the demand for water on the ele- 
vated land comprising the larger portion of this ward. 

The supply of the Beacon Hill, South Boston and Dor- 
chester high districts was not contemplated when the pumping 
works were established, and their capacity will undoubtedly 
have to be increased within a short time to provide for these 
additions and extensions. 

_ The laying of a 16-inch pipe from these works direct to 
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the Beacon Hill district has been recommended by the City 
Engineer during the past year. ‘The. 30-inch, which is now 
used for supplying this district, could then be connected with 
_ the low-service in the city proper, furnishing additional se- 
curity, in case of accident to the 36 or to the 40-inch main. 

Connections have been made with the 20-inch main leading 
to Charlestown, in such a manner as to ensure a supply for 
the Beacon Hill District from the Charlestown works, should 
any accident happen to the 30-inch main or to the pumping 
engines. A plan with estimate of cost of these connections, 
was submitted to the Water Board Jan. 6th, 1872. The esti- 
mated cost of ‘the connections was $3,216.00, and for the ex- 
tension of the 16-inch pipe from the 40-inch main in Beacon | 
street, through Charles to Cambridge street, there connecting 
with the 12-inch pipe in the latter street, $6,490.00. 

New Main Pipe from Chestnut Hill Reservoir. — Plans, 
profiles and estimates of cost have been made for a new line 
of 48-inch pipe from Chestnut Hill Reservoir to the city. 

Two routes were suggested; one through Beacon street 
over the Mill Dam to the Common, the other through Beacon 
street to Coolidge’s Corner in Brookline, thence through 
Longwood Avenue, and other streets to the Tremont-street 
crossing of the Boston & Providence Railroad, there to con- 
nect with the present mains. 

The estimated cost of laying the main on the first route is 
sufficient to cover the cost of a 16-inch pipe to Beacon Hill, 
as proposed by the City Engineer and referred to under the 
head of High-Service Pumping Works, and also the 48-inch 
main on the-second route, as this latter is much the shorter 
of the two. 

The city proper is now well supplied by the mains leading 
to it, and no further additions to its population are to be ex- 
pected, except upon the State and Water Power Company’s 
lands, for which the present mains-with slight alterations will 
provide. Roxbury and Dorchester, on the contrary, are rap-

idly increasing in population, and the future growth of the 
city will be mainly in this direction; for this reason it would 
seem to be wise to supplement the supply of these districts 
by laying the new 48-inch main on the second route proposed. 
Even if the supply to the city proper were not ample, the lay- 
ing of the 16-inch pipe, as proposed by the former City Engi- 
neer, and the release of the 30-inch for duty on the low ser- 
vice, would obviate the necessity for a new 48-inch main to 
augment it. 


FORT HILL. 


The final estimate of earth removed from thjs district was 
made August Ist, 1872, and the duties of this department in 
connection with it ceased at that date. 

The following statement has been prepared exhibiting the 
amounts of all contracts and agreements for removing earth 
from Fort Hill, with the contractors’ names, and the prices 
paid per square or per cubic yard, and also the places to 
which the earth was carried or contracted to be delivered, 
from the commencement of the work, October 15th, 1866, to 
its completion, July 31st, 1872.

SUFFOLK-STREET DISTRICT. 


The final estimate of filling on this district was made July 
30th, 1872. ‘The filling was done under two contracts, one 
with John Souther, for earth from Fort Hill, and the other 
with Manuel & Haynes, who purchased a gravel bank at Cot- 
tage Farm Station on the Boston and Alb: any Railroad. The 
final estimate under Mr. Souther’s contract was made Dec. 
11, 1871, the total amount delivered being 5,933 squares, at 
$9.60, amounting to $56,956.80. Of this amount, $12,459.30 
were paid from the Fort Hill appropriation. Messrs. Manuel 
& Haynes assigned their contract to eae E. Gay, who 
completed the work. 

A portion of the filling furnished under this contract was 
obtained from the gravel banks of the Boston and Albany | 
Railroad in Needham, and was paid for by the car-load, the 
cars, by mutual agreement, being estimated to contain a spec- 
ified number of cubic yards. After the purchase by the con- 
. tractors of the gravel bank at Cottage Farm, it was levelled 
over, and monthly estimates made by this department of the 
amounts removed. | 

The contract specified that the gravel should be measured 
in the bank by the City Engineer, and until December, 1871, it 
was estimated in this way. In December, the committee, not 
being able to furnish dumping ground for the contractor as 
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fast as he desired it, allowed him to furnish gravel from 
the same bank to other parties. | 

The committee had been erroneously informed that this 
department could make separate instrumental estimates of the 
amounts delivered on the district and to other parties. 

As the cars were run during the day to one place, and at 
night to another, it was a manifest impossibility to measure 
the amounts removed in this way. The total amount removed 
from the bank could be ascertained each month, or oftener if 
desired, but the quantity delivered on the district or 
sold to other parties could only be determined by divid- 
ing the amounts, as estimated by the Engineer, by the 
number of car loads that left the bank, and assuming this 
quantity as the contents of one car, or by measuring the cars 
separately ; the number of car loads delivered on the district 
being then known, an estimate closely approximating the 
true amount could be made. | 

I have givén the above explanation, as the action of the 
committee gave rise to a misunderstanding between some 
members of it and this department, and estimates were de- 
layed by the Superintendent declining to furnish the number 
of car-loads, without which no estimate could be made by the 
City Engineer, no account of the car-loads being kept by him. 

The final estimate of gravel deposited in this district, un- 
der the Manuel & Haynes contract, was made July 30th, 
1872, the total quantity being 25,823 squares of 8 cu. yds. 
each, at $7.50 per square, amounting to $193,672.50. 

The Shawmut-avenue Bridge over the Boston & Albany 
R. R. and Orange street. — A contract dated November 
26th, 1870, was made with Charles W. Parker, for building. 
the north abutment and a pier for this bridge. The work 
was begun about the first of March, 1871, and completed 
July 24th, 1871, at a cost of $11,638.43. 

In March, 1871, a contract was made with Colby & Trum- 
bull for building the south abutment for this bridge; the 
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committee on the Suffolk-street district not being able to 
negotiate with the Boston & Albany R. R. Corporation for 
the raising of Orange street. Work was commenced under 
this contract about the first of May, 1871, and completed in 
September, 1871, at a cost of $7,011.80, making the total 
cost of the masonry for the two abutments and central pier 
$18,650.23. 

Dec. 30, 1870, a contract was made with G. W. & F. 
Smith for the construction of the iron superstructure of the 
bridge to span the space between the north abutment and 
the central pier, which would have been of an average length 
of 55 feet. As previously stated, negotiations for the raising 
of Orange street failed, and a new contract was made with 
the Messrs. Smith, dated March 7th, 1871, for the extension 
of the bridge over Orange street, in accordance with the plan 
first proposed to the committee, the details of which are 
fully stated in the City Engineer’s Report for 1870. 

The bridge was completed September 29, 1871, and has 
been well tested by the passage of gravel trains, drawn by a 
twenty-ton locomotive, without showing any signs of weak- 
ness. It is considered by competent judges the strongest as 
well as the most ornamental bridge yet built in the city. 

The cost of the superstructure was $33,636.50, making the 
total cost of the bridge, abutments and central pier, 
$52,286.73. 

Indiana-place Retaining Wall. — March 22, 1871, a con- 
tract was made with Colby & Trumbull for rebuilding the re- 
taining wall on the northerly side of the Boston & Albany 
railroad from the Shawmut avenue bridge to the brick block 
opposite to Porter street, in accordance with plans and speci- 
fications drawn in this office. 

The work was begun in March, 1871, and completed Oc- 
tober 20, 1871, at a cost of $30,395.71. 

It was supposed, when the plans were drawn, that a pile 
foundation would be required for a portion of the wall, 
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but as the excavation proved the natural foundation to 
be sufficiently firm, no piles were driven. 

Castle-street [tetaining Wall. — A contract was made in 
October, 1871, with Clapp & Ballou for building this wall, 
the plans and specifications being furnished by this depart- 
ment. 

It was intended to be similar in construction to the Indi+ 
ana-place wall, with a brick parapet five feet in height, on a cut 
granite coping, but as the Boston & Albany R. R. corpora- 
tion desired the wall built in such a manner as to render it 
available for the front foundations of any buildings which it 
might erect fronting on Castle street, and was willing to pay 
an equitable proportion of its cost if so constructed, a wooden 
fence with iron standards was. substituted for the parapet 
wall, and the retaining wall projected at the top about six- 
teen inches beyond the street line, upon land of the corpor- 
ation, for its entire length. 

The portion of the wall adjoining Tremont street is built 
upon piles, the ground at this end being unsuitable for the — 
foundation. 

The contractors were obliged by the terms of their con- 
tract to leave a gap in the wall, for the passage of gravel 
trains, and were unable to finish the work until the filling of 
the district was completed. 

They commenced building the wall in October, 1871, and 
the work was completed and a final estimate made August - 
28, 1872, the total cost being $438,215.98, of which amount 
the railroad corporation is to pay one-half. 

Assistant W. I’. McConnell was in charge of all the engi- 
neering field-work done in the Fort Hill'and Suffolk-street 
districts, including the construction of the Shawmut-avenue 
bridge and Indiana-place and Castie-street retaining Walls. 

Milton Bridge over the Neponset River at Milton Lower 
Mills. — This bridge has been widened about twenty feet on 
the easterly side, and a new retaining wall has been built 
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about one hundred and forty feet in length on the Boston 
side of the river, to support the filling caused by widening 
the approach to the bridge, and raising the grade of the 
street. 

The bridge structure for the portion widened is built of 
iron resting upon stone abutments or retaining walls on each 


side of the river, and upon seven intermediate stone piers, 


each five feet in diameter, firmly bedded in Portland cement 
on the rock bottom of the river. These piers are placed 
about thirty feet apart, and sustain a continuous longitudinal 
plate iron girder, three feet deep and two hundred and forty- 
seven feet in length, which supports the outer ends of a sys- 
tem of cross girders formed of twelve-inch I beams, placed 
about six feet apart, the other ends of which are supported 
in part by a twenty-inch I beam, placed longitudinally along 
the present easterly face of the old bridge, and secured 
thereto, and in part bythe new retaining wall. 

A contract for doing all the masonry and iron work was 
made with the National Bridge and Iron Works, in July, 
1871. The contractors had the twelve-inch I beams rolled 
in England, and were delayed in completing their work by 
the non-receipt of them at the time agreed upon. The work 
was finally completed early in spring of 1872, and was done 
in a very substantial and thorough manner. 

It is to be regretted that the old granite arched bridge, 
which is in a somewhat dilapidated condition, could not have 
been removed without giving rise to complicated suits for 
damage to water rights, and replaced by a suitable iron struc- 
ture. The angle of crossing could have been greatly im- 
proved, and the cost would have been but little in excess of 
that of the present addition to the old bridge, which was 
$22,797.69. The town of Milton paid $5,000 of this amount. 

Assistant Wilbur F. Learned had charge of work under 


this contract, and to his fidelity in the discharge of his duty 


the substantial character of the masonry is largely due. 


4 
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Back Bay BRIDGES. 


Plans and specifications for stone abutments with wing 
walls, and iron bridges at the Huntington-avenue crossing of 
the Boston and Albany Railroad, and at the Newton-street 
crossing of the Boston and Providence Railroad, were prepared 
in the latter part of February, 1872; propositions were in- 
vited and received, and contracts awarded before the first of 
March. The time taken by this department to prepare the 
plans, specifications and estimates of cost being but three 
working days after receiving the order from the committee on 
paving. 

The entire masonry for the two bridges was contracted to 
Jonas H. French, Charles W. Parker, J. S. Colby and C. A. 
Trumbull. The contract price; with subsequent additions to 
the amount of work required, was $96,905.00, the work to be 
completed in readiness for the iron work by the fifth day of 
May. The additions made to the amount of work were the 
extension of the abutments for the Huntington-avenue bridge, 
to’ provide for its widening from 80 to 100 feet, the returning 
of the wing walls instead of their extension on the line of the 
ubutments, the driving of additional piles owing to the soft 
character of the foundation, and the application of concrete 
around the tops of the piles. 

The abutments are of granite masonry in regular courses, 
the wing walls of rubble granite; all the masonry rests 
upon piles cut off at grade of four feet above mean low water, 
the number of piles required being 1,780. The masonry is 
thirteen feet thick at the bottom, four and one-half feet thick 
at the top, and twenty-four feet in height from the top of 
piles to the top of the bridge seat, and is in character and 
style similar to the masonry in the abutments of the Shaw- 
mut-avenue bridge. 

The bridges are of the same style as the Shawmut avenue; 
but of different dimensions, the spans and widths being 
different. The Huntington avenue is cighty feet wide, and 
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the length of girders, including the bearings on the bridge 
seats, is eighty-six and one-half feet. There are fourteen of 
these girders, four and one-half feet deep at the centre and 
two feet eight inches at the end, each weighing about eight 
and one-half tons. The Newton-street bridge is fifty feet 
wide, and the length of girders sixty-nine and gne-half feet. 
There are nine girders, three feet deep at the centre and two 
feet at the ends, each weighing about six and_ one-quarter 
tons. The girders in both bridges are strongly X braced, 
and tied together at the top and bottom with L iron ties and 
braces. They are proportioned to carry one hundred and fifty 
pounds per square foot, including their own weight, without 
straining the iron to more than one-fifth of its ultimate 
strength. 

The Huntington-avenue bridge has been thoroughly tested 
by the passage of gravel trains without giving any indications 
of want of strength. 

The Huntington-avenue bridge contract was awarded to the 
Boston Machine Company, for the sum of $40,800, the bridge 
to be completed in thirty days from the time when the abut- 
ments should be ready. ‘The Newton-street bridge contract 
was awarded to the Atlantic Works, for the sum of $14,500, 
the time given being the same as for the other bridge. The con- 
tractors for the masonry completed their work on the 11th 
of May; the bridges were finished and ready for travel the 
Ath of June. 

Lhe anxiety of the committee to have these bridges com- 
pleted in readiness for the “Peace Jubilee” prevented any 
accurate examinations of the character of the foundations for 
the abutments and wing walls, and it was not until the work 
of driving the piles was commenced that its soft nature was 
discovered. Additional rows of piles were driven for the foun- 
dation of the abutments, and a bed of concrete placed around 
the top of the piles, but notwithstanding these precautions 
the weight of the gravel filling back of them, which was of 
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necessity hastily applied, acting upon the soft mud and forcing 
it against the foundation piles, which were so closely driven 
as to prevent its passage between them, has moved the abut- 
ments and cracked them in several places. 

The westerly wing wall of the northerly abutment was 
ruined by the pressure of the mud suddenly applied against 
its pile foundation ; this pressure was caused by the breaking 
through of the crust, which was overloaded by the gravel fill- 
ing. The application of an iron band to the southerly abut- 
ment seemed for a time to prevent a further movement, but 
an examination recently made shows the abutment to be 
cracked in several new places by the pressure of the back-fill- 
ing and settling of the pile foundation. These abutments are 
not yet in a dangerous condition, in fact they are not as badly 
cracked as the Albany-street-bridge abutments at the crossing 
of the same railroad, but as the movement still continues it 
is impossible at present to determine whether it will be nec- 
essary to rebuild them. 

The northerly abutment of the Newton-street bridge is 
cracked, but has not settled, while the southerly abutment, 
owing to the street having been filled some years previous to 
its construction, stands as it was built, without the slightest 
sign of weakness. 

The pile-driving and construction of masonry was super- 
intended by inspectors appointed by the committee. Assist- 
ant W. F. McConnell had charge for this department of the 
engineering field work. 

Foot Bridges over the Boston and Providence Railroad. — 
In addition to the plans for the Huntington-avenue and New- 
ton-street bridges, plans were made for two wooden bridges 
to span the Boston and Providence railroad at West Canton 
street and Berwick park, for the accommodation of foot 
travel to the Coliseum; and plans were also made fora flight 
of steps,supported by light trestle-work, from the Dartmouth- 
street bridge for the same purpose. | 
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The bridges give 18 feet headway between the tracks and 
bottom chords of the trusses, and consist of two Warren 
trussed girders, 51 feet 8 inches in length, and 9 feet in 
depth, placed 20 feet. apart, and resting upon heavy trestle- 
work abutments with pile foundations. ‘The approaches are 
carried on trestle-work at a grade of one in five, and for the 
temporary purpose for which they were designed, the bridges 
are strong and well-built structures. They will probably be 
taken down in a short time, as the abutments are upon land 
of the railroad corporation, and remain there only by suffer- 
ance. 

The work of building the two bridges was contracted to 
Robert Crosbie for $7,000, and completed by him in thirteen 
working days. 

The trestle-work and stairs from Dartmouth-street bridge 
were built by F,. A. Richardson, at a cost of about $700. 

Assistant Henry Manley was in charge of the construction 
of the bridges, ete. 


West Boston AND CRAGIE’S BRIDGES. 


West Boston Bridge. — Under the direction of the com- 
missioners on the West Boston and Cragie’s bridges, a 
thorough examination was made of this bridge, and plans 
and specifications prepared for repairing it. 

Ross & Lord were the successful bidders for the work, and 
commenced it in September, 1871, and completed it in Decem- 
ber, 1871, at the cost of $45,624.32 for the contract work, 
and for extra work and materials, $3,826.27, a total of $49,- 
450,59, in addition to which cesspools and drain pipes were 
put in at a cost of $1,000. 

A detailed description of the repairs and improvements on 
this bridge is contained in the report of the Commissioner on 
bridges between Boston and Cambridge (City Doc. 19, 1872). 

Cragie’s Bridge. — Examinations, surveys, and estimates 
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were made in November and December, 1871, for widening 
and repairing this bridge. 

The estimates were based upon a width of 75 feet, the pres- 
ent width being 50 feet. In December, 1872, additional plans 
and estimates were made, the commissioners deciding to widen 
the hridge to 64 feet, and construct a new draw in the posi- 
tion fixed by the Harbor Commission. The estimated cost of 
the proposed improvements is $160,000, and the work will be 
commenced as early in the spring as possible. 


WARREN BRIDGE. 


At the request of the Commissioners on the Warren and 
Charles River Bridges, surveys and plans were made for a 
new draw, and for widening the draw-way and repairing the 
bridge. 

The plans first made were for a new slide draw, but as these 
were objected to by the Harbor Commission, on account of 
the required encroachment on the space between this bridge 
and the bridge of the Fitchburg Railroad Corporation, plans 
were made for a counter-balanced centre-pivot and turn-table 
draw. 

The change in plans compelled the raising of the draw about 
2 feet, to prevent interference with the water-pipe. This neces- 
sitated a corresponding increase in height of the bridge at the 
draw, and rendered unavoidable the raising of grade for a dis- 
tance of 227 feet on the Charlestown, and 150 feet on the Bos- 
ton side of the draw. 

All the buildings on the draw pier had to be removed, and 
the pier extended 64 feet. _ 

A contract was made with Ross & Lord for building the 
new draw and removing the old one, for the sum of $14,375, 
and an additional contract was made with them for building 
new bulkheads with air spaces. The new draw is 114 feet 
long, and 50 feet wide, and consists of two Pratt trusses, 
with Sampson posts and suspending rods, and wooden chords 
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and struts. These trusses are 9 feet in height, and are placed 
on each side of the roadway, the trussed floor beams are placed 
on the top of the bottom chord, and every alternate floor beam 
projects 8 feet beyond the sides of the trusses, to support the 
sidewalk. | 

A system of trussed beams extending across the roadway, 
beneath the Sampson posts, is arranged to convey a portion 
of the weight to the centre pivot. 

The draw can be easily and rapidly moved by hand-power, 
but steam power is to be applied to open and close it and aid 
vessels in passing through the draw-way. 

The commissioners desired me to take charge of all the 
engineering work on the bridge, and by detailing Assistant 
Wilbur F. Learned to superintend the field work and con- 
struction, I was enabled to do so; the City Engineer assenting 
to this arrangement. 


DerER ISLAND WHARVES. 


In 1871, surveys and plans were made for repairing the 
steamboat wharf, and extending the ferry wharf at Shirley 
Gut, Deer Island. 

The contract for doing this work was awarded to Amos 
Quimby. 

In June, 1872, specifications were prepared for the con- 
struction of a new wharf, according to plans made by this 
department in 1870. A contract was made with Salma E. 
Gould, and the work commenced at once. 

Repairs on Steamboat Wharf.— This wharf was strength- 
ened by driving 23 new oak piles and by the addition of 
cross braces, new stringers substituted for the old ones, and 
the whole surface of the wharf replanked. 

The cost of the work was $2,195. 

Ferry Wharf, Shirley Gut. — An addition, 100 feet in 
length, was made to this wharf, the addition being built with 
spruce pile foundations. From the making out of the island 
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into the gut, which is constantly going on at this point, it is 
probable that this addition will be useless in a few years, and 
it was not deemed expedient to incur the expense of oak pile 
foundations. The piles were well braced, and the wharf 
stood through the severe storm of Nov. 15, 1871, with slight 
injuries, while 50 ft. of the old wharf in the rear was torn up. 

The cost of the structure was $910. 

New Wharf. — The new wharf is 300 ft. in length, and 
25 ft. in width, built in front of the sea-wall constructed in 
1870. It has oak pile foundations, with white-pine caps, and 
floor stringers covered with 4-inch spruce plank, and is sub- 
stantial and well built. Mr. George Barrus was employed 
as inspector, and a record was kept of all piles driven. 

The cost of the wharf was $8,870, and the cost of putting 
in a foundation for a boat-house, and driving 22 oak fender 


piles, was $1,215.87. 


GALLop’s IsLAND WHARF, COAL-SHED, AND Wartinc-Room. 


In September, 1872, surveys, plans, and specifications 
were made for a new wharf to replace the old one, which was 
in an unstable condition, and also for a coal-shed and wait- 
ing-room located on the wharf. ‘This wharf is a very sub- 
stantial structure, with oak pile foundations, pine caps and 
stringers, and spruce covering. It is somewhat peculiar in 
shape, being flared at the end like the smoke-stack of a loco- 
motive, and gives from its form three berths for vessels, one 
on each side and one at the end. | 

The coal-shed is a very strong building, designed to hold 
250 tons of coal. : 

The entire work was performed by Whitcomb & Potter, 
under contract, for the sum of $10,950. 

The contractors were subjected to extra expense, and were 
delayed in the prosecution of their work, by the closing of 
the small-pox hospital at the south end of the city, and the 
transfer of patients suffering with the disease to the island. 


= 
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It was almost impossible for them to hire men who were will- 
ing to work on the structures, and two of their force died 
with the disease. 

The work was finally completed by the contractors on the 
Ath of November. 

Until October 4th, Mr. Barrus was Inspector of the work, 
under the direction of Ass’t Manly of this department, who 
had charge of the wharves at Deer Island. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


In June surveys and plans were made for two new drops, 
with new slips and guard-piers, at the north ferry. Specifi- 
cations for doing the work were drawn up, and proposals 
advertised for. 

With the exception of-giving lines and grades, as they 
were required by the progress of the work, this department 
has exercised no supervision over the construction under the 
contracts, the Board of Directors having appointed a super- 
intendent, who was responsible to them. This department 
has been frequently consulted by the committee of the Board 
in charge of the work, and also by the superintendent; and 
such examinations as I have incidentally made of the various 
constructions under contract have impressed me with the 
exceptionally thorough and substantial character of the work- 
manship. 


PINCKNEY-STREET SEA-W ALL. 


This wail was built several years ago by private parties, 
and came into the possession of the city by its acceptance of 
the street as extended from Charles street. It was insuffi- 
cient to sustain the pressure of the filling behind it, and has 
ulways been considered an insecure sea-wall. In 1870-71 
measurements were made at different times to ascertain the 
amount and rate of its motion. It moved five inches from

Nov. 1870, to Nov. 1871, and has moved since it was built, 
about three feet. 

A plan and specifications were made in July, 1872, for re- 
building the wall, and it was advertised for proposals the 
29th of the same month, but none that were satisfactory to 
the Committee on Paving were received. It was advertised 
a second time, September 2d. Clapp & Ballou were the 
lowest bidders, and a contract was drawn, the conditions of 
which were not satisfactory to them, and they declined sign- 
ing it. 

The City Engineer was then consulted by the committee 
with regard to modifying the plan of construction. By the 
plan first proposed the old wall was to be taken up, the piles 
under it either pulled up or cut off six feet below mean low 
water, new piles driven and cut off at the level required for 
the old ones, and a new wall of ltrger section built on the 
new pile-work. There was danger of damaging the house 
belonging to Doctor Hasket Derby, it being situated within 
20 feet of the face of the wall, and contractors in bidding for 
the work made a large allowance for this contingency. In 
the absence of the City Engineer I modified to a slight ex- 
tent the section of the wall, and substituted for a portion of 
the ballast behind it, a pile bulkhead, anchored by iron rods 
to piles driven in the street at a sufficient distance from the 
bulkhead to be beyond the slope of the filling, the pressure 
of which had caused the movement of the wall. The work 
was a third time advertised for proposals October 25th, but 
as the City Engineer and myself had stated to the committee 
that the cost of rebuilding the wall should not exceed $7,000, 
and as no proposition came within that amount, all the pro- 
posals were again rejected. A proposition was subsequently 
made by J. J. Leighton to do all the work for the sum of 
$6,850, and the contract was awarded to him. 

The pile bulkhead with its anchor piles (in driving which 
there was the most danger of injury to thé house) has been 
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completed without the slightest sign of damage, the old wall 
has been removed, but the building of the new one has been 
delayed by the severity of the weather. Submarine divers 
will have to be employed to do a large portion of the work, 
and it will not probably be completed before spring. 


MIscELLANEOUS CONSTRUCTIONS AND ESTIMATES IN’ 1872. 


Under this head may be classed the 

Condor-street Sea- Wall. —It was built by Messrs. Clapp 
& Ballou in accordance with plans furnished by this depart- 
ment, and is situated at the foot of Glendon street, E. Boston. 
The wall is 100 feet iu length, and cost $2,340. 

HH. Boston Cemetery Wall. — This wall is about 141 feet 
long, and was built by contract by Daniel Cram. The con- 


' tract price was $1,250, but as the wall was not built in 


accordance with the specifications, the committee deducted 
$350. 

Harrison-avenue Wall. — Plans were made for this wall in 
April, 1872. It is front of a block of tenement houses 
owned by W. Elliot Woodward, Esq., and is’ built of Rox- 
bury stone laid in cement, upon an oyster shell foundation. 
It cost $6.40 per lineal foot, amounting to $1,907.20, of 
which sum Mr. Woodward paid one-half. The contractor 
was Thomas Dolan. rE 

Beacon-street and Brookline-avenue Bridges, over the Bos- 
ton and Albany R. &.— Estimates involving much labor 
have been made of the cost of these bridges and their abut- 
ments, and profiles showing the grades, and elevations and 
cross sections of the abutment have been drawn, but no de- 
sigus have yet been made for the proposed bridges. 

The first estimates were for a headway of 18 feet between 
the tracks and under side of the bridge ; other estimates were 
afterwards made for a 15-feet headway. The railroad com- 
missioners have consented to their construction with the 15- 
feet headway. 
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Estimates of the amount of filling required and approxi- 
mate estimates of grade damages have been submitted to the 
Committee on Paving. } 

Swett-street Hautension, etc. — Estimates were furnished to 
the Street Commissioners for bridge structures on the pro- 
posed extension of this street across the South Bay to Wash- 
ington Village, and also estimates for the bridges required on 
the extension of West Chester Park. 

Eastern avenue and Northern avenue. — At the request of 
the. Harbor Commission, estimates of the cost of bridges, 
abutments, sea-walls and filling, with the estimated amount 
of land damages for the construction of these avenues across 
Fort Point Channel, were made and submitted. 

Extension of First and Q streets, South Boston. — Plans 
for a sea-wall and also plans for a pile bulkhead on the ex-_ 
tensions of these streets, were made in 1871. 

Specifications were prepared for building the pile bulkhead 
and filling the streets, in 1872; the work was advertised for 
proposals, but no contract has been executed.

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ALBANY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Roxpury CANAL). 


This drawbridge was put in thorough repair early in the 
spring of 1872. The lower track frame, which had settled 
badly from the decay of the timbers, was renewed, the Samp- 
son posts braced, several new pieces of track put in, and the 
entire draw replanked and repainted. In rebuilding the 
lower track frame it was raised eight inches, and the bridge 
approaches were raised to correspond with the increased 
height of the draw. 

The amount expended for these repairs was, $1,692.80. 


BrRoADWAY BRIDGE. 


I regret that the duty you have assigned me of writing 
this report compels me to give you an unfavorable statement 
of the condition of several divisions of this structure. 

The heavy travel to which the bridge has been subjected 
by the closing of the Federal-street bridge for repairs, has 
strained every portion of it, and developed its weak points. 

The arched girders of the spans over Lehigh and Foundry 
streets are inclined towards the easterly side of the bridge 
and have been stayed up by tie and brace rods temporarily 
applied. 

About two months ago I was informed by the Superinten- 
dent, Mr. Poole, that he had been obliged to place a weight 
of 1,130 pounds on the southerly end of the girder, on the 
westerly side spanning the opening on the South Boston end 
of the draw. ‘The object of this weight was to raise the 
northerly end of the. girder, spanning the channel on the 
same side of the draw, and prevent it from striking the cam 
on the abutment; he had endeavored to lift it by means of 
the nuts on the ends of the suspending rods, but did not 
think it safe to turn them any more than he had done, for fear 
of straining the rods beyond their strength. By shortening 
the rods, he had not been able to lift this corner of the draw, 
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the only effect being to raise the corner at the opposite end 
higher, and he had therefore applied the weight. This 
seemed for a time to remedy the difficulty, but after a few 
weeks he was obliged to put on an additional weight of 780 
pounds to keep the end of the girder from striking. I could 
account for this action of the drawbridge in but two ways; 
one was by an unequal settling of the centre pier, and the 
other by the yielding of the tower. It is probable that there 
has been a settlement of the centre pier, as the tower to which 
the rods are attached on this side of the draw is considerably 
out of plumb; and one of the braces, which is of small sec- 
tion, extending from the tower to the lower chord, shows 
evident signs of crippling. The method of sustaining the 
two spans of the drawbridge by suspending rods from the 
tops of the towers, although very common and safe for small 
drawbridges, is dangerous on account of the accidental 
strains to which they are liable in one of this size and im- 
mense weight, unless there is a large surplus of strength in 
the rods. Upon your assuming the duties of. City Engineer, 
I informed you of my apprehensions with regard to the con- 
dition of this drawbridge, and from examinations since made 
under your direction, I feel confident these rods are strained 
beyond safe limits. 

* The hot-air engines in use for moving the drawbridge 
have been a constant source of expense and anxiety for the 
past year. They are said to be of a nominal power of four 
horses, and were intended to be used separately, each one 
being supposed to be powerful enough to open and close the 
draw. Such is not, however, the case, as it requires all the 
power of both running at their highest speed to move the 
draw off and on, and even then it is at times insufficient to 
move it as rapidly as would be desirable. It is exceedingly 
important that a different and increased motive-power should 
be applied to this drawbridge, and from a consideration of 
various methods I am of opinion that steam would be the 
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most efficient and economical. I recommended the substi- 
tution of steam for the present hot-air engines to the Com- 
mittee on Bridges of last year, when consulted by them in 
regard to the matter. 

The power of engines which would be necessary could be 
most conveniently determined by trial, as the present en- 
gines have no appliances by which an indicator diagram can 
be obtained, and if it could be obtained, it would be of doubt- 
ful reliability. 

Considerable difficulty has been experienced from the ex- 
pansion and contraction of the material of the bridge during 
the extremes of’ hot and cold weather; the draw being 
bound so tightly in hot weather as to necessitate the cutting 
off of portions of the ends of the lower chords abutting the 
spans over the Old Colony Railroad. The contraction in cold 
weather does not retract the bridge to its position before ex- 
pansion, and the effect of the successive expansions and con- 
tractions is a gradual creeping towards the draw of the parts 
of the bridge at each end of it. When the bridge was built, 
pile foundations were driven for brick or stone abutments, 
which it was thought, by the superintending Engineer, would 
have eventually to be constructed to resist the movement 
towards the draw caused by this expansion; and it is evident 
that it must be prevented by the construction of these abut- 
ments, or in some other way, as it cannot much longer con- 
tinue without serious injury to the drawbridge. 

During the summer three of the cast-iron floor plates, near 
the Foundry-street span, dropped out. I attributed this to 
the lateral expansion of the bridge, as the new plates which 


replaced the old ones had to be cast one and one half inches. 


wider, to give them a suitable bearing on the longitudinal 
girders. 

The Pheenix columns, upon which a large portion of the 
bridge is supported, are being rapidly deteriorated by the 
rusting of the lower portion at the surface of the ground. 


oa 
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They are enclosed in cement concrete from this point to the 
pile foundation four feet below it, but should be coated with 
coal tar or asphalt for a height of four feet from the cement 
concrete, and the concrete itself should also be coated. 

The cost of repairs on the engines and machinery con- 
nected with the draw, combined with the cost of other repairs, 
was $2,181.45 for the past year. 


CHELSEA-STREET BRIDGE. 


At the request of the chairman of the Committee on 
Bridges, this bridge was examined in Decémber, and found 
to be in a dangerous condition. 

A report was made, with a statement of the repairs which 
it would be necessary to make to render it safe for the winter. 
The temporary repairs recommended have been completed, 
but the bridge will require rebuilding as early in the spring 
as possible. 

Of the portion on the East Boston side, about one hundred 
and forty feet in length, extending from the shore to low- 
water mark, should be made a solid causeway and enclosed 
by a sea-wall. . | 

The remainder of the bridge, with the exception of the 
draw and its foundations and abutments, requires an entire 
renewal of the pile piers supporting the superstructure. 
The drawbridge was built in 1868, and it and its foundations 
and abutment piers are in good order. | 

The amount expended on this bridge for repairs during 
the past year, not including those made in December, was 
$32.60. | 


CoMMERCIAL-STREET BRIDGE (OVER CREEK AT COMMERCIAL 
Porn). 


Plans, specifications and estimates were made in 1871 for 
repairing this bridge, the southerly end of which was in a 
very bad condition. 
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The plans first prepared were for a renewal of the pile 
structure, but they were afterwards changed to provide for 
building a sea-wall fora distance of 130 feet from the 
southerly abutment, connecting at the channel with a new 
abutment. 

The work was advertised and the contract awarded to 
Messrs. Clapp & Phillips, who completed it July 12, 1872, 
for the sum of $7,532.00. 


DOVER-STREET BRIDGE. 


The draw was thoroughly reconstructed in 1871, at a cost 
of about $8,300. The bulkheads at each end of the draw 
will need renewal the coming season, us they are badly de- 
cayed; the remaining portion of the bridge is apparently in 
fair condition, but as it is now fifteen or sixteen years since 
it was rebuilt, a critical examination would probably show a 
deterioration of other parts of the superstructure. 

The bridge is too narrow to properly accommodate the 
travel over it, and when it becomes necessary to reconstruct 


the superstructure it should be widened to correspond with 


the width of Dover street. 

The draw was considerably damaged a few months ago by 
the collision of a vessel, and the cost of repairing it, together 
with other repairs on the bridge and reshingling the buildings 
on the draw pier, was $2,745.88. 


FEDERAL-STREET BRIDGE. 


Numerous plans have been made since the passage of the 


Act of the Legislature, approved April 24, 1869, authorizing. 


the widening of this bridge to 70 feet, the width of Federal 
street. 

These plans have been fora variety of structures, cither of 
wood or iron, and nearly all of them contemplated the re- 
moval of the old bridge. The expense of building a new 
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structure, in accordance with any of the plans based ona 
removal of the old one, deterred committees from recom- 
mending it to the City Council. From the designs submitted 
by this department the Committee on Bridges for 1872 se- 
lected the one involving the least expense, and presented this 
to the Harbor Commission for their approval. ‘The delay in 
proceeding with the widening and reconstruction of the 
bridge in accordance with this plan was caused by a mis- 
understanding between the committee and the commission, 
which was finally satisfactorily adjusted, and the plans re- 
ceived the approval of the latter. 

The work was advertised for proposals on the 11th of June, 
bids to be received until the 24th, the time being afterwards 
extended to the 29th. 

The lowest two bidders were not able to give the bonds re- 
quired by the committee, and after waiting several weeks to 
give them every opportunity to procure suitable bondsmen, 
the contract was awarded to the next higher bidder, F. A. 
Richardson, for $79,500. 

The bridge is 508 feet long, and has been widened 20 feet 
on the easterly side, and when completed will have two slide 
draws, each 380 feet in width, over the same channel, but 
moving off in opposite directions. The draw-way has been 
widened 4 feet, and is now 36 feet in width; the grade has 
been raised 19 inches at the draws, descending each way to 
the old grade at the abutments; new sidewalks and fences 
have been built, and stone block paving is to replace the 
cobble-stone pavement. Two horse houses and a new build- 
ing for an office for the bridge superintendent have been con- 
structed, and the new roadway gates are in position. One 
draw has been finished and is now in use, and the foundation 
and track timbers are ready for the other. Hach of these 
draw-bridges has two Pratt trusses, one 67 feet and the other 
1074. feet long, both 10 feet high in the centre, and the shorter 
one is provided with a Sampson post and suspension rods. 
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The paving on one-half of the bridge and the second draw 
are not yet completed; the paving cannot be finished until 
the frost is out of the earth filling, but the draw will be ready 
for travel in a short time. 

The horse-car and foot travel have not been interrupted 
during the progress of the work, and one-half of the bridge 
has been for some weeks open for the passage of teams. 

The fourth approximate estimate, dated December 6, 1872, 
shows the amount due for work done and materials furnished 
to be $69,329.00; amount paid $55,463.20. 

The amount expended for repairs on this bridge, previous 
to the commencement of work under the contract, was 


$1,235.35. 


GRANITE BripGE (OVER NEPONSET RIVER) 
Is in good condition, and will not require any repairs, with 
the exception, perhaps, of replanking. 

The amount expended for repairs the past year has been 
$206.16. 


LONGWOOD-AVENUE BRIDGE. 


Temporary repairs were made on this bridge in 1870. It 
will probably have to be replaced by a new structure within 
a year or two; the repairs not being intended to make the 
bridge safe for more than four or five years. 


Mr. WASHINGTON-AVENUE BRIDGE. 


‘The draw of this bridge is the only one ever constructed by 


the city, the entire weight of which can be carried on the. 


centre pivot. It works very easily, and there is but one 
drawback to its satisfactory operation, and that is the inabil- 
ity to turn it end for end, owing to one of the corners being 
lower than the others. It is a difficulty which could be ob- 
viated at a small expense, and if obviated, would in many 


— 
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cases reduce the time of keeping the draw open for the pa-- 
sage of vessels. 

‘The bridge superintendent. needs a new office building, the 
old one being tco small and somewhat. dilapidated. 

No repairs except the ordinary ones, such as replanking {he 
draw, replacing broken fenees, etc., have been made during the 
past year. The amount expended for repairs was $1,246.62. 


MERIDIAN-STREET BRIDGE. 


Some improvements are needed on the tracks and running 
gear of the draw on this bridge, and the draw piers require 
replanking on top, and new.oak ribbons on the sides. The 
asphalt sidewalk is in a bad condition, and should either be 
patched or taken up and relaid. The bridge is otherwise in 
a good condition. 

The cost of repairs for the year was $480.18. 


Mitton Bripge (at Mitron Lower MiItzs.) 


A full account of the widening of this structure will be found 
on page 24. 


Mitt Dam BripGe (OVER SLUICES). 


The outer stringer, with the fence attached on the northerly 
side of this bridge, has been thrown out of its vertical posi- 
tion by the expansion of the wood pavement, and should be 
replaced and bolted to the other stringers to avoid a recur-. 
rence of this difficulty. | 


Neronset BripGe (OvER Neponset RIVER) 


Will not be safe for public travel another season, and 
should be attended to without delay in the spring. Only 
a small amount has been expended for repairs the past two 
years, and the structure which was reported in bad condi-

tion by the City Engineer in 1870, has not been improved 
or strengthened except temporarily since that time. 

In the City Engineer’s report for that. year several plans 
and estimates for repairs and renewals are given, and I fully 
endorse the following opinion quoted from that report : — 

“The structure as a whole is in such condition that it 
would be poor economy to spend anything on repairs, and I 
should recommend rebuilding the whole structure, abutments, 
bridge and piers, at the earliest moment, as a measure of 
safety and economy.” 

The amount expended for repairs the past year was 
$293.07. | 


WintHrop BripGr (Breep’s IstanpD TO WINTHROP). 


As the old stringers of this bridge were frequently dis- 
placed by high tides, they were bolted to the caps last spring 
to prevent any further trouble from this cause. The abut- 
ment on the Winthrop end of the bridge should be repaired 
the coming season as several of the stones have been displaced 
and drawn out by the ice. 

The fences need repainting, but no repairs will be required 
on the superstructure or pile work. 

The cost of bolting the stringers to the caps and repairs 
for the past year was $166.92. 


ALBANY-STREET BripcE (OveR B. & A. KR. R.). 


The bridge abutments and the retaining walls connected 
with the abutments are badly cracked, and have been so for 
several years. The cracks have not increased to any great 
extent during the past year, and they are not sufficiently 
large to cause apprehension for the safety of the masonry. 

The iron work of the bridge requires repainting, the paint 
being entirely gone in many places, and the iron badly 
rusted.

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BERKELEY-STREET BripGE (OVER B. & A. R. R.) 


Has been repainted and is in good order. An improve- 
ment has been made by the Superintendent of Streets on 
this and on several of the other bridges over railroads in 
building a close board fence six feet in height on the outside 
lines. It prevents horses from seeing the trains and being 
frightened by them, and is an effectual guard against acci- 
dents which were liable to happen to children in climbing 
over or sitting upon the former Jow fences. 


BerKELEy-streer Brice (ovER B. & P. RK. R.). 


The southerly abutment of this bridge is badly cracked, 
and has been examined several times during the past year at 
the request of the Superintendent of Streets, but is not con- 
sidered in a dangerous condition. The outside sidewalk gir- 
ders resting upon this abutment do not have a proper bear- 
ing, and the stone blocks on the bridge seat under the ends 
of these girders should be reset in cement mortar. 

All the iron work of the bridge needs scraping and repaint- 
ing, and if the present fence is to be retained it should also 
be repainted. A higher fence would be an improvement to 
this bridge, as it has been to the other bridge on the same 
street. 


COLUMBUS-AVENUE Bripcr (ovEeR B. & A. R. R.) 


Has been repainted and fenced similarly to the Berkeley- 
street bridge over.the same railroad. The iron work below 
the bridge flooring has not been repainted, although it is badly 
rusted and needs it as much if not more than the upper por- 
tion of the bridge. Owing to the constant passage of 
trains the painting can be safely done only on Sundays, but 
should not be neglected on this account.

DARTMOUTH-STREET BripGe (OVER B. & A. and B. & P. 
R. R.). 


This bridge was not built for.a permanent structure, being 
of wood with Pratt trussed girders and trestle-work abut- 
ments and piers resting upon pile foundations. The rapid 
advance of building operations on Dartmouth street will ne- 
cessitate the construction of stone abutments in a short time; 
but the bridge, although not such a structure as is needed, 
being too narrow to properly accommodate the travel over it, 
will probably be retained until it becomes, necessary as a 
measure of safety to remove it. It is strong and well built, 
and is now in good condition, except that it needs painting. 

A portion of the upper chord of the sidewalk truss on the 
westerly sidé was cut away, to allowa passage to the “ Coli- 
seum” to be constructed, but it was done in such a manner 
as not to impair the stability of the truss. 


DoRcHESTER-ST. BRIDGE (OVER O. C. & N. R. R.). 


This bridge is in good order. The approaches have been 
fenced on each side of the street with matched boards six 
feet high. 


FERDINAND-STREET BripGe (OVER B. & A. R. R.). 


This bridge is an iron bridge of the “ Bolles patent ’”’ con- 
struction, and although it is probably of sufficient strength, 
it lacks stiffness under a travelling load. 

The iron work requires painting, but the bridge is other- 
wise in good condition. | ip ery ) 4 


SHAWMUT-AV. BRIDGE (OVER B. & A. R. R., and ORANGE 
STREET). 


Owing to the location of the Highland Street Railway over 
this bridge, it has received an additional flooring of two-inch 
plank. 
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This is an advantage to the strength of the bridge, but de- 
tracts from its appearance by decreasing the height of the 
curb above the flooring. | 

The asphalt on the sidewalks, which was omitted when the 
bridge was constructed, has been applied during the past 
year, and with the exception of the abrasion of the paint in 
some places the bridge is in excellent order.

The Joint Special Committee appointed to prepare and re- 
port to the City Council orders establishing the salaries of the 
several city officers for the year beginning on the first day of 
April, A. Dp. 1873, having carefully considered the subject, 
would respectfully recommend the passage of the accompany- 
ing orders. | 

The only changes proposed in the salaries as at present es- 
tablished, are as follows : — 

The allowance for clerk-hire in the Treasurer’s office is in- 
creased $1,600, another clerk being required to collect assess- 
ments for betterment, etc. 

The allowance for clerk-hire in the Auditor’s office is in- 
creased $700. 

The allowance for clerk-hire in the City Clerk’s office is 
increased $200. | 

The salary of the Assistant Clerk of Committees is in- 
creased $250. 

The salary of the Assistant Messenger is increased $300. 

The salary of the City Surveyor is increased $500. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Health is increased 
$300. 

The salary of the City Physician is increased from $1,500 
to $3,000. Under the new organization of the Health De- 
partment, it appears that the entire time of the City Physi- 
cian will be required in the service of the city during the 
ensuing year. 
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The allowance for clerk-hire in the City Registrar’s office 
is increased $1,860, the employment of an additional clerk 
having been found necessary. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Streets is increased 
$300. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Buildings is increased 
$300. 

The salary of the Chief Truant Officer is increased $300. 

The allowance for clerk-hire in the Assessors’ Department 
is increased $1,000. 

The total amount of increase recommended is,

On clerk-hire, $4,860. 

Under the order referred to the committee as apart of the 
unfinished business of last year, in relation to the rate of 
compensation which ought to be allowed to the Inspector of 
Provisions, it is recommended that the salary of that officer 
be fixed at the rate of two thousand dollars per annum, 
and an order to that effect is included in the accompanying 
bill. |

The fire of Noy. 9-10 burned over a territory of about 
sixty-five acres, containing about 550 estates and 776 build- 
ings. It will be noticed that the estimated loss by the great 
fire, given above, is less than estimates which have heretofore 
been made, owing to the fact that while former estimates in- 
cluded all buildings within the line of the fire as a total loss, 
allowance has been made, in making up the above estimates, 
for all buildings which were only partially destroyed or 
slightly damaged.

The destructive fire of last November, and the fact that the 
spread of the fire was accelerated by the faulty construction 
of the buildings in the burnt district, proved the necessity o 
providing additional building regulations. Referring to the 
report of the Inspector of Bulidings, January 1, 1872, the 
following quotation will show that this department was 
sensible of the danger which threatened the city under the 
old style of building :— , 

“While it is visionary to suppose that the occurrence of 
fires will ever be entirely prevented, due precautions should 
be taken to keep the fire confined to the building in which it 
originates. This desirable result can never be attained while 
the present custom continues of loading the roofs and other 
exposed portions of buildings with woodwork. 

“Particularly is this the case with regard to Mansard or 
French roofs. These roofs, though graceful and pleasing in 
appearance, and adding greatly to the architectural beauty of 
our city, are, as now constructed, dangerous in the extreme, 
being finished and ornamented with wood, in such a manner 
as to afford the easy communication of fire from one building 
to another. The same finish and ornamentation can be made 
of galvanized iron, at a small advance on the cost of wood, 
and when it is considered that nine-tenths of the buildings 
now being erected in the building limits are to have Mansard 
roofs, the necessity of some action with regard to them 
seems imperative.” 

In the early part of the year 1872, the committee on this 
department, consisting of Aldermen William E. Poland and 
William Sayward, and Councilmen Asa H. Caton, John J. 
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McNutt and F. M. Hughes, were directed to consider and 
report what amendments to the building act were required. 
The committee prepared some amendments, which were sub- 
mitted to the Legislature, but, for reasons unnecessary to 
detail, failed to become a law. 

Immediately after the fire, the same committee was again 
called upon to prepare whatever amendments they felt were 
required to secure the future safety of the city, with the 
assurance that whatever they presented would be acceptable. 
Fortunately the committee was composed of practical men 
and builders of long experience, who well understood the 
requirements of the city, and who, as builders, would not be 
likely to approve of any measures which would be onerous 
or impracticable. They were urged to prepare a few amend- 
ments to the old law, to be acted upon at the special session 
of the Legislature of 1872, leaving the bulk of the bill to be 
presented in 18738, but having the rejected bill of 1872 asa 
basis, and a year’s experience in the management of the de- 
partment, they felt that they could prepare a bill which would 
cover the whole ground and avoid the necessity of again 
appealing to the Legislature. Accordingly, with the advice 
and assistance of some of the leading architects in the city, 
a bill was prepared and presented to the Legislature... Con- 
sidering the excited state of public feeling at the time, the 
bill was much less stringent than might have been expected ; 
but the committee, in preparing it, were careful not to incor- 
porate anything which they, as builders, could not stand by. 

This law, if carried out, will secure our city from another 
disaster like that of last November, while, at the same time, 
it is less stringent in its provisions than the building acts of 
other cities. As might be expected, the law meets with 
opposition from some of our builders, and it is doubtful if 
one could be framed which would mect with their entire ap- 
probation. A provision which one builder will condemn as 
severe and stringent will be approved by another builder of 
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equally good judgment and reputation. Each builder has 
his peculiar method of construction, and any change from 
that method provokes criticism, and oftentimes condemna-. 
tion, simply because it differs from his idea; while at the 
same time another builder will approve of any change which 
will secure a methodical manner of construction, and which 
will fix a standard alike forall. As all trades and profes- 
sions disagree in opinions and theories, and in view of the 
impossibility of reconciling the different opinions, the public 
safety demands that a fair standard shall be fixed, by which 
all shall abide. Some of the provisions of the present law 
might perhaps be safely modified or repealed, but, in the main, 
it is just what is needed for our city, and should not by any 
means be permitted to be weakened. 

Since the fire, the subjects of building materials, fire-proof 
construction, methods of extinguishing fires, etc., have re- 
ceived considerable attention, and this department has re- 
ceived numerous communications on these subjects. As far 
as seen, brick seems to be the only material which withstood 
the flames. Stone and iron were utterly destroyed by the 
intense heat, and the action of water caused its complete 
disintegration. Marble was not fairly tested, the marble 
front on Washington street, which has been alluded to as 
having successfully resisted the fire, being protected by a 
backing of brick which received the full force of the flames. 
Marble, however, will be extensively used in rebuilding, and 
of the sixty-eight buildings on the burnt district, for which 
permits have been granted, thirty-two will have marble fronts. 
But when exposed to the fury of such a conflagration as that 
of last November, it matters little of what material a build- 
ing is composed. Let a fire once get under such headway, 
and beyond the control of the Fire Department, and a few 
moments suffice to reduce the building to ashes. Security, 
therefore, consists not in endeavoring to construct isolated 
fire-proof buildings, but in so constructing every building 
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that a fire may he confined to the building in which it 
originated, even if that is destroyed. 

Buildings in process of erection, alteration, or repair have 
been inspected from time to time, during the. year, and re- 
ports are made by the Assistant Inspectors daily. The ad- 
ditional number of Assistant Inspectors provided by the City 
Council will enable the department to exercise a more care- 
ful supervision. A glance at the record of violations which 
have been reported upon will show the necessity of careful 
inspection, but it is gratifying to be able to report, that these 
violations have been removed, in most cases, without resort- 
ing to legal measures. In one instance it was found neces- 
sary to prosecute a builder for not plastering his chimneys, 
and he was. convicted and fined for his offence ; and there are 
now in the hands of the City Solicitor a few cases in which 
legal proceedings have not yet been commenced. In addi- 
tion to the daily reports which are received on the progress 
of buildings, a final report is received upon the completion of 
each building, and put upon record. This record gives a de- 
scription of the building, etc., and is often consulted by pur- 
chasers and others interested in real estate. A table ap- 
pended, compiled from this record, will show the number of 
brick buildings completed during the year. 

Early in the year a careful examination was made of the 
several places, of amusement in the city, and the condition of 
the heating apparatus, etc., inspected. Asa general thing, 
the condition of these places was found very satisfactory, 
and the few suggestions made to the proprietors were cheer- 
fully complied with. 

Much improvement has been made in the construction of 
wooden buildings during the year. The building ordinance 
which went into effect January 1st, 1872, specifies the mini- 
mum size of timbers, requires proper framing, and the build- 
ing of suitable foundations. Under its provisions, “ balloon’ ’ 
framing has been done away with, and a more substantial 
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class of buildings erected. The building limits remain un- 
changed, but during the year a petition has been received 
from citizens of Ward 7 and 12, supplemented by one from 
the Presidents of the Insurance Companies, asking that the 
limits be extended so as to include these Wards. ‘These pe- 
titions have been referred to the committee on this depart- 
ment, and doubtless will receive their early consideration. 
The number of wooden buildings in these Wards is rapidly 
increasing, permits for 277 having been issued during the 
year. | 

A change in the officers of the department was occasioned 
by the resignation of Assistant Inspector Job T. Souther, 
and the appointment of Mr. John B. Roys to fill the vacancy. 
By the resignation of Mr. Souther the city loses t'1e services 
of a faithful and efficient officer. The large increased amount 
of work occasioned by the fire necessitate the employment 
of Additional clerical assistance in the office of the depart- 
ment, which it is desirable should be made permanent. It 
is also very desirable that a surveyor should be attached to 
the department, for the purpose of giving grades, ete. 

The thanks of the department are due to the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, London, Eng., James M. Macgregor, Sup’t 
of Buildings, New York City, Board of Public Works, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and the Building Inspectors of Brooklyn and 
Philadelphia, for copies of building laws, and documents re- 
lating to the regulation of buildings. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

To the City Council: — 

Immediately after the acceptance of the Lesa Act, 
authorizing the City of Boston to receive an additional 
supply of water from Sudbury river, the Cochituate Water 
Board gave such attention to the subject as would secure 
temporary advantages from this source. 

This being accomplished, the Engineer employed upon 
that work (our present efficient City Engineer) was author- 
ized to make such surveys and estimates as would lead to an 
intelligent decision uvon the most feasible route for the con- 
struction of a new and independent conduit, which will give 
us the permanent advantages which the sug ony river is so 
abundantly able to furnish. 

These surveys being made, the Board sent for Mr. E. 8S. 
Chesbrough, of Chicago (the accomplished Engineer under 
whose direction our present works were constructed), 
examine the proposed route, and pass his judgment upon the 
plans. : 

Mr. Chesbrough cheerfully responded to our invitation, 
and spent several days upon the work. 

The extended report of the Engineer, and the comments 
of Mr. Chesbrough, are submitted herewith. 

The rapid growth of our city, and the certain prospects of 
unprecedented increase in the immediate future, render it 
unnecessary to make any arguments in favor of the object. 
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fer) Lhis Board would ask the early attention of the City 
“eS Council to the consideration of the subject, and suggest

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ENGINEER'S PRELIMINARY REPORT. 


ENGINEER’S OFFICE, WATER DEPARTMENT. 
Boston, Jan. 27, 1873. 


Cyartes H. Auuen, Esa., President Cochituate Water 
Board: — | . 

Sir, —In submitting for your consideration the following 
report relating to an additional supply of pure water, I finish 
the duties assigned to me in your orders of November, 1871. 

By those orders I was instructed to examine and report 
upon all the sources of supply within fifty miles of Boston, 
that might appear worthy of attention, and to prepare esti- 
mates of cost of works for collecting and conveying their 
waters to the city. 


THE NEED OF AN ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


The necessity of acquiring *a supply in addition to that 
furnished by Lake Cochituate, to provide for the exigencies 
of a long-continuing drought or to meet the natural increase 
of consumption, has been strongly urged for some years past 
in the reports of the City Engineer, and the experience 
gained during the dry season of 1871, when the Lake became 
completely exhausted of its storage, properly so called, and 
recourse to pumping was had, has demonstrated that his 
arguments were based upon a just estimate of the wants of 
the city and the capacity of its source of supply. 

So great was the consumption in the early days of the 
Cochituate works, that fears were entertained a‘ few years 
after their completion that rigid restrictions to prevent waste 
of water would have to be placed upon its use. 
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As early as 1856 it was found expedient to prevent “any 
considerable playing of the fountains, except occasionally on 
public days,” and the Water Board, in its report for that year, 
says: “Unless these suggestions” (of methods to prevent 
waste) “or others having the same object can be wrought 
out into practical results that shall effect a substantial dimi- 
nution in the individual consumption of water in future, as 
the population increases, the Board is forced to admit the 
necessity for obtaining an additional supply is no longer to 
be disregarded.” 

Again, in its report for 1860, it says: “Two conclusions 
seem to this Board now to be reached, of a practical character. 
The jirst is that the Lake can be relied on for no greater 
supply of water than has been drawn from it this year; and 
the second is that the aqueduct can convey no more water 
than it has done this year.” 

While it seems right to suppose that the necessity of soon 
obtaining an additional supply had, at the beginning of 1872, 
by being frequently represented to the public, been fully im- 
pressed upon the minds of all having interest in the matter, 
it may nevertheless be well to here give a few facts bearing 
upon the subject. . 

In Mr. Crafts’ report for 1871, will be found the average 
daily quantities of water for the several years, as determined 
by the flow in the conduit and gaugings at the overfall of the 
dam, that could have been supplied since 1852, had the 
storage capacity of the Lake and the use in the city been 
sufficient to entirely prevent the waste of flood waters; also 
there will be found the average daily consumption for each 
year during that period. 

The following table and diagram show these averages, in 
gallons, for the twelve years ending January 1, 1872. 


———— . 
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While in the report for 1863 it is stated that the method 
of reckoning the consumption employed for some time pre- 
vious to that year, gave results considerably in excess of the 
truth, yet as the amount of water passing through the Lake 
is estimated in part by the same method, the above figures 
offer a sufficiently correct basis for the comparison here 
made. 4 

I will be seen that so far back as in 1860, the consump- 
tion in the city very nearly equalled the supply to the Lake. 
Although the Lake stood somewhat higher at the end of that 
year than at the commencement, there was no waste over the 
outlet dam. The rainfall of 1860 was 55.44 inches. 

In i864 the consumption exceeded the yield from the 
drainage area by 1,314,606 gallons per day, or by 479,- 
831,000 gallons for the year; and for want of storage capac- 
ity, 1,868,746,000 gallons were wasted. There was there- 
fore a demand of 1,848,577,000 gallons upon the storage of 
previous years, which nearly emptied the Lake ; its available 
capacity being about 2,000,000,000 gallons. 

Had the following year been one of even moderate drought, - 
the city would have been limited to a partial supply. 

The rainfall for 1864 was 42.6 inches, or nearly equal to 
the average fall of this section, and that for 1865 was 49.46 
inches. 

In 1871 the consumption exceeded the supply to the Lake 
by 747,680 gallons per day, or 272,903,000 gallons for the 
year, although the rainfall was 45.39 inches. At the close 
of 1870 the Lake stood at a very low level, and the demand 
of 1871 completely exhausted the storage above the flow line 
of the conduit, and necessitated the use of pumps to raise 
the water from a lower level. 

During the whole period that the city has been supplied 
from this source, there has not been a single year ot extreme ; 
drought, that is, of small rainfall with unfavorable distribu- 
tion of the rains; had such occurred within the past eleven 
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or twelve years, the supply must have failed. Evenin 1871, 
which is usually spoken of as a season of great drought, 
there were collected 14.68 inches of rain; but experience has 
proven that in a year of low rainfall and when the conditions 
are unfavorable for the collection of a large percentage of this 
fall, the amount of water which enters the streams and ponds 
of a drainage area like that of Cochituate, is somewhat less 
than equal to a depth of twelve inches over the entire area. 

Taking into consideration the evaporation from water sur- 
faces, it willbe found that a yearly collection of twelve inches 
of rain upon the Cochituate Water Shed will furnish a daily 
supply of about 10,000,000 gallons, and to equalize the de- 
livery to the conduit a storage capacity equal to at least five | 
and a half feet in depth, above the flow-line of the conduit 
(taken at four feet above the bottom) would be ‘required. 

The actual storage capacity of the Lake is equal to a depth 
of nine feet four inches above this flow-line, and, under the 
circumstances supposed, would admit of an inerease of the 
consumption, from the accumulation of previous years, of . 
about 2,000,000 gallons daily, giving a total daily supply of 
12,000,000 gallons. . 

During 1871, the restrictions upon the use of water have 
been quite rigid, and a careful inspection has been main- 
tained to prevent waste; yet the average daily consumption 
has been nearly 14,000,000 gallons, or two millions per day 
_ more than the source can be relied upon to yield ina year of 
light rainfall. ) 

This question of the minimum capacity of the Lake dis- 
trict as a source of supply was well understood and was 
fully stated by the engineers who investigated it previous to 
the construction of the works. In a report made by Messrs. 
Jervis and Johnson, in 1845, it is given at 10,176,570 gal- 
lons daily, with the then proposed storage of eight feet above 
the bottom of Knight’s flume (equal to seven feet four inches 
above the flow-line of the conduit), or a less result than that 
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shown by the above calculation for the present storage, of 
about 1,825,000 gallons. 

It is plain that an additional source of supply was at the 
beginning of 1872 (the Lake being then practically ex- 
hausted) imperatively demanded, and that steps to secure it 
were taken none too early. 

In selecting the new source, I was directed to have in view 
the probable growth of the city, and its future wants; the 
quality of the water; the cost of the requisite works for stor- 
ing, purifying and conveying it to the point of distribution ; 
and the then immediate need of a temporary additional sup- 
ply to avert the threatened deficiency of the following season. 

As the last requirement. involved the obtaining, during the 
winter session of the Legislature, of an act authorizing -the 
city to take such additional water and to build the necessary 
works for temporary relief, it necessitated the selection of 
the source of supply at an early day, and by limiting the time 
for investigation, prevented the making of the usual prelimi- 
nary surveys and estimates of quantities. The selection has, 
therefore, been made from the consideration of only such data 
as were obtained by simple reconnoissance of the grounds, 
and collected from maps, surveys for other public works, and 
the testimony of persons acquainted with the various lo- 
calities. 

The following are the sources that have been exam- 
ined : — 

Sudbury River, Framingham. 

Charles River, Newton. 

Assabet River, Marlborough. 

Lake Quinsigamond, Worcester. 

Nashua River, Boylston. 

Merrimac River, Lowell. 

Mystic Lake, ‘Medford. 

Ipswich and Saugus rivers, Essex Co. 

Neponset River, Dorchester. 
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Assawampset, Long, Great and Little Quittacus ponds in 
Middleborough, and Monponset and other ponds in Halifax, 
Hanson and Pembroke. 

Taunton River, Bridgewater. 

Flax and other ponds in. Lynn. 

Nagog Pond, in Acton and Littleton. 

For such of the above sources as were not rejected either 
for insufficiency or impurity of supply, or as obviously of 
inferior value, approximate estimates of cost of works required 
in each case for collecting and conveying the water were pre- 
pared, which were sufficiently accurate for the object in view, 
and on Feb. 13th, of last year, a verbal report was made to 
your Board, the main points of which are given in the appen- 
dix to this report. 

It was then decided to ask for a charter granting the right 
to take water from either the Charles or the Sudbury river, 
and to leave the choice between these two sources to be made 
when more accurate estimates, based upon careful surveys 
and additional information in regard to the purity of their 
waters, should be presented; but during the hearing before 
the Legislative Committee to which the matter was referred, 
it was thought best to limit the petition to a single source, 
and on account of the strong opposition made to the taking 
of the waters of the Charles, except under restrictions and 
conditions that were considered onerous, the Sudbury was 
selected. 

An act authorizing the city to take water from the Sud- 
bury river and Farm pond, in Framingham, was passed early 
in April, and before the close of the following June this 
source had been connected with Lake Cochituate, and has 
been of service in maintaining the supply during the past 
season. 

Since the first of June surveys have been’ made to deter- 
mine a favorable line for the new conduit and the proper loca- 
tion for the storage basins. 
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More careful estimates than those previously presented, of 
the quantity of water the new source will yield, of the required 
capacity of the storage basins, and of the cost of works are 
given below. 


AVAILABLE YIELD OF THE SUDBURY RIVER. 


In estimating the capacity of the Sudbury river as a source 
of supply to Boston, there must be considered, the extent 
and character of its drainage area, the average and minimum 
yearly rainfall of the district, the distribution of the rains 
through the various months of the year, the average and least 
percentages of the rainfall that are carried off by the streams, 
the storage capacity that can be secured, and the probable 
quantity of water reserved in the Legislative act for the use 
of various towns and corporations. 

The area of the water-shed above the outlet of Farm pond, 
as estimated from the State map, is seventy-three square 
miles. Asarule the drainage slopes are quite steep, and 
the surfaces are not covered with a rich vegetation nor much 
broken up for cultivation, hence a rather large percentage of 
the rainfall may be expected to reach the brooks and streams. 

Although the valleys offer better facilities for making capa- 
cious storage basins than do those of many of the rivers in 
this vicinity, still it would be impossible, without flooding 
populated districts, to secure storage capacity sufficient to 
make available the average percentage of rainfall that flows 
off the surface, or even a close approximation to it. 

It has been customary in this country and in England to 
assume that a very large percentage of the rainfall may be 
made available, but numerous failures to realize in times of 
even moderate drought, the amount estimated upon, have led 
engineers to use a much smaller percentage than formerly. 
As furnishing instruction on this point, the experience had 


with the gravitation water supply to Liverpool is here given. 


The works that furnish the supply are known as the Riv- 
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ington Gravitation Works. The area of the water-shed from 
which water is collected is about sixteen square miles. 
The average rainfall for seventeen years is stated at 45.7 
inches. The compensation water stipulated to be given to the 
mills is 9,960,000 U. S. gallons per day, or about thirteen 
inches of rainfall. 

The storage capacity was 48,500 cubic feet per acre of 
collecting ground, but this has recently been increased to 
68,500 cubic feet. ‘The average rainfall of the district 
was originally taken at forty-eight inches, of which thirty- 
six inches (or seventy-five per cent.) was assumed to be 
available ” for the use of the city and for mill compensation. 

“The average of eleven years’ rainfall delivered to Liver- 
pool has been only fourteen and a half inches,.and in 1865 
only nine and three-quarters inches, instead of the twenty- 
four originally anticipated.” 

It is stated that the present storage capacity of 68,500 
cubic feet per acre has little chance of being filled in a run 
of dry years; indeed, the. corporation engineer. estimates 
that even with this enormous storage the average yield will 
only be equal to 12,600,000 U. S. gallons per day, while re- 
liance should not, he says, be placed on more than 10,800,000 
gallons (equal to 14.2 inches of rainfall) in cycles of three 
dry years. 

Upon this estimate, the total collection, reliant the com- 
‘pensation to the mills, would be 14.2 + 13. = 27.2 inches, 
or fifty-nine and a half per cent. of the average rainfall, and 
this is with a storage equal to. about two hundred and ten 
days’ supply. 

The drainage grounds of the Rivington Works must afford 
unusual advantages for collecting water. The amount of 
storage provided shows that the slopes, are steep, and un- 
doubtedly the geological formation is generally of an imper- 
vious character, else basins covering such large areas would 
not have been built. 
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The losses by evaporation and absorption are much less in 
the English climate than in this. ‘As illustrating the differ- 
ence in capacity to absorb moisture, of the atmospheres of the 
two countries, it may be stated that the mean yearly evapo- 
ration from water surfaces was determined by six years of 
experiment at Whitehaven, England, to be 30.03 inches, 
while experiments lasting for one year showed it to be at Og- 
densburg, N. Y. 49.37 inches, and at Syracuse, N. Y., 50.2 
inches. Observations taken at Salem and Cambridge, Mass., 
determine itat about 56 inches. In England the yearly losses 


. are comparatively uniform, and are usually estimated at from 


nine to sixteen inches in depth; here they are very variable, 
but are found to be as an average equal to about one-half of 
the rainfall, or say from fifteen to thirty inches of depth, or 
about ten inches more than in the former place. This differ- 
ence may, perhaps, be more satisfactorily shown by a com- 
parison of percentages of yield. The total yield of the 
Rivington district for a term of six years was about seventy- 
four per cent. of the rainfall, the average fall during that 
period being forty-five inches. On the Cochituate district 
the average yield for a long term of years is found to have 
been about forty per cent. ‘These results give the ratios of 
yield between the two districts as one hundred: to fifty-four. 

The average yearly rainfall of Eastern Massachusetts is not 
very different from that of Liverpool, but the portion of it 
which can be made available for a water supply is much less. 
Applying the proper corrections to the Liverpool results, it 
will be found that with a storage equal to two hundred days’ 
supply, from sixteen to eighteen inches of depth may be 
reckoned upon as available, from a water-shed having steep 
slopes and a surface of an impervious character. 

In 1865, the quantity of water received from the drainage 
area at Liverpool was equal to twenty-three inches of. depth 
only, and the supply to the city was, maintained by drawing 
upon the water of previous years, held in store; with the 
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greater evaporation of this climate, the quantity collected 
would have been reduced to twelve or thirteen inches. This 
conforms very closely to the results of experiments made 
here, which, as before stated, gave a minimum yearly col- 
lection of about. twelve inches. With the storage capacity 
proposed for the Sudbury district, which is relatively about 
one-fifth that already provided for the Liverpool works, it 
will not be safe, in estimating for the minimum yearly supply, 
to assume that water may be stored from the surplus of one 
year to be used in a succeeding one. 


Twelve inches of available rainfall should therefore be used . 


as the basis of the estimate. 

Deducting three square miles for water surfaces, to offset 
the evaporation from the storage basins, the drainage area of 
the Sudbury river above the outlet of Farm pond is seventy 
' square miles, twelve inches in depth upon which, would pro- 
vide a supply of forty million gallons per day. 

In the City Engineer’s report for 1871, tables are given 
which show the monthly rainfalls, and the percentages flow- 
ing into the Lake, for the previous nine years. The follow- 
ing table is an abstract from them : — 
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The percentage given for 1866 is exceptionally low. It 
would seem probable that the rainfall for that year, as 
applied to the entire water-shed, is taken too high. The 
rainfall for 1866 was, in Providence, 46.02 inches; in Bos- 
ton, 50.7 inches; in Waltham, 43.46; in Lowell, 38.18; if 
the average of these, or 44.6, be taken as more nearly repre- 
senting the fall on the Lake district, the percentage of col- 
lection will be found to be 36 instead of 26, as above given, 
and the average yearly percentage will be increased to 40. 

The Cochituate district is flat and permeable; a large 
fraction of it consists of bog meadows, which retain the 
waters after a rain and permit of excessive evaporation ; 
also on the north and east it is bounded by the valleys of the 
Sudbury and Charles, which have a considerably lower eleyva- 
tion, and very probably receive, by filtration through the 
_ permeable earths, a portion of the waters that would other- 
wise find their way to the Lake. | 

There are more points of resemblance in the drainage- 
basins of the Croton (the source of supply to New York) 
and Sudbury rivers, than in the basins of the Sudbury and 
Lake Cochituate. 

The following table, compiled from careful calculations 
made by My. Kirkwood, to determine the capacity of stor- 
age reservoirs for an increase of supply to Brooklyn, shows 
the monthly rainfalls for a term of six years, and the per- 
centages of them that flowed to the Croton Dam. The area 
of the water-shed of that part of the Croton basin referred — 
to in the table, exclusive of water surfaces, is reckoned at 
835 square miles; the average yearly rainfall is between 40 
and 50 inches. In reference to the rainfall used, Mr. Kirk- 
wood says: “ Returns are given of the rainfall at two differ- 
ent points, and for part of the time at three; one of the 
points is without the basin, but supposed to be characteristic 
of it. Of the other two, one is at the lower end, the Croton 
Lake, and the other towards the centre of the basin.” 
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The above percentages of available rainfall are consid- 
erably larger than those shown in the table for the Cochitu- 
ate district, and it is probable that they would hold good for 
the Sudbury, but to make sure of safe results the latter have 
been used in calculating the necessary size of storage-reser- 
voirs. 

The following tables and diagram show the monthly 
available percentages of rainfall for nine years as deter- 
mined by observations at Lake Cochituate, and the storage 
capacities for a water-shed of 70 square miles, that would 
have been required during that time to secure daily supplies 
of 70,495,000 and 40,000,000 gallons; also the amount of 
water held in store,. or the condition of the storage-basins, at 
the end of each month. ; 

The supply of 70,495,000 gallons, per day, is that which 
would be derived if the ¢ofal amount of water that is 
assumed to enter the storage-basins could be made available 
for use; hence the amount of water held in store should be © 
the same at the end of 1871, as is assumed to be in the 
basins at the beginning of 1863. The consumption is sup- 
posed to be uniform, that is, the same in quantity for each 
day of the nine years.

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The above tables show that for a given drainage area an 
increase in any ratio of the daily supply to be furnished 
requires a much larger ratio of increase in the storage. 
Thus, for a supply of 70,000,000 gallons per day, the stor- 
age required by the tables is 2,909,000,000 cubic feet, and 
for a supply of 40,060,000 gallons per day, it is 450,000,000 
cubic feet. The storage capacities are in the ratio of six 
and a half to one, while the daily supplies are in the ratio of 
seven to four. They also show that, in both cases, the 
basins would be emptied in January or near the beginning 
of the year. 

In the nine years covered by the tables there is not 
included a single year of low rainfall. The least yearly fall 
in that time was 42.6 inches, and the least quantity of water 
entering the Lake in any one year was equal to a depth of 
14.68 inches upon the entire water-shed, corresponding very 
closely with the least quantity that reached the Croton dam 
in a period of six years. 

The basins for a supply of 70,000,000 gallons per day 
would have been emptied in January of 1867. 

Had that year been one of extreme drought, or such that 
only 12 inches of rainfall could be collected, the yield 
would have been reduced to 40,000,000 per day, as there 
would be no accumulation of former years left to draw upon. 

To insure the full supply in all seasons the storage must 
be increased by an amount that will provide for the defi- 


‘ciency of 30,000,000 per day, or to a capacity equal to more — 


than 460 days’ supply. It may, therefore, be stated that it 
is practically impossible to make available the entire yield of 
any drainage area for a long term of years. 

‘For the supply of 40,000,000 the basins would have been 
emptied in January of 1866; the percentages of collection 
in the succeeding February and March were 49 and 45 
respectively, but the rainfall for those months happened to be 
fully up to the average; had it been such as occurred in 


=e, & 
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1856, the calculations would have shown a much larger stor- 
age to be needed. 

The record of the average monthly rainfalls in the vicinity 
of Boston, given in Mr. Crafts’ report for 1871, shows the 
falls for February and March of 1856 to have been 0.69 and 
1.01 inches respectively. Applying to these the percent- 
ages above mentioned, to ascertain the quantity collectable, 
it will be found that there results a deficiency in the supply 
for the two months of 185,000,000 cubic feet. 

To insure complete safety this quantity should be added 
to the storage of 450,000,000 cubic feet given by the tables, 
or, in other words, a total storage of 635,000,000 cubic feet 
(equal to the consumption for nearly 120 days or four 
months) should be provided for a daily supply of 40,000,000 
gallons. This gives 14,174 cubic feet of storage per acre of 
water-shed. 

Surveys have been madé of seven storage basins, which 
are shown upon plate II., and are there indicated by the 
menmipers, 1:5) It LIT, FV, Vey VI.) and: .VITi:) Dhesa; 
- together with Farm pond and Whitehall pond (a reservoir 
built by the city in connection with the Cochituate works, to 
provide compensation water for the mills), give a total stor- 
age of about 648,000,000 cubic feet, as shown in the follow- 
ing table. 

The areas and capacities here given must be considered as 
only approximate, but they are probably under rather than 
in excess of the truth.

There are other points, upon Cold Spring, Indian and 
Whitehall brooks, where capacious basins may be built, and 
undoubtedly, with the aid of such basins, the water reserved, 
by the terms of the act, for the use of the mills and of 
Framingham and other towns, may be provided without cur- 
tailing the estimated supply for Boston. 

We may, then, after the construction of the proper storage 
reservoirs, rely upon the Sudbury, to furnish at all times a 
daily supply of at least 40,000,000 gallons. With the usual 
or average conditions of rainfall and absorption the supply 
will be about 50,000,000 per day. 


. 
: QUALITY OF WATER. 


Previously to the selection of the Sudbury as the new 
source for the additional supply, no analysis of its water had 
been published or was at command. 

There were, however, various reasons for believing that it 
is unusually free from deleterious matter either in solution or 
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held suspended. Such was the testimony of all persons con- 
sulted, who had observed and used it. It is used, as taken 
from the river, in all the processes of bleaching, and is noted 
for its fitness for the purpose, which would indicate that it is 
generally free from color, and from matter in suspension. 

The country drained is of a character to insure purity of 
supply; it is for the most part very sparsely populated, con- 
tains few or no soluble rocks or earths, has quick drainage 
slopes that are not much cultivated, and maintains on its 
streams comparatively little manufacturing of an objectionable 
nature. | 

After heavy rains in the summer and fall, when the drainage 
surfaces are covered with dead and decaying vegetable matter, 
the waters of rivers draining cultivated districts, or districts 
covered with forests and grasses, usually become more or less 
colored by such portions of this vegetable matter as are readily 
taken up in solution, oras have been washed into the streams 
and are held in minute forms, mechanically suspended. 

The conditions in regard to the frequency of the rains and 
the amount of vegetable substances in a ripe state to be acted 
upon, that have obtained during the past summer and fall, 
have been such as to develop and niaintain a high color in 
river waters generally. Owing to the dryness of the previ- 
ous year, there has been an unusual accumulation of vegetable 
matter ready to be taken up, either in solution or suspension, 
and there have been constantly recurring rains of a magni- 
tude to produce a complete saturation of this matter, and a 
flow over the land surfaces to the streams. 

All the streams in this part of the country appear to have 
been affected to an unusual degree. 

The color began to be noticeable in the Sudbury water 
early in July, and continued in a marked degree till near the 
close of the year. It was of sufficient intensity to render the 
water, as taken directly from the river, unfit for washing and 
many other purposes. 
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Samples were taken when it was at its worst state, and 
submitted to chemists for analysis. The following are the 


results obtained. 
Analysis by Dr. S, D. Hayes of Boston : —

The fact is made evident in the above analyses that there 

' may be present, at times, a large and objectionable amount 

of organic matter of vegetable origin, and while it is not 

probable that the conditions which have caused this state of 

the water will again exist in an equal degree, except with long 

intervals, it is nevertheless important to be assured that 

| when they do exist the water can be made fit for general 
| use. 

In 1867, commissioners were appointed to investigate the 

question of proper sources of supply for London and other 
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large cities, before whom were summoned a great number of 
prominent chemists, and other scientific men, to give their 
views upon impurities in water. The commissioners, in their 
report, say : — 

“The organic compounds dissolved in water appear to be 
of very instable constitution, and to be very easily decom- 
posed, the great- agent in this decomposition being oxygen, 
and the process being considerably hastened by the motion of 
the water. Now, as such waters (river waters) always con- 
tain naturally much air dissolved in them, the decomposing 
agent is ready at hand to exert its influence the moment the 
matter is received into the water, in addition to which, 
motion causes a further action by exposure to the atmos- 
Bay ie fo pe es 

“ The effect of the action of oxygen on these organic mat- 
ters, when complete, is to break them up, to destroy all their 
peculiar organic constitution, and to rearrange their elements 
into permanent inorganic forms, innocuous, and free from 
any deleterious quality. 

“It does not follow that all organic matter in water is 
prejudicial, . . . almost all our drinks, other than 
water, owe their distinctive qualities to the varieties of their 
organic contents.” 

Dr. Lyon Playfair, Professor of Chemistry in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, in his testimony before the commissioners, 
states : — 

“The effect of organic matter in the water depends very 
much upon the character of that organic matter. If it be a 
mere vegetable matter, such as comes from a peaty district, 
even if the water originally is of a pale sherry color, on be- 
ing exposed to the air in reservoirs, or in canals leading from 
one reservoir to another, the vegetable matter gets acted upon 
by the air, and becomes insoluble, and is chiefly deposited ; 
and what remains has no influence on health.” . 

From our own experience in the use of the Sudbury water 
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last summer and fall, when, as taken from the river, it was 
highly colored, and from some experiments since made, there 
are strong reasons to believe that the effect of storage in large 
reservoirs, and of the exposure to air in a long conduit run- 
ning but partially full, will be to in part or wholly decompose 
the organic impurities, and destroy the color. 

In July and August the Sudbury water was entering Lake 
Cochituate at the rate of from twenty to thirty millions of 
gallons per day, and in addition a large supply was received 
from the streams naturally tributary to the Lake, which pos- 
sessed an equal color with that of the Sudbury water; yet 
when these waters reached the pipes for distribution, no color 
was noticeable, and the slightly bitter taste, which they orig- 
inally had, was lost. 

The gradual extinction of the organic matter is shown by 
an examination of the following table, which gives the re- 
sults of analyses of three samples of water taken; the first 
from the Sudbury at the new dam; the second from the 
southern division of the Lake, where the supply from the Sud- 
bury and from Beaver Dam brook (the most important trib- 
utary to the Lake) entered, and the third fro » the northern 
division, near the mouth of the conduit.

The remarks of Dr. Hayes upon specimen A have already 
been given; with reference to the other samples he says : — 
“ Specimen B is also tinted brownish yellow, and has the 
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characters of specimen A, but in a lesser degree. ‘This 
water is as pure as that supplied to several cities in New 
England.” 

“Specimen C is almost colorless and tasteless. It is a very 
pure water for drinking and. all household purposes. Al- 
though the proportion of vegetable matter present is larger 
than could be desired, it is not of an objectionable kind.” 

Sudbury river water, stored in Farm pond, after its connec- 
tion with the river was shut off in the fall, and also when kept 
in bottles loosely corked, was found to grow lighter in color 
from day to day, although it still maintained its deep tinge. in 
the river itself. 

Messrs. Merrick and Gray (analytical chemists) made an 
analysis of a sample taken in December last, when the river 
still had a decided tinge not usual to it, and found 3.28 
grains of impurities of all kinds, to each [ie Se gallon, of 
which 1.34 grains were organic matter. 

These amounts are somewhat less than were found by Dr. 
Hayes, in his analysis of specimen C, taken from Lake 
Cochituate during last summer, and they would, beyond 
doubt, be greatly reduced by storage of the water and long 
exposure to the air. 

The Cochituate water was received in the city in a clear 
and perfectly acceptable state, and was pronounced by Dr. 
Hayes as very pure for drinking and all household purposes. 

From a sanitary point of view, the harmless nature of vege- 
table matter in water, unless in large quantities, is generally 
conceded. The testimony of chemists before the commission, 


already quoted, was unanimous on this point. 


Its great objection is the slightly bitter taste it sometimes 
imparts, and the brownish color it produces, a color which 
renders the use of the water for domestic purposes disagree- 
able. 

Fromthe facts before us the conclusions may be drawn, 
first, that usually the water of the Sudbury River is clear and 
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pure, and well suited for a domestic supply; second, that 
although subject, like all rivers, to temporary impurity of a 
vegetable origin, that impurity may be reduced to a harmless 
and inappreciable quantity by exposure to the air in storage 
basins and the conduit. 


SCHEME OF WORKS. 


The scheme of works for collecting, storing, and convey- 
ing the water to the distributing pipes, is simple in its gen- 
eral outlines. . . 

It consists of a number of storage reservoirs, built upon 
the stream itself, a conduit for diverting the water into Farm 
pond, and a second conduit, sixteen and a half miles in 
length, to convey the water from Farm pond to Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir, with provisions for connecting it directly with 
the outlet chamber when the reservoir may be emptied either 
for repairs or for cleaning. 

The general arrangement is shown upon plate IL. 


STORAGE RESERVOIRS. 


To secure the estimated supply of forty million gallons per 
day, seven new storage reservoirs or basins are required, as 
has been before demonstrated. It will be many years before 
such a supply is needed. Fora while the Sudbury water will 
be used for short periods in each year only, to tide over the 
times when there is a deficiency or some temporary wate teay) 
in the Cochituate supply. 

It is proposed to build now the three lower basins, marked 
I., If. and II., on the plan, and leave the others to be con- 
structed as they shall be wanted. These three basins have, 
in connection with Farm pond, a storage capacity of 273,- 
000,000 cubic feet, and are adequate for a daily supply of 
about twenty million gallons. So large a capacity is not 
needed at first, but the position of the reservoirs is such as 
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to require that they all be constructed at one time, and more- 
over they are necessary for the proper purification of the 
water, no matter how small may be the supply used. 

The Whitehall Reservoir is already built, and would require 
but a small expenditure for work to place it in a serviceable 
condition. Whether the city should now take possession of 
it, or wait till its use becomes indispensable, is a question 
that involves a variety of points, some of which do not come 
within the engineer’s province to decide. 

On account of the value of the land flowed and other pri- 
vate interests destroyed, the character and magnitude of the 
dams required, and the cost of raising and protecting town- 
roads and railroads, the cost of basins Nos. I., II. and III. 
will be comparatively large. Basin No. II. flows out two 
mill-privileges of considerable value. No. LI. includes with- 
in its boundary an extensive swamp, now covered with a 
heavy growth of wood, and they all flow large tracts of 
meadow-land supporting a rich vegetation which it is desir- 
able to have removed by grubbing and excavation, as it will 
otherwise have to be gotten rid of by gradual decomposition. 
The cost of this class of work will, however, be so great as to 
limit its application to small areas where the most benefit 
will be produced, such as that in the upper part of basin No. 
II. The vegetable matter upon other tracts must await the 
slower processes of chemical change, in undergoing which it 
will be apt at first (especially in the summer months), to de- 
teriorate the water. 

This action will in part or wholly cease, after a while, and 
the basins will slowly assume the character of natural ponds 
and lakes. As it is desirable that such conditions shall pre- 
vail before the city is largely dependent upon the Sudbury 
water for its supply, it is important that the construction of 
the basins be commenced at an early day. It will probably 
require three seasons, at the best, to put them in readiness 
for use. 
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The nature of the substrata where the dams are located 
could not be ascertained without incurring a greater expense 
than would be warranted for the end sought in a merely pre- 
liminary plan of works; hence the foundations for the dams 
and the methods of intercepting the underground flow of 
water shown on the plans are to be regarded as simply a basis 
for estimates of cost. 

In the design for dam No. I., or the lower dam, provi- 
sions have been made for joining it with Farm pond by a 
covered conduit, but it is not proposed to build the conduit 
for a number of years. The temporary wooden dam erected 
last summer below the pond outlet, will serve to divert the 
water from the river until the flow becomes large. 

Owing to local causes, the water in one reservoir some- 
times becomes impure, while that in another, apparently sim- 
ilarly situated and conditioned, remains good; also in the 
same reservoir the water at the surface will become unfit for 
use, while that at the bottom remains in its normal state, or 
conversely. When this happens, it is desirable to be able to 
draw trom a high or low level of each reservoir independently 
of the others. 

Dams Nos. I. and IIIf. are to be connected directly with 
the gate chamber of Dam No. I., by means of woaden pipes 
laid on the bottom of Basin No. I.; water may be let into 
these pipes from the upper basins through gates located to 
-draw from any desired level, and conveyed directly to the 
conduit without intermixture with other waters. 


FARM POND. 


The water level of Farm pond may be varied from eleva- 
tion 146.75 to 149.25, or two and a half feet, without doing 
damage to property in South Framingham, and it is proposed 
to use the pond to this extent, as a storage basin. It will 
also serve a valuable purpose in the purification of the water. 
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Very little expense will be needed to put it in good condition. 
Some work will be required on the shore lines, and it may Ye 
thought advisable to purchase portions of the marginal land. 


CONDUIT. 


A number of trial lines have been surveyed to ascertain 
the best route for the conduit. They are all shown upon 
Plate II. The one selected, commencing at Farm pond, bends 
somewhat to the south, and’ in a run of six miles reaches 
South Natick, a village lying nearly due east from the pond. 
In this distance it crosses two important tributaries to Lake 
Cochituate, at one of which, provisions will be made for dis- 
charging the Sudbury water into the lake at such times as 
circumstances may require. At a distance of three miles 
from the pond the Sherborn swamp is crossed, the surface 
of which is a little above the grade line or bottom of the 
conduit. Some expense will be required here in preparing 
the foundations. Immediately after leaving the swamp the 
conduit will pass through a ridge into another valley, by means 
of a tunnel about 1,700 feet long, and will enter the village 
of South Natick through a second tunnel under Badger Hill, 
also about 1,700 feet long. From South Natick the line 
takes a generally northeast direction to Chestnut-Hill reser- 
voir. Ata distance of seven and a quarter miles from Farm 
pond it passes along the bank of the Charles river at 
an elevation of about forty feet above the water surface. 
Should the consumption of the city ever increase beyond the 
supply to be derived from the present sources, the increase 
can be readily provided for by pumping from the Charles 
at this point, below which much of the objectionable impurity 
found at Newton Lower Falls is received from manufactories 
and meadow-drainage. ‘The area of the contributing water- 
shed is 150 square miles, or considerably more than that of 
the combined water sheds of the Sudbury and the lake. A 
waste-weir for drawing off the conduit will be located here. 
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A few hundred feet further on, the valley of the Waban 
pond outlet is crossed, the conduit being taken over on arches, 
as shown on the plan. Part of the arcade will be of brick 
and stone masonry, and will have a height of about forty feet 
and a length of some five hundred; the remaining portion 
will be built of concrete, and will be covered by an embank- 
ment. The total length of the crossing is about fourteen 
hundred feet. 

From here to the valley of Rosemary brook, distant from 
Farm Pond ten and three-quarter miles, the line runs through 
ground generally favorable for the construction of the con- 
duit. Several brooks are crossed, requiring culverts of from 
two to six feet in width. | 

The Rosemary brook valley is 1,700 feet wide, and the 
surface of the brook is fifty-five feet below the grade line of 
the conduit. A siphon, consisting of three lines of forty- 
eight inch pipe will be used at this point, though it is not 
proposed to put down but one line at present. At a distance 
of eleven and eight-tenths miles from Farm pond the Charles 
river valley is reached, and is there 6,000 feet wide. As at 
Rosemary brook valley, the crossing is made by three lines of 
forty-eight inch siphon pipes, only one of which need be laid 
at present. A stone-arch bridge, of considerable magnitude, 
will carry the pipes across the river itself. 

From Charles river the conduit will run through Newton 
Highlands and Newton Centre, to a point on Beacon street, 
at the base of the hill lying immediately west of the reservoir. 
It will be carried under this hill in a tunnel 4,700 feet long, 
and passing along the south side of the Lawrence basin, will 
enter the Bradlee basin of the reservoir at the south end of 
the division embankment. 

The above-described line is shown on Plate II., with a 
profile of the ground over which it runs. A more thorough 
study of the ground, which will of necessity be made before 
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construction commences, will result, beyond doubt, in many 
minor changes in the location. 

The best point and method for crossing Charles river is 
still a matter of doubt. On the more southerly line the 
crossing may be made without a siphon, and nearly five feet 
of fall or head saved; but the cost is considerably more than 
by the line selected. The saving in head is of no great value 
at present ; but in the future, when the demands of the high 
service shall require a large supply, it may become of great 
value in diminishing the height to which the water must be 
raised. 

In the length of sixteen and a half miles there are : —

The rate of fall in the masonry part is one foot in five 
thousand, or twelve and two-thirds inches per mile; the fall 
given to the siphons is at the rate of one foot in one thousand, 
or sixty-three and one-third inches per mile. 

For purposes of comparison the following data in regard 
to the Loch Katrine works, designed to furnish a supply of 
sixty millions U. S. gallons to the city of Glasgow, are 
given : —

“There are in the whole work eighty distinct tunnels. 
Not to speak of smaller constructions, there are twenty-five 
important iron and masonry aqueducts over rivers and ravines, 
some sixty and eighty feet in height, and arches of thirty 
feet, fifty feet, and ninety feet in span.” 
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It would on many accounts be desirable to so locate the 
new conduit that water may be drawn through it from the 
lake, but there is a serious difficulty in the way, due to the 
low rate of fall that can be obtained between the lake and 
Chestnut Hill reservoir. 

To preserve the present storage capacity of the lake, a fall 
of less than two inches per mile can be allowed, after deduct- 
ing the necessary fall for the siphon at Charles River. So 
small a rate of fall would necessitate a conduit of fully 
twelve feet in diameter, to equal in flowing capacity one of 
eight and a half feet with a grade of twelve and two-thirds 
inches per mile. 

By reducing considerably the storage capacity of the lake, 
a fall of three inches per mile can be secured ; but even this 
would require a conduit of eleven and one-seventh feet 
diameter to equal one of eight and a half feet located as 
above described. 

The extra cost of either of the two large conduits above 
the small one, would be a large sum, and beyond this, their 
location must of necessity be unfavorable. 

The elevation of low water in Farm pond is 1463 feet; 
that of low water in Lake Cochituate, taken at four feet above 
the bottom of the conduit, is 125 feet above tide-marsh level, 
or only about one foot greater than the high-water level in 
Chestnut Hill reservoir. 


SECTION OF CONDUIT. 


The section adopted for the conduit is shown on the oppo- 
site plate; it is equivalent to a circular section of eight and a 
half feet diameter, and in ordinary conditions of cleanliness,— 
that is, with some sand deposits on the bottom and with con- 
siderable vegetable growth at its upper end, such as is found 
to soon take root in the Cochituate conduit,— will deliver at 
the rate of about seventy million gallons in twenty-four 
hours. 
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Such a capacity will enable the supply to be kept up when 
the old conduit is thrown out of use for any reason, or when 
the water is required to be delivered directly to the dis- 
tributing pipes without the intervention of the reservoir, 
which will at times be drawn down for cleaning ar repairs. 
It will also admit of the future extension of the works, by 
turning the Assabet river into the Sudbury, or by pumping 
from the Charles. , 

The section is of stronger form than is usually given. It 
is designed to have sufficient stability to resist the lateral 
thrust of the contained water and of the arch. 

The arch and interior lining, including the inverted arch at 
the bottom, are to be of brick, and the side walls of rubble 
stone masonry. | 

Designs for the gate-house at Farm pond to control the 
flow in the conduit, and for the waste weirs, culverts and si- 
phon chambers, are shown on the accompanying plans. 
They will need no description. 


WORKS AT THE RESERVOIR. 


At Chestnut Hill reservoir no provision has been made to 
keep up the supply to the city when the water may be drawn 
off for cleaning or repairs. Until the consumption shall be 
somewhat greater than it is now, the supply could be deliv- 
ered through the Brookline reservoir. There are, leading 
from the latter to the city, three distributing mains, one thir- 
ty inch, one thirty-six inch, and one forty inch, and it is not 
“probable that another will ever be laid. ‘These should be 
equal to a supply of about 20,000,000 gallons per day, but 
during the morning hours, when the consumption is at the 
maximum for the day, the pressure in some parts of the city 
would be inconveniently diminished, if so large a delivery 
were demanded of them. Even with the present consump- 
tion of only fourteen or fifteen million gallons, it is felt that 
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a new main must soon be laid from Chestnut Hill reservoir, 
to keep up the head desired inall parts of the city. It is 
probable that the older mains are badly tuberculated, and 
therefore fail to deliver the quantity that calculation would 
show they ought. 7 

Something would be gained by connecting the. Brookline 
mains with those that are to be laid from Chestnut Hill, but 
notwithstanding whatever may be done in that direction, it 
will not be considered safe to draw off the Chestnut Hill res- 
ervoir after the consumption shall have reached 20,000,000 
gallons per day; in fact, the portion of the old conduit be- 
tween the two reservoirs cannot be made to supply a much 
greater quantity than this. 

On one of the plans is shown the inlet chamber designed for 
the Bradlee basin. _ It is to be located where the new conduit 
will intersect the old one leading to Brookline. It is so de- 

signed that the water in the old conduit shall pass under the 
~ chamber in an inverted siphon, and that the water in the new 
conduit can be turned either into the Bradlee basin, the old 
conduit, or a pipe leading across the Bradlee basin and con- 
necting directly with the inlet chambers of the Chestnut Hill 
distributing mains, thus permitting ie supply to be kept up 
when the basin is empty. 

The cost of the alterations required at the inlet chambers, 
and of the pipe, are included in the estimate hereafter given. 

A design for an inlet chamber for the Lawrence basin is 
‘shown on the plans. 


NECESSITY OF SOON BEGINNING CONSTRUCTION. 


One reason why construction should be begun at an early 
day has already been given, namely, to give time for the 
storage basins to decompose the vegetable matter that will be 
overflowed, and produce for themselves conditions similar to 
those of a natural lake, before there is a large demand upon 
the Sudbury, as an aid to the supply. 
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There are two others of a more pressing nature, based upon 
the very material increase of consumption that will probably 

take place in the next few years. 

First, the work to be done at the Chostnut I Hill reservoir, 
in the building of the inlet chambers and the laying of the 
connecting pipe, requires this reservoir to be emptied for a’ 
considerable time, during which’ the supply must be main- 

tained entirely from the Brookline reservoir. This cannot be 
done after the consumption shall have increased much above 
its present amount. 

Second, although by keeping in repair the works that were 
built last summer to connect the Sudbury with the Lake, a 
sufficient supply to the latter can be kept up, a much larger 
supply to the city than is now used cannot be safely conveyed 
to the distributing reservoirs by the existing conduit. 

This conduit was designed to be used as a covered canal, 
that is, to be only partially filled; and although in many 
places badly distorted and cracked either by settlements of 
the foundation or by lateral yielding of the earth back-filling, 
it undoubtedly could have been and still may be used in this 
manner without great danger of serious accident. 

Its interior height is six feet four inches, but its maximum 
flow, except when under a head, is given with a depth of five 
feet eleven inches of water. In the past three years the depth 
of flow has equalled or exceeded five feet eleven inches for 
three hundred and ten days, distributed as follows: in 1870, 
one hundred and sixty-one days; in 1871, fifty-seven days ; 
and in 1872, ninety-two days. The following table will show 
the number of days in each month during the three years that 
the depth of flow was above six feet four inches, or the num- 
ber of days the conduit was used under a head.

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It will be seen that even with the present consumption it is 
found necessary to use the conduit as a pipe under pressure, 
about one-eighth of the time. When thus used the water 
exerts a powerful side pressure, which tends to open the 
cracks, and although these have been cemented up from year 
to year, and great precautions have been taken to stop leaks, 
undoubtedly a considerable leakage still takes place. 

The existing condition of the conduit is naturally a source 
of great anxiety to those having it in charge. The danger is 
that the leakage may become so great, or be so long continued 
at some point on an embankment (where the worst cracks 
are found), as to slowly settle or carry away the earth under 
and around it, and allow it to sink. The sinking would en- 
large the cracks, perhaps cause others, and the flow through 
them would likely be sufficiently great to suddenly wash 
away the supporting earth, and, before the danger was discov- 
ered, completely disrupt the conduit. In such a case its 
whole flow would be turned upon the embankment, and the 
_disaster become of a very serious nature. Any accident of 
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this kind, even if it should not deprive the city of its supply, 
would allow the reservoirs to be drawn to a very low level, 
and in consequence seriously diminish the pressure through- 
out the city. The reservoirs once drawn down would re- 
quire a long time to fill again, owing to the limited capacity of 
the conduit, which, as before shown, is barely able to meet 
the daily supply. 

As showing the effect produced by the pressure of a great 
depth of water in a conduit, I quote from a report of Mr. 
Croes, formerly Principal Assistant Engineer of the Wash- 
ington Aqueduct, made in 1864, and having reference to the 
danger of using that aqueduct or conduit under a head : — 

* Experience goes to show that a masonry conduit like this 
one” (the Washington) “cannot be safely trusted to bear 
such pressure. On the Croton aqueduct, which is as well 
constructed as any in the country, and has stood for twenty 
years, it has been considered dangerous for several years to 
put a head of water on the crown of the arch. Whenever it 
is done, leaks break out in fresh places. 

“The danger arises, not from the upward pressure tending 
to lift the arch, but from the lateral pressure, which tends to 
split the conduit longitudinally, opening cracks at top and 
bottom. : 

“The masonry (of the Washington aqueduct, a circle nine 
feet in diameter, with twelve inches of brickwork all around), 
not being sufficient to withstand the thrust of the water with- 
out support from the bank, any shrinkage relieving the pres- 
sure of the earth will cause the ring to open at top and bottom 
when full of water. This has already occurred in some 
instances.” 

It will require, at best, three seasons, and more probably 
four, to build the new works. By the time they are com- 
pleted, the consumption in the city will have very materially 
increased, and from two causes; first, by the removal of 
restrictions upon the use of water; second, by the natural 
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increase in the number of water-takers, and in the use for 
trade and manufacturing purposes. While all effective 
measures to prevent waste should be applied, it is evidently 
for the interest of all that restrictions upon the legitimate use 
of water should be removed as soon as a sufficient supply can 
be provided. The use of hand-hose and the playing of foun- 
tains, under proper regulations, should be encouraged rather 
than prohibited, not only for the comfort and pleasure of the 
people, but also as conducing to their sanitary welfare. 

For the past two years the consumption has been kept at 
its lowest limits by the enforcement of rigid measures, there- 
fore, from this time, even with a continuance of those meas- 
ures, it must increase in about the same ratio as the number 
of water-takers increases. If this ratio prove to be seven per 
cent. per year, as for the past two years (in 1870 it was 
fourteen per cent.), or twenty-two per cent. in three years, 
it will tax the Cochituate conduit to its utmost capacity to 
maintain the supply till the new conduit can be made ready 
for use, even if the work of construction be at once begun. 
The increase in consumption during 1872 has been eight per 
cent. 


ESTIMATE. 


The estimated cost of works as now designed, excluding 
interest upon money during construction, and water damages 
(for reckoning the value of which there seems to be no well-

In the quantities upon which the above estimate is based, 
and the prices applied to them, liberal allowances for contin- 
gencies have been made, and it is believed that the total of 
the estimate will fully cover the cost of the works, excepting 
only the two items mentioned. It is, moreover, probable that 
before and during construction changes will be made in 
designs, or location, or materials to be used that may effect 
a considerable saving. 

A possible change in the materials for masonry is even 
now apparent. It consists in the use of béton aggloméré, so 
called, in place of bricks, and, at some points, in place of 
stone. This material is a mixture of hydraulic cement (or 
cement and lime) and sand, to which, in some instances, 
broken stone or gravel is added. These ingredients are 
used in ordinary concrete, but the manner in which they are 
manipulated in the making of béton aggloméré produces an 
artificial stone of great strength, and, as far as now known, 
of great durability. It has been used in works of magnitude 
in Europe; one of the most important is a section, thirty- 
seven miles in length, of the Vanne aqueduct for supplying 
water to the city of Paris. 

The aqueduct or conduit is itself composed of béton ag- 
gloméré, and is carried across valleys and streams on two and 
a half to three miles of arches, some of them fifty feet in 
height, and on some eight or ten bridges of large span (sev- 
enty-five to one hundred and twenty-five feet), built of the 
same material. Each structure is without joints, as if carved 
from one huge stone. 
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The above facts are obtained from General Gilmore’s re- 
port. He states that ‘“tover thirty-one miles of the Paris 
sewers have been laid in this material;” and that it has been 
successfully used in the construction of houses, churches, 
light-houses, jetties, etc. 

It has also been used in the construction of a bridge on the 
Brooklyn Park, and even the delicate mouldings with which | 
such structures are ornamented have withstood perfectly the 
action of frost during the past winter. 

General Gilmore says: “Pieces of statuary and other 
specimens, ornamented with delicate tracery, have been ex- 
posed for five consecutive winters to the weather, in New York 
city, without undergoing the slightest perceptible change.” 

I am not able, at this time, to give an estimate of its cost 
in the work for which it would here be used, nor in fact do I 
feel warranted in recommending its use, until further infor- 
mation is obtained. 

If it can be safely substituted for bricks and stone in the 
conduit section, and in the supporting arches at the Waban 
valley crossing, it will probably effect a saving of several 
hundred thousand dollars, will expedite the operation of con- 
struction, and will lessen the interference with the rebuilding 
of the “ burnt district,” as it admits of the use of materials, 
and in part, of a class of skilled labor, not needed in that work. 

In regard to water damages, it should be stated that they 
will amount to a large sum. ‘The total fall, from the point 
where the water is to be diverted from the Sudbury, to tide 
level, is one hundred and forty-five feet; and something’ 
above three-fourths of this fall’is now made available for 
power to drive machinery. 

The surveys of conduit lines have been made by Mr. F. 
C. Tucker and party, of storage-basins by Mr. Geo. S. Rice 
and party, and the estimates of quantities, and the drawings 
herewith submitted, by Messrs. Rice, R. H. Soule, F. P. 
Stearns, and G. H. Crafts.

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APPENDIX, 


The following report upon the various sources that are 
available to Boston for a supply of water is substantially that 
which was verbally made to the Water Board on Feb. 13th, 
1872. 


THE PROBABLE GROWTH AND FUTURE WANTS OF THE CITY. 


The population of Boston in 1870 was a little in excess of 
250,000, and it is increasing in a rapid ratio. The following 
table will show what has been the decennial rate of increase 
since 1800, and will give a basis from which may be estimated 
the future growth : — 
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The decennial rates of increase of population, of the entire 
territory now included within the limits of Boston and of 
West Roxbury (sct off from Roxbury in 1851), are: — 
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giving an average of 36} per cent. 

It will be noticed that the above are also about the rates of 
increase for a district including Boston, and the various cities 
and towns that form its suburbs. 

The effect of the war in retarding the growth is notice- 
able in the percentage given for the last decade; as this rate 
is due to exceptional causes, it may be omitted in forming an 
estimate for the future. 

The most rapid incresse was from 1830 to 1850; sinee 
then the rate has fallen off, and probably will never again 
reach so high figures. 

The following table shows the decennial rates for several 
large cities in this and other countries, and will aid in fixing 
upon the future rates for Boston : — 
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The rate of increase in Boston from 1850 to 1860 was 
34.2 per cent.; the average decennial increase since 1800 
has been 36.5 per cent.. The rates in New York, Philadel- 
-phia, Liverpool and Berlin, after reaching a population of 
250,000, have been 48.2, 38.6, 24.6 and 28.1 per cent., re- 
spectively, while the rate for London since 1800 has been 
remarkably uniform at about 20 per cent. 

The following decennial rates for the growth of this city 
during the next fifty years’ will not appear overestimated 
when compared with the above: 1870 to 1900, 30 per cent. ; 
1900 to 1920, 25 per cent. ; average, 28 per cent. 

These rates are exclusive of any increase from annexation ; 
they will give for the territory already belonging to Boston, 
a population 


: 
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It is more than probable that a large increase will take 
place through annexation, and any town that may be added 
on the west can readily be supplied with water from Chest- 
nut Hill reservoir, either by pumping or otherwise. 

It seems proper, then, to take into consideration in this 
question the towns of West Roxbury, Brookline, Newton, 
Brighton and Hyde Park, all of which, as well as Boston, 
are situated upon an island formed by the harbor and. the 
Charles and Neponset rivers and their connecting stream, 
Mother brook. 

The territory covered by Boston and the above towns is 
topographically one district, and hardly admits of subdi- 
vision when considered with reference to water supply and 
sewerage. 
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The population of the entire district was in 1870, 287,787, 
and the rates of future increase before assumed applied to it, 
will show a growth of 700,132 in fifty years, and a total 
population in 1920 of 987,919, or 1,600,000 of souls. 

One million of people will form a large city, but when it 
is considered that Boston is the metropolis of New England, 
with its extensive territory and increasing manufacturing 
population ; that it is the radiating point for the whole system 
of New England railroads; that it possesses a fine harbor, 
with which no other on the New England coast can compare in 
facilities for commerce, and that it is likely to become the port 


— of at least a portion of the north-west, it does not appear unrea- 


sonable to suppose that it may grow to such a size within the 
estimated time. 

In looking then for a new source of supply the wants of 
at least one million of people should be kept in view, and in 
fixing upon the capacity of the works, those parts which can- 
not be enlarged or readily duplicated should be proportioned 
for an even greater number. 1 

The average daily consumption per inhabitant has varied 
during the past few years between wide limits, having been 
ninety to one hundred gallons as a maximum, and somewhat 
less than sixty as a minimum. 

As the new area to be provided for will undoubtedly con- 
tain a less proportion of manufacturing and shipping inter- 
ests than that now supplied, and as there will probably be 
means devised at no distant day to check the great waste 
that has heretofore taken place, an allowance of sixty gallons 
for each person should, and without much doubt, will be 
ample. ; 

This allowance requires a total supply of sixty million gal- 
lous daily, of which fully twelve million will be furnished’ 
from Lake Cochituate and about forty-eight million must be 


obtained from new sources. 
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SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


Among the sources reported upon there are some of very 
limited capacity ; but they have been examined because they 
were strongly advocated by persons feeling an interest in the 
question of an increase of supply, and because possibly they 
might be made available for temporary relief at a moderate 
cost, and defer for a number of years the larger expendi- 
tures required for an adequate supply. 

A reference to Plate I. will show the position of the va- 
rious sources examined, and the extent of their drainage 
areas. 

In none of the estimates of cost hereafter given has the | 
water damage been taken into account. 


— 


SUDBURY RIVER. 


The drainage area of the Sudbury above the outlet of 
Farm pond is about seventy-three square miles, and it is es- 
timated that with the storage facilities it presents, a daily 
supply of at least forty millions of gallons may be obtained 
from it. 

The estimate of cost of the complete works required to 
- secure this supply and convey it to the Chestnut Hill reser- 
voir is $5,150,000. 

To aid in comparing the relative values of the several 
sources, it will be convenient to know the cost of delivering, 
at the distributing-pipes, each million of gallons. The cost, 
as hereinafter given for each source, comprises the interest 
at six per cent. upon first cost of works, and cost of pump- 
ing and special operating expenses, but does not include the 
cost of ordinary superintendence, that being relatively the 
same, or nearly so, for all sources. 

The Sudbury water can be delivered to the reservoir by © 
gravitation, and no special operating expenses are required.

The advantages of this source are; first, it will supply a 
water free from all dangerous impurities, and liable only to 
such temporary impurity of vegetable origin as is found at 
times in the waters of all rivers flowing through farm lands ; 
second, it has just sufficient elevation to furnish its supply 
by gravitation; third, the cost per million of gallons de- 
livered from it is low. 

The objections are, the somewhat limited supply it will 
yield, and the value of the mill interests affected. The first ° 
will be considered an objection of some importance, provided 
it is assumed the city will ever grow beyond a population 
of nine hundred thousand or one million of people. In such 
case, the remedy would be, either to turn the Assabet River 
into the Sudbury, or to pump from the Charles into the Sud- 
bury River conduit at South Natick. 

The second is an objection that exists, in a greater or less 
degree, for all desirable sources. The higher the source from 
which the water is taken, the greater, as a rule, the injury 
done; but if it be taken from low sources, near the mouths . 
of rivers, it will, as an offset to water-damages, require to 
be pumped, and also, in most instances, be liable to serious 
pollution from the sewage of an increasing population, and 
from numerous manufactories. 


CHARLES RIVER. 


The best point for taking water from the Charles River for 
the supply of Boston, is between Newton Lower and Upper 
Falls. The contributing drainage-area is about two hundred 
square miles, and would, with a yearly collection of twelve 
inches of rain, yield a daily supply of one hundred and 
fourteen million gallons. Ata distance of five miles above 
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Upper Falls, a connection with the Neponset River is made 
through Mother brook; and this brook, it has been decided, 
is entitled to one-third of the flow of the Charles. 

Notwithstanding this fact, it is evident, that with sufficient 
storage-capacity, a daily supply of fifty millions, and even 
more, may be obtained. 

Various analyses of the water have been made, that show 
it to be soft and pure; it is, however, from the character of 
the country which it traverses, more liable than the Sudbury 
water to become colored. 

In a report made in 1834, by Mr. Baldwin, it is said it 
_is unfit for use in the manufacture of the finer qualities of 
paper, on account of its dark tinge; also, that in the process 
of bleaching, it gives a reddish tinge. 

During even the winter months of last year (1871- -1872), 
it had a deep color, and I was told, that white paper could 
not be made with it; it was not used for the last washings 
in the bleachery at Waltham, until it had undergone the fil- 
tering process. 

Storage, and exposure to the air, would in part, perhaps 
wholly, remedy the defect; but it is probable, that in the 
case of this water, filtration would be required to give it the 
clearness desired in a domestic supply. 

The elevation of the surface of the river is fifty-five feet, 
and that of Chestnut Hill reservoir one hundred and twenty- 
four feet ; therefore, allowing for the necessary fall for a con- 
duit from the river-bluff to the reservoir, the water must be 
raised seventy-three feet. 

The scheme of works proposed is: storage-reservoirs in 
the river-valley, engines at the lower dam, force-mains to 
conduct the water to a small receiving-basin or chamber on 
the river-bluff, and a conduit from the basin to Chestnut Hill 
reservoir. 

The estimate of cost of the works, with a capacity to de- 
liver 50,000,000 gallons daily, is $3,150,000. 
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The cost of delivering each million of gallons would be : — 
Interest at six per cent upon $3,150,000. $189,000 00 
Yearly cost of pumping , ; : ‘ 110,000 00 


Cost of delivering 18,250,000,000 gallons, $299,000 00 
Cost of delivering 1,000,000 gallons . : $16 38 


If the water requires filtration, the cost of delivery would 
be increased to about $30 per one million of gallons. 

The advantages covnected with this source are, an ample 
supply for the present, with power for largely increasing it in 
the future; conditions for obtaining the supply needed at 
first, without a large expenditure for structures of a capacity 
designed for future wants (only the conduit 44 miles in 
length need be built with the ultimate capacity), and near- 
ness to the city, whereby the cost of superintendence and 
maintenance is somewhat reduced. 

Its chief objections are, the value of the mill-property 
affected, and the probability of filtration being required. 

ASSABET RIVER. 


The Assabet is evidently inferior to the Sudbury as a 
source of supply to this city. It has no advantage in purity 
of water, nor in less damage done to mill property in divert- 
ing its flow, while the cost of works for delivering its water 
would, on account of greater distance, be considerably larger. 

If needed, a portion of it, having a water-shed of about 
eighty-four square miles, can be connected with the Sudbury. 

No estimate of cost of works has been made for this 
source. 

LAKE QUINSIGAMOND AND NASHUA RIVER. 


Lake Quinsigamond and that part of its outlet brook which 
lies above the dam at New England Village, have a water- 
shed, exclusive of water surface, of about twenty-one square 
miles, and with the large storage capacity that can be made 
available, may be relied upon to furnish a minimum supply 
of 16,000,000 gallons daily. 
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The elevation of the water surface is about three hundred 
and fifty-five feet above tide level. The water is in all 
respects fit for domestic use ; judging from the character of 
the water-shed and from the appearance of the water in the 
lake it is fully equal in purity to that of Lake Cochituate. 

It is about thirty-four miles distant from Chestnut Hill 
reservoir, measuring along the line of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad and the proposed Sudbury river conduit. 

The estimated cost of works to convey the water to the 
reservoir, based upon a forty-inch iron conduit is, $4,750,000. 


Interest at 6 per cent. upon $4,750,000 . . . $285,000 
Cost of delivering 5,840,000,000 gallons ; . 285,000 
Cost of delivering 1,000,000 gallons Use 2 48.80 


On account of the great elevation of the lake the damage 
to mill property would be large in amount. 

' The Nashua river, which can be turned into the lake, has 
been considered in connection with the latter as a source of 
supply. 

Their combined drainage areas would be about 110 square 
miles, and, with proper storage, would furnish a minimum 
daily supply of 65,000,000 gallons. 

In this scheme Quinsigamond would be used as a storage 
basin simply; a quantity of water being allowed to waste 
at its outlet sufficient to compensate the mills below for all 
damage occasioned them. After deducting the compensation 
water there remains a daily supply of 50,000,000 gallons. 


The estimate for cost of works is 4 . . $9,290,000 
Interest at 6 per cent. upon $9,290,000. . 557,400 
Cost of delivering 18,250,000,000 gallons.  . 557,400 
Cost of delivering 1,000,000 gallons . , : 30.54 


The advantages of this source are abundance and purity of 
supply ; the objections are cost of works and the great dam- 
age that a diversion of the water would cause to mill property 
on the Nashua and Merrimack rivers. 
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MERRIMACK RIVER. 


The drainage area above Lowell of the Merrimack river is 
between three thousand five hundred and four thousand 
square miles, and its minimum summer flow cannot fall short 
of one billion of gallons in twenty-four hours. 

It would, therefore, furnish a supply to a population vastly 
greater in numbers than we have estimated upon. 

The water has at various times been subjected to analysis, 
and has always been found remarkably free from chemically 
combined impurities. 

An analysis made by Professor Appleton, for the city of 
Lowell, in 1869, of a sample taken from above the Pawtucket 
dam, gave in one U. S. gallon, —

It was found to have but half a degree of hardness, and the 
organic matter to be sanitarily of a harmless nature. 

Although there are several large towns and cities and many 
manufactories on the river above Lowell, the volume of water 
flowing down is so great that it is not liable to appreciable 
pollution of a chemical nature, but in certain seasons, espe- 
cially in the spring, when swollen by melted snow and heavy 
rains, it is very turbid, and the suspended matter does not 
readily subside, even when the water is at rest. 

The amount of matter held in suspension at such times 
is sufficient to render the water somewhat objectionable for 
domestic use, and entirely unfit for many manufacturing pro- 
cesses. 
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The following extract from the report of Mr. Burbank, 
made to the city of Lowell in 1869, will show the nature of 
the sediment and the difficulty of its removal : — 

“The experiments here described were made for the pur- 
pose of determining the amount and character of the sedi- 
ment contained inthe water of the Merrimack, at a time when 
it contained nearly the maximum quantity of impurities in 
suspension. 

“The water for these experiments was taken from the river 
above the dam, April 29th, 1869, and glass tubes were filled 
with it to the depth of six feet. 

* A whitish sediment began to fall immediately, and in half 
an hour covered the bottom of the tubes. 

“ During the first twelve hours this sediment accumulated 
rapidly, and the water became perceptibly clearer in the up- 
per part of the tubes. ~A considerable amount of matter re- 
mained suspended, however, and in forty-eight hours from 
the time the tubes were filled, the water was still quite turbid 
throughout. 

* After standing ten days, the heavier matter had subsided, 
but the water still retained a whitish, opalescent appearance, 
from the clay in suspension. It was then allowed to stand 
for twenty days longer, when the sediment appeared to be all 
deposited. : 

“The sediment from three aa sae Hissin ( wet) 2 ey of 
a cubic inch. About one-fourth of the bulk of this material 
was light flocculent matter, which at first occupied a much 
larger space. (The sediment from the three gallons weighed 
when dry 46.68 grains.)” 

It appears then, that in certain conditions of the water, at 
least thirty days of perfect quiet are required to allow the 
suspended matter to entirely deposit itself; it also appears 
that the amount of sediment from a daily supply of fifty mil- 
lions of gallons would be so large as to entail a considerable 
expense for its removal. 
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- If it be supposed that the turbid condition continues for 
sixty days in the year, and that the average quantity of mat- 
ter in suspension during that time is one-half only of that 
given by the above experiment, it will be found that the 
yearly deposit from a daily supply of fifty millions of gallons 
will amount to 3,430 cubic yards, and will weigh 1,490 tons. 

The cost of settling-basins of sufficient capacity to allow 
the water to remain undisturbed for thirty, or even ten days, 
ig too great to admit of their use. Filtration would be the 
only practicable method of freeing the water from its mechan- 
ical impurities. | 

Filters cost much more to operate than do settling-basins, 
but they very materially shorten the time required for the 
clearing process. 

The water should be taken from the river above the Paw- 
tucket dam in Lowell, before it has been deteriorated by the 
discharge from the factories. On account of the level of the 
land between this point and Boston, the conduit will have to 
be so located as to require two pumping stations; one at the 


Merrimack, to elevate the water to the conduit, the other at 


or near Charles river, to elevate the water to Chestnut Hill 
reservoir. | 

The scheme of works upon which the estimate is based, 
is, then: a pumping station, settling-basins, and filters at or 
near Lowell; a conduit twenty-five miles long, leading to - 
Charles river in Watertown; a pumping-station at the 
Charles, and force-mains about two miles long leading to the 
reservoir. 

The supply being fifty million gallons per day, the esti- 
mated cost of the works, of a capacity to furnish it, is 
$13,065,000.00. The estimated cost of delivering each million 
of gallons is : — 
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Interest at 6 per cent. upon $13,065,000, . $783,900 00 
Yearly cost of pumping and operating filters, 195,000 00

Cost of delivering 18,250,000,000 gallons, $978,900 00 
Cost of delivering 1,000,000 gallons, . : : 53 64 


The estimated cost of works, with a portion of the filters, — 
settling-basins, and pumping machinery omitted (that is, 
proportioned to meet the wants of the immediate future), is 
$10,440,000.00. 

It should be stated that filtration, on an extensive scale, 
has not yet been tried in this country, and although success- 
fully practised in England and on the continent, it is not 
unattended with difficulties and failures at times. Ina climate 
- like ours, with its severe winters and warm summers, the 
difficulties would be materially increased. 


“MYSTIC LAKE. 


The water-shed of Mystic Lake has an area of thirty-one 
' square miles, and with a collection of twelve inches of 
water in the year of minimum rainfall, would furnish a daily 
supply of seventeen and one half millions of gallons. 

Chemical analyses made in August of last year, by Dr. 
Hayes of Boston, and Prof. Chandler of New York, show 
the Mystic water to be of excellent quality for domestic use. 
Although the lake receives a drainage of very objectionable 
character and amount from a number of manufactories in 
its vicinity, there can be no doubt that its original purity may 
be maintained by a proper arrangement of works for inter- ° 
cepting and diverting the injurious matter. 

The city of Charlestown derives its supply from this source, 
and has extended its works for the supply of Somerville, 
Chelsea, Everett and East Boston. The population of these 
places (excluding Kast Boston) was, in 1870, 63,775. The 
average daily delivery of water has been for the past year 
(1871) at the rate of 5,113,930 gallons. 
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The same decennial rates of future increase that were 
adopted for Boston will give a population of 216,500 for 
these cities in 1920, requiring, at sixty gallons per head, a 
supply of 12,990,000 gallons*daily, or three-fourths of all 
that the lake is estimated to furnish, in seasons of drought. 

The town of Woburn is about to take a supply from the 
‘ head waters of this source, and undoubtedly. other towns 

within its drainage area will be granted the same privi- 
lege. | 

It i is evident that Boston could derive only a limited supply 
from the Mystic, and even could she obtain the right to take 
it (which must be considered doubtful, unless through annex- 
ation), she would, beyond question, be granted it under re- 
strictions as to the quantity to be taken, and the method. of 
taking it, that would at some future day rentter the privilege 

nearly valueless to her. 

The surface of the lake having an elevation of but a few 
feet above high tide, the head needed for the distribution of 
the water can only be secured by pumping, and as the res- 
ervoir at Chestnut Hill would be practically out of reach,. the 
construction of a new reservoir would be required, or the 
constancy of the supply would depend upon the uninter- 
rupted action of pumps. 

In estimating the value of this source tiers must be con- 
sidered the large expenditures required to introduce and 
maintain the supply, the necessity of crossing navigable wa- 
ters with the pipes, the smallness of the supply to be relied 
upon in the distant future, and the vexatious questions that 
are likely to arise between ‘the various cities supplied from it. 
If Charlestown should be annexed to Boston, the question 
might arise, whether it would not be well to build works for 
the temporary supply of the latter city, which could hereafter 
be made available in the extensions that will be required to 


meet the growth of Charlestown and the cities now supplied 
from its works. 
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No estimate of cost of works can be given that would be 
even approximate, without surveys and a more thorough 
® a 
study of the grounds than has been made. 


IPSWICH AND SAUGUS RIVERS. 


The combined drainage area of these two rivers, above the | 
points at which the out-take dams would naturally be located, 
is about sixty-eight square miles. 

Reckoning upon a basis of twelve inches of yearly rainfall, 
it will be found that a water-shed of this area will yield a 
daily supply of thirty-eight and one-half million gallons. 

Dr. Hayes, who made an analysis of the Saugus river wa- 
ter in 1870, for the city of Lynn, says in his report, “It is 
tinted yellow, has a very slight earthy odor and taste when 
fresh, and it is the same after being kept in a warm room for 
‘eight days. It contains a very little yellowish-brown floating 
matter, and some sand.”

“The gases present are carbonic acid, nitrogen and oxygen, 
and the organic matter is principally brown vegetable extract, 
such as is generally present in river water, and which gives 
it color.” . 

At the time I visited this river, in February, the water 
possessed considerable color, and it seemed to be the opinion 
of persons familiar with it, that it was not of a ame 
desirable for domestic use. 

The elevation of Saugus river, at the point where the 
water would be taken, is about thirty feet only; therefore 
pumping would be required to give the necessary head in the 
city, and as it would be impracticable to reach the Chestnut 
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Hill reservoir from this direction, either a new reservoir 
would have to be built, or dependence placed upon a stand- 
pipe. , 

The crossing of Charles and Mystic rivers with a conduit 
or pipes of a capacity of thirty or forty millions of gallons 
daily would be exceedingly expensive, and unless a tunnel 
were adopted, the works would possess an element of inse- 
curity. 

As the cost of works for this source would evidently be 
very much larger than that for Charles river, and as no ad- 
vantage in greater purity of water is offered, I have not con- 
sidered it necessary to examine the drainage areas with much 
care, or to devise any scheme of works for the purposes of an 
estimate. 

NEPONSET RIVER. 


The water-shed above Dorchester, of the Neponset river, 
has an area of about one hundred and nine square miles, and 


with sufficient storage will yield a daily supply of sixty-two 


millions of gallons. 
The quality of the water is not good. An analysis of two 
samples taken at the Fairmount bridge, Hyde Park, made 


, by Dr. Hayes, in May, 1872, gives the following results : —

Dr. Hayes says: “These waters are not materially dif- 
ferent, and the impurities present, especially the organic 
matters, are of an objectionable kind. They have an offen- 
sive odor and taste, which are increased by allowing the water 
to stand for forty-eight hours; both are colored light yel- 
lowish-brown, and contain drainage matters having the char- 
acters of altered soap, dye-stuffs, chemical agents, etc., ete. 

“It is my judgment these waters are not suitable for 
domestic purposes, in their present condition.” 
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The cost-of works to deliver the water to the distributing 
- reservoirs would be somewhat greater than that required 
for Charles river. Also the operating expenses would be 
larger, as the Neponset is some twenty-five feet the lower. 
It is, therefore, inferior to the Charles as a source of supply, 
and need not be further considered. 


ASSAWAMPSET, LONG, GREAT AND LITTLE QUITTACUS PONDS 
IN MIDDLEBOROUGH, MONPONSET AND OTHER PONDS IN 
HALIFAX, HANSON AND PEMBROKE. 


The drainage area of the Middleborough ponds, including 
a section of country that drains into the outlet. brook, is about 
sixty square miles, and the area of the water surfaces is 
about eleven square miles. The country is flat and sandy, 
somewhat like that of the Cochituate district. | 

With the large storage capacity that can be easily pro- 
vided, a yearly collection of sixteen inches of rainfall may 
be safely reckoned upon. This gives a daily supply of 
37,300,000 gallons, after allowing for evaporation from water 
surfaces. 

The quality of the water is excellent.. An analysis of a 
sample taken from the Little Quittacus in 1865, made by . 


Prof. Chase for the city of New Bedford, gave in one U.S.

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He says of both samples, “The organic matter was vegeta- 
ble.” 

The drainage area is of a character to insure the purity of 
_ the water, and a large portion of the supply reaches the ponds 
by filtering through the sand. 

No accurate estimate of the water-sheds of Monponset and 
other ponds in Halifax, Hanson, and Pembroke, can be made 
from the map, as the boundaries are not well defined; they 
-have, however, been reckoned at ten square miles exclusive » 
of water surfaces, and they may be expected to yield a daily 
supply of about seven millions of gallons. 

The quality of the water is not so good as that of the Mid- 
dleborough ponds, owing to a larger proportion of swamp 
drainage. In February of last year, the Monponset water 
had a dark tinge, and tasted somewhat bitter. When mixed 
with the purer waters of the Middleborough district, it prob- 
ably would lose both taste and color. 

There are streams along the line which the conduit from 
Assawampsit pond would follow (as for instance the Blue 
river), that might be made available to increase the supply to 
fully 50,000,000 of gallons daily. 

The waters of -the various ponds and streams would be 
brought to the Neponset river in a conduit, and from thence 
~ pumped to the Brookline and Chestnut Hill reservoirs. 

The estimated cost of the works for a supply of 50,000,000 
of gallons is $10,800,000.

As the water would be taken at a low elevation above tide, 
the’ mill damages would not be large, and it is in this and in 
the purity of the supply, that the chief merit of these sources 
consists. . « 
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TAUNTON RIVER. 


An ample supply can be obtained from the Taunton river. © 
Its drainage area above the outlet of Assawampset pond, is 
estimated at 238 square miles, and its yield, reckoned for a 
collection of 12 inches of rainfall yearly, is 186,000,000 gal- 
lons per day. | 

The first cost of works would be about the same as for the 
Middleborough ponds, and the yearly operating expenses 
would be considerably greater, owing to the lower elevation 
at which the water is taken, and the fact that two pumping 
stations would be required. 

_ As the water is of an inferior quality, it is evident that the 
Taunton is not a desirable source from which to take a supply 
for this city. 

FLAX AND OTHER PONDS IN LYNN. 


An examination of the map shows that the basin in which 
Flax, Sluice, and Cedar ponds lie, is inadequate to furnish 
more than a small fraction of the additional water that will 
be required for Boston a few years hence; but the question 
is suggested, will not its proximity to the city, and the fact 
that the intervening territory is in many respects favorable for 
the construction of a conduit, warrant its adoption as a source 
for the temporary increase of the supply to the whole city, and 
eventually for the permanent supply of East Boston? 

Chemical analysis’ shows the water of the upper two ponds 
to be of good quality, and in all respects suitable for domes- 
tic use. The Flax (or lower) pond water is found to be some-- 
what contaminated with organic matter of animal origin, 
which is a noxious impurity. —. 

The source of this contamination is refuse matter, dis- 
charged into the pond in former years, which can be removed, 
or perhaps avoided. 

Careful surveys of the water-shed have been made for the city 
of Lynn, and Mr. McAlpine, in his report upon a water supply 
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for that city, gives its area at 2.48 square miles. Even al- 
lowing that eighteen inches of yearly rainfall may be made 
available, such a limited area would not furnish a supply 
sufficient to warrant the construction of works to deliver it in 
Boston proper. 

To the north and west of, and in close proximity to, the Flax 
pond basin, are Brown’s, Spring and Humphrey’s ponds, all 
containing waters of good quality, and having water-sheds 
which, added to that of. the Lynn ponds, make an area not 
exceeding five square miles. : 

A yearly: collection of eighteen inches of rainfall upon this 
area will furnish a daily supply of four and one quarter mil- 
lions cf gallons. 

The waters of all the ponds can be collected in Flax pond, 
at an elevation of about forty-five feet above tide, and from 
there brought in a 30-inch pipe to some point in Chelsea, con- 
venient for the location of pumps to elevate the water into a 
stand-pipe connected with the existing system of distribut- 
ing pipes. 

The estimated cost of works is $1,035,000. 

Interest at 6 per cent., upon $1,035,000 —.. $62,100 00 
Yearly cost of pumping. : : : 19,500 00

The quantity of water this source can furnish would pro- 
vide for the increase of consumption in Boston for a very 
short period only. 


NAGOG POND. 


Nagog is a small pond, with a drainage area of less than 
three square miles, situated in the towns of Acton and 
Littleton. 

With a yearly collection of sixteen or eighteen inches of 
rainfall, it would yield a daily supply of about two millions 
of gallons. 
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The water is undoubtedly of good quality and in every 
way equal to that now supplied to the city. 

Its distance in a straight line from Chestnut Hill reservoir 
being nineteen miles, the cost of works to convey the water 
to the latter point, would be greater than the supply to be 
obtained will warrant. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


Of all the sources examined, the Charles and the Sudbury 
possess the greatest merits, and a choice between those two 
cannot be well made until estimates, based upon surveys and 
the results of experiments upon methods of purifying the 
waters when overcharged with organic matter, are obtained. 

The first cost of works and the cost of delivering each 
million of gallons would be much less for the Charles, pro- 
vided its water should not require to be filtered, than for the 
Sudbury ; it is probable, however, that filtration will be ne- 
cessary to render it acceptable, and if so, the Sudbury water 
can be delivered with the smaller cost. Moreover, the 
Charles is the natural drain of a territory which in the future 
will support a large population, and its waters will be liable 
to appreciable pollution from the sewage of that’ population, 
requiring either special means for its purification, or a re- 
moval of the pumping station to a more distant point. 

It should be added that in the case of the Sudbury, the 
cost of delivering is reckoned upon the minimum supply of 
forty millions of gallons per day, but for the greater 
number of years this river will yield a daily supply of fully 
fifty millions, which can be delivered to the Chestnut Hill 
reservoir at a cost of $17 per million gallons. 

For the temporary relief from the threatened deficiency in 


_ the supply of 1872, the Sudbury presented decidedly the 


best facilities. 

The use of the Charles for this purpose required the erec- 
tion of pumping machinery and the water to be delivered 
without proper time for settling and aeration. 
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REPORT OF CONSULTING ENGINEER.

Str, —In compliance with your request of November 25, 
1872, Ihave, incompany with Mr. Davis, your engineer, care- 
fully gone over his report relative to the future supply of water 
for the City of Boston, and have visited the important points 
on the line of aqueduct he recommends. 

Before recommending any plan, Mr. Davis shows the neces- 
sity of an additional supply, and the danger of attempting to 
make the present aquedu:t deliver more than it does now. 
Estimates of future population are necessarily uncertain, but 
the past history of Boston and its present and increasing im- 
portance, as one of the great commercial centres of our coun- 
try, make evident that itshould expect not only to experience 
a similar increase of wealth and population to that of the 
other great centres, but also to have to provide for the wants 
which will come with that increase, among the principal of 
which is an abundant supply of pure water. 

The supp’y has already proved quite inadequate at times, 
and is still more likely to do so hereafter. Boston cannot 
reasonably hope to avoid the usual obligations of large cities 
in this respect. If governed by my own observation and ex- 
perience in this matter, I should increase Mr. Davis’ estimate 


of the probable future quantity of water required, rather than 
diminish it. | 
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With reference to the capacity of the present aqueduct to 
deliver more than it now does, by being put under greater 
pressure, I know that it was originally designed for a covered 
canal, and never intended to be subjected to pressure, or even 
filled to the top. Experience shows that the structure ought 
not to be subjected to any greater strain than those hitherto 
made, or the consequences may be disastrous. 

The methods taken by Mr. Davis to ascertain the available 
quantity, in the driest seasons, of the different drainage basins 
within fifty miles of Boston, are to me entirely satisfactory. 
His approximate estimates of the probable cost of obtaining 
such quantities, though not based upon actual surveys and 
elaborate plans of his own, are based upon reliable informa- 
tion as to distances and general character of each district, and 
thus furnish a safe means of comparison, especially where there 
are marked differences, and more particularly where it is known 
that a rejected source could not cost less than a given sum. 

Taking into account the results of Mr. Davis’ estimates, and 
the probable wants of the city during the next thirty years, — 
not to say fifty, — there appear to be but two sources of sup- 
ply, the Sudbury river and the Charles river (and possibly the 
Mystic river) drainage areas, that should be taken into fur- 
ther consideration. Judging the future of Boston by the 
past, it is not probable that the Mystic river basin would 
be sufficient to supply the towns that would naturally draw 
from it, and at the same time the increasing demands of 
Boston, long enough to make it an object to construct the 
necessary works, even if there were no legislative objections 
to the plan, or no present or prospective difficulty of keep- 
ing the water as pure as that to be derived from the other 
sources. Other things being ‘equal, the nearer a source of 
supply is to a large city, the more likely it is to be corrupted ; 
for were it possible to prevent all impurities from being 
thrown into it, or upon the surface of the ground by men, th» 
impurities of the atmosphere will be precipitated upon it by 
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rain and in other ways, as may easily be seen upon the sur- 
face of snow a few days after it has fallen. It seems to me, 
therefore, that the only choice is between the Sudbury river 
and the Charles river schemes. 

The Sudbury river scheme has been very carefully elab- 
orated, and its probable cost satisfactorily estimated. I have 
scrutinized the details of the plan, and the estimates both for 
the aqueduct and the gathering basins, and with the exception 
of two or three minor details, do not see room for improve- 
ment. Even in these, such as the crossing of the Charles 
river, either by continuing the aqueduct at grade, or using 
syphon pipes to save expense, or a slight change of line in 
other places, Iam not prepared to say what should be done, 
but would recommend further consideration. Here, I would 
say, there had not been time enough to work out thoroughly 
all the details of the scheme, in addition to so extensive an 
investigation of the essential facts connected with the other 
drainage areas. 

T am fully satisfied that such an-aqueduct as Mr. Davis rec- 
ommends may be safely relied upon to deliver 70,000,000 
gallons in twenty-four hours. ; 
- The Charles river scheme has not been elaborated in detail, 
but enough is positively known to prove that it could be made 
to furnish even more water than the Sudbury river, and at a 
considerably less first cost. This being so, it seems to me a 
very important question, why should the larger expenditure 
be made, supposing all legislative objections to be removed? 

If the water of Charles river should require filtering to make 
it suitable for important manufacturing purposes, or agreeable 
for domestic uses, this would be a very serious objection to it, 
not only on account of the additional expense thus rendered 
necessary, but on account of the difficulties attending such a 
process on a large scale in very cold weather. I have from 
personal knowledge no means of deciding this question to my 
own satisfaction, butif the weight of testimony shows that the 


a 
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water of Charles river is decidedly inferior in quality to that 
of Sudbury river, then you would be fully justified in adopt- 
ing the more costly scheme. 

In connection with the above objection, two others, which 
could have no preponderating influence without it, might be 
mentioned ; one is the greater proximity to the city of a large 
portion of the Charles river drainage area, and its consequently 
greater liability to future pollution ; and the other is the greater 
possibility — though very slight probability — of the pump- 
ing works failing to furnish a supply. Two of the cities of 
this country, Buffalo and Jersey City, both dependent upon 
pumping works, have been out of water for a day or so ata 
time. <A foreign war, though not accompanied by an actual 
- invasion, might, like that of 1812, have so long an embargo 
as to make it impossible to obtain*a sufficient quantity of 
fuel. There are other possible dangers of cutting off the 
supply of fuel, such as strikes among the miners, and epi- 
demics. 

The necessity of providing some means of cleansing or re- 
pairing the lower division of the Chestnut Hill reservoir, 
without limiting the supply for the city to the Brookline 
reservoir, is becoming greater every year, and should be 
attended to without delay. Mr. Davis’ plans for effecting this 
purpose seem to me to be judicious and advisable.

Taking the valuation of the city at a sum of $45,000,000 
less than it was last year, which was $682,734,300, in conse- 
quence of the loss of property by the great fire of Nov. 9th, 
1872, and other causes, over the gains from valuation of new 
buildings erected during the year 1872, and the increase of 
value of real estate in some portions of the city, it will re- 
quire to raise the amount of the tax, as above stated, of 
$8 638,092, and the percentage to be levied by the Board 
of Assessors to meet abatements, a rate of about $14 per 
$1,000 of property. This is an increase of $2.30 per $1,000 
over that of 1872, which was $11.70. The following table 
exhibits the rate of taxation on each $1,000 of property for 
the past 10 years : —

The aggregate of the interest to be paid on the gross debt 
of the city, and the gold premium, shows an increase of 
$434,000. ‘The debt was largely increased the last municipal 
year, and has already been increased $3,000,000, for street 
improvements in the burnt district, and it will require in all 
probability $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 more for that purpose. 
With this large increase of the debt of our city, a large 
increase of the interest account must of necessity follow.

The estimates show the introduction of three new stand- 
ing appropriations as compared with those of 1872-73: one 
for the Board of Health, a department created by an ordi- 
nance relating to health passed by the City Council of 1872, 
who have charge of the general health of the city, the abat- 
ing nuisances, etc. ; one for Cedar Grove Cemetery, to the 
Board of ‘Trustees of which the City Council granted an 
appropriation after the passage of the general appropriation. 
order of 1872; one providing for the registration of voters 
and election expenses. The expenses attending elections 
have, heretofore, been charged to Printing and Incidental 
Expenses; the latter appropriation has been decreased the 
amount usually charged to it for that purpose. The amount 
for registration of voters is to defray the expenses to be in- 
curred in adopting the new method of registering voters, 
which will be enacted by the present session of our State 
Legislature. 

Several of the departments, it will be seen, ask for largely 
increased appropriations. The increase for the Fire Depart- 
ment is $106,316, asked for principally to increase the force 
of that department, four steam engines, five horse hose car- 
riages, and one hook and ladder truck. For the carrying on 
of the schools $139,525, of which amount $105,275 is for 
instructors, the salaries of the Grammar and Primary School 
Instructors having been increased in 1872. For the Board of 
Health and Health Department an increase of $104,874, the 
increase being wanted for the purpose of organizing a new gang 
of street sweepers, and the more thorough abating of nuisances. 
For the police, $30,000, to meet the pay for an increase of 
the number of policemen. For East Boston Ferries, $50,000, 
for a new boat. For sewers, $50,000, to meet the increased 
wants for sewerage. For water works, $95,500, caused by 
the laying of new service-pipes, and increased cost of carry- 
ing on the works in consequence of their extension into the 
Roxbury and Dorchester Districts. For the West Boston 
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and Cragie’s Bridges, $49,000, the city having to bear one- 
half the cost of rebuilding Cragie’s Bridge. . 


The above gives the largest items of increase and the 
causes for it, and the following tables, on pages 7 and 8, 
show the appropriations of 1872-3, compared with the 
estimates for the financial year, 1873-74, exhibiting the 
increase and decrease of each, and the table on page 9 shows 
a comparison of the estimated revenue of 1873-74 with that 
of 1872-73. 

The total amount asked for the carrying on of the Schools 
is $1,406,125, and for interest and premium $2,348,000.

The Board of Commissioners of Cedar Grove Cemetery 
respectfully submit their Fifth Annual Report. | 

The Board was organized at the beginning of the year by 
the choice of Nathan Carruth, Chairman, and A. C. Clark, 
Clerk. During the year, Commissioner Henry L. Pierce 
resigned his membership of the Board, and Mr. Frank L. 
Tileston was chosen by the City Council to the vacancy thus 
occasioned. At the meeting of the Board held on the 
15th day of February, current, Mr. Carruth resigned his 
‘chairmanship, and Mr. William Pope was chosen to that 
office. No other changes have occurred in the Board during 
the year. | 

On the first of May the services of Mr. F. M. Safford, as 
Superintendent of the Cemetery, were secured, and he has 
performed the duties of that position to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners, and the acceptance of those having rela- 
tions with the cemetery. 

The work done during the year embraces the raising and 
grading of a part of Linden avenue, changing the location 
of another part of the same avenue, and of a part of Cedar 
avenue, and the grading of the same; the grading in part of 
the large tract of land lying between these two avenues; the 
preparation ’/of the ornamental spaces for plants and shrub- 
ery; the planting of trees, plants and shrubs; the removal | 
of rock from lots graded, and from grounds contiguous 
thereto; while proper attention has likewise been given to 
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keeping the previously constructed avenues and paths in sat- 
isfactory condition. Twenty-five of*the lots previously sold. 
have been newly graded and sodded, by the request, and at 
the expense, of the proprietors. Twenty lots were sold and 
twenty-six were graded in 1872, and the number of inter- 
ments was forty. 

A public lot large enough to afford room for ‘one thousand 
single graves has been laid out, in an eligible location on 
Maple avenue, the grading of which will be carried on as 
occasion may demand. _ 

In the month of June last, this Board was authorized by 
the city government to expend a sum not exceeding six 
thousand dollars, in improving the cemetery grounds, and

To the City Council: — 

In view of the consumption of water in that section of the 
city known as the High-Service District, this Board has been 
led to consider the ability and capacity of our present facili- 
ties to.answer the present and probable future requirements. 

The High-Service District includes Beacon Hill, Telegraph 
Hill (South Boston), and the more elevated lands in the 
Highlands and Ward 16. 

There is a growing demand,for water in all these localities, 
but more especially in Wards 14, 15 and 16;-and the records 
at the pumping works show an increase of about fifty per 
cent. within the last twelve months. 

The question of capacity and the consideration of the pres-— 
ent and probable future wants have been submitted to the 
City Engineer, with a po aean that the subject receive his 
careful attention. 

With this communication we submit the Engineer’s report, 
covering the whole subject, and to which we ask your von- 
sideration. 

From the facts therein stated, it is evident that our facili-- 
ties must be increased without delay, and to accomplish this, 
two plans are submitted: first; to add more engines and 
boilers; second, to establish a reservoir on Parker’s Hill, 
Highland District. > 

After considering these plans, this Baas is of the opinion 
that the latter-named plan is the most desirable, and we 
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recommend the building of a reservoir with a capacity of at 
least six milllion gallons. | 

The figures relating to the estimated cost of the under- 
taking (about 234,000 dollars) may be found in the Engi- 
neer’s report. 

Legislative action will be necessary to enable the city to 
take the land required, and we suggest that immediate appli- 
cation be made to the Legislature now in session for such 
authority. The precautionary measures suggested in the 
Engineer’s report (see page eight) have been adopted by this 
Board.

Sir, — The following report relating to the best method of 
increasing the effective capacity of the high-service system of 
water supply is made by request of Mr. Haven, Chairman 
of the Committee on Eastern Division. 

The districts included within the limits marked out on the 
map for the high-service distributing system constitute more 
than one third of the present area of the city. 

They are: Beacon Hill in Boston Proper, Telegraph Hill 
in South Boston, Parker’s Hill, Fort Hill, Tommy’s Rock and 
the Seaver Hill Territory in Roxbury, and the range of high. 
lands which forms the greater portion of Dorchester; making 
in all an area of about 3,500 acres. 

A part of this area is not now supplied with water, in fact 
has scarcely any population, and a large portion of that which 
is supplied is not thickly populated; but both parts contain 
some of the most desirable land for residences within the city 
limits, and evidently are destined to be rapidly occupied. 

Future annexations will greatly increase the high service 
area, both absolutely and relatively, and if all the territory 
extending to Mother brook, between the Charles and Neponset 
rivers, shall form the future city, or one metropolitan district, 
then the area to be supplied from your high-service system will 
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be very much larger than that to be furnished with water by 
the low-service. 

It is therefore evident that the high-service works will in a 
few years form one of the most important divisions of the entire 
system of water supply, and it is particularly desirable that 
their general character and outline shall be determined upon 
at as early a day as the necessary data for this purpose can be 
obtained, that whatever extensions are made in the existing 
system may, if possible, be so made that they will form parts 
of, or be available for, the system of the future. 

Although the data are not now at command from which even 
a general outline of this system can be determined, neverthe- 
less, there are certain features which it mtst or should have, 
that can be pointed out, and which have a bearing on the ques- 
tion that is the more immediate subject of this report. 

The water must be raised by machinery to an elevation that 
will give the requisite head upon the distributing pipes, and 
it is of great importance that at the point where this machin- 
ery is located there shall be a large store of water, that no 
interruption may occur to the supply in case the aqueduct or 
pipe which furnishes the water to the pumps is temporarily 
thrown out of use for examination, or repairs, or by accident 
to it. 

This condition requires the eventual abandonment of the 
location of the engines which now supply the high-service, 
for a new one either at the Chestnut Hill or the Brookline 
reservoir, or at some new reservoir that may be built, specially 
for the purpose, at a more favorable point. 

There are other reasons than that of a want of a store of 
water, why the present location on Elmwood street, of the 
high-service machinery, is not the proper one for the ma- 
_chinery of a system of works that is to supply an extensive 
territory and a large population. There is want of room at 
this point; the engine buildings would be exposed to the at- 
tacks of fires originating on neighboring premises; the loca= 
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tion is on the outskirts of the territory to be supplied, or is 
not sufficiently central for an economical system of distribu- 
tion; it would require the water to be brought to it in pipes, 
at great cost, and a considerable loss of head; and it is so 
low that a pressure of over thirty pounds per square inch is 
created on the suction side of the pump piston, which pro- 
duces a harsh action of the machinery, and to some extent 
impairs its efficiency. 

The new works should be of a kind that have reservoirs 
as centres for the distributing pipe systems. 

The area to be supplied consists of various districts, more 
or less isolated, for each of which there should be, as a mat- 
ter of economy, a distinct system of distribution, and to se- 
cure to them an uninterrupted supply under a nearly constant 
head, and that the supply mains leading to the districts may 
be of the minimum size and cost, reservoirs should be estab- 
lished at convenient points. 

The existing high-service works were designed to supply 
a limited area only, and were not constructed upon a scale 
to meet the requirements of the large territory even now 
depending upon them, much less to provide for further 
extensions, due to annexation. 

Lhe pumping machinery consists of two engines, each of a 
capacity to pump 2,400,000 gallons in twenty-four hours, 
when making thirty-five revolutions per minute. These en- 
gines are supplied from a single line of pipes, sixteen inches 
in diameter, under a head which gives about thirty-three 
pounds of pressure upon the pump piston; and to enable the 
latter to work at the guaranteed speed, it was found neces- 
sary to connect the supply line with a large air-chamber. 
The pump force mains, immediately after leaving the engine 
building, are united by a Y branch into a single line of pipes, 
sixteen inches in diameter, which leads to the stand-tower on 
Fort Hill, and is about 2,500 feet long. On account of the 
connection of the engines, through the supply and force 
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pipes, they are found to react, one upon the other, when 
working together, and it is not considered safe to thus use 
them at a speed which will give a much greater discharge 
of water than will one engine alone, run at its safe maximum 
velocity. 

As the capacity of one engine is less than that of four 
steam fire-engines, it will be seen that the power to supply 
water in times of fire is very inadequate. The laying of in- 
dependent supply and force mains would nearly double the 
available capacity of the engines for emergencies, and would 
provide a safeguard against stopping the supply in case of a 
burst. | | 

Under the existing arrangement, a burst in either the sup- 
ply or force line would deprive the high-service district of 
water, until repairs could be made, and should such an acci- 
dent occur during a fire, the consequences would be serious. 

The steam parts of the engines having sufficient power to 
drive larger pumps than are now in use, it has been sug- 
gested that these pumps may be replaced by others of greater 
capacity. Such a change would be somewhat of an experi- 
ment, and unless much more valve area, or a better passage- 
way for the water than the pumps now have, can in some 
way be provided, I doubt whether it would effect much gain. 
But even if it can be successfully made, sufficient pumping 
capacity would not be secured, under adverse circumstances, 
— such as one engine being under repair, or dismantled for 
cleaning, -~ to meet the demand for water in case of a large 
fire within the high-service limits. 

The pumps now in use are fourteen inches in diameter, and 
have a stroke of three feet, and a capacity of forty-eight gal- 
lons per revolution of the engine. The diameter that has been 
proposed for the new pumps,.to replace the old ones, is six- 
teen inches, which gives a capacity of sixty-two gallons per 
revolution, or 130,000 gallons per hour, when the engine is 
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running at its guaranteed speed of thirty-five revolutions per 
minute. 

The average maximum hourly consumption of each day, dur- 
ing the coming season, will not fall short of half of this amount, 
or say 65,000 gallons, and will much exceed it in the follow- 
ing years. If, in addition to this consumption, there be re- 
quired a supply for six steam fire-engines (which number the 
Chief Engineer of the Fire Department says should be pro- 
vided for), each throwing 450 gallons per minute (the aver- 
age amount), the delivery must be at the rate of 227,000 
gallons per hour. 

Both engines, running together, would meet such a de- 
mand, but perfect safety is not secured when it is necessary 
that all the machinery shall be put in operation to meet an 
emergency that is likely, to arise without previous warning. 
There should always be a reserve engine, to admit of repairs 
and cleaning at any time. Setting aside the domestic con- 
sumption, one engine alone, even if provided with a sixteen- 
inch pump, could not supply more than five fire-engines ; it 
is clear, therefore, that to secure proper safety, some special 
provision must be made to keep up the supply in times of 
large fires. , 

This provision may consist, either in the erection of a third 
engine, or in the building of a reservoir and connecting it with 
the stand-pipe. 

If the engine be erected, it should have a capacity to pump 
about five million gallons per day, that when in use it alone 
may furnish all the water required, both for extinguishing 
fires and for domestic supply. Owing to the comparatively 
small draft at night, such an engine would be larger than can 
now be conveniently used for keeping up the daily supply ; 
but, for the present, it can be kept in readiness for service 
in emergencies, and, as the consumption increases, can be 
gradually brought into more constant use. 

There are now two boilers in service, each rated at one hun- 
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dred horse-power, or of sufficient capacity to drive the new 
engine ; nevertheless, a third boiler of somewhat greater power 
should be provided. 

The arrangement proposed is, then, two small] engines (the 
existing ones), each of a maximum capacity of about two and 
a half million gallons per day, and a new engine and boiler 
having a capacity of about five million gallons, and supply 
and force mains twenty-four inches in diameter. 

The two small engines, when run together, or the large 
engine alone, will furnish any supply that is likely to be 
required from them within the next few years. 

The chief objection to this plan is, that a large expendi- 
ture will be necessary for machinery, buildings, mains, etc., 
which probably will be thrown out of use at the end of a 
few years. 

A reservoir can be built on Parker’s hill, at an elevation 
that will give sufficient head on the high-service pipes, or 
with a water-surface about two hundred feet above tide- 
marsh level. 

If this reservoir be connected with the stand-tower on 
Fort Hill, it will be put in good communication with the high- 
service distributing system, and will instantly respond to 
any demand for a sudden increase of supply. 

The ratio between the average and maximum quantities of 
water pumped in an hour, during each month, has varied in 
the past year from 423 to $22, as shown in the following 
table : —

From the above it will be seen, that an engine which has 
to vary its speed as the consumption of water varies, is re- 
quired to be about double the capacity of one doing the same 
work under a uniform speed; that is to say, to furnish a 
given supply, an engine pumping into a stand-pipe should 
have twice the capacity of one pumping into a reservoir. 

Hence it follows that the building of a reservoir, besides. 
insuring an ample supply of water for the extinguishment 
of fires, would, by virtually doubling the pumping capacity, 
be equivalent to the addition of a new engine having twice 
the power of each of the existing ones. 

If it be built. to serve a temporary purpose only, its con- 
nection with the stand-tower may be made with a line of 
twenty-inch pipes, but as its proposed location is the proper 
one for one of the auxiliary reservoirs of the future high- 
service system, its pipe connections should be proportioned 
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for future use, and this use should be kept in view in deter- 
mining upon the capacity of the reservoir, the design of the 
chambers, and the character of the work. 

Its office, in the works of the future, will be to regulate the 
supply to Beacon hill, Roxbury Highlands, and a portion of 
Dorchester. 

Estimates are hereinafter given, first, for a new engine 
with its buildings, and supply and force mains; second, for 
a new reservoir, designed to serve a temporary purpose, and 
having a capacity of 4,500,000 gallons; third, for a new 
reservoir, designed to form a part of the future high-service 
system, and having a capacity of about 6,000,000 gallons. 

It will be noticed: that the land damages are the most im- 

portant items of the last two estimates, but it should be borne 
in mind that the value of this land is increasing from year to 
year, and that if not now taken for the purpose proposed, it 
probably will be eventually. 
_ In conclusion, I would recommend that a new reservoir, 
having a capacity of at least six millions of gallons, be built 
on Parker’s hill, and connected with the stand-tower by a 
twenty-four inch line of pipes, and would suggest that, until 
this work is completed, the following precautionary measures 
be taken : — 

First, to make such connections at the Beacon hill and South 
Boston reservoirs as will permit of quickly putting them in 
communication with the high-service pipe mains. 

Second, to keep these reservoirs well filled with water. 

Third, to employ men familiar with the location of the gates 
and street mains, whose duty shall be, to attend every alarm 
of fire in the high-service districts, and who shall be given 
proper instructions, in reference to opening communication 
with the reservoirs, and to shutting off portions of the high- 
service area when the exigency of the case requires. 

The following are the approximate preliminary estimates of 
cost : —
